The National Guard is organized as two regimen ta of 
infantry, with the headquarters of the First Regiment In- 
fantry at Apalachicoln, Florida, and the headquarters of 
the Second Regiment Infantry at Gainesville, Florida. 
At i his date the First Infantry consists of a band and 
eleven companies, and the Second Infantry of a band, 
detachment of the Hospital Corps and nine companies. 

The Naval .VhJitia in organized as a battalion or ships 
company, with headquarters at Key West, and is com- 
p ooe d of an engineer and a deck division,

Organization. 

A number of very important changes in the organ iza 
tion of the National Guard have taken place during the 
year and others are scheduled to occur in the near future. 
By Circular No, 8, issued from the Division of Militia 
Affairs under date of August 1, 1913, a scheme of organi- 
zation for the Organized Militia, to be uniform through- 
out of the several StateB, was prescribed, and, un ler the 
terms of the Federal Militia Law, participation in the 
appropriations made by Congress for the support of the 
militia is made contingent upon compliance by the States 
with such plan. By General Order No. 35, issued from 
the General Headquarters of the National Goard of Flor- 
ida under date of October 20, 1913, the new plan of organ- 
ization was put into effect, it being provided thereunder 
that no further appointments shall be made in any of the 
staff corps and departments until the number of officers 
in each grade shall have become reduced below the num- 
ber now authorized by the War Department. 

Practically every State in the Union is affected by D. 
M. A. Circular No. 8, and it happens that in a great many 
of them, as in Florida, the officers of the staff corps and 
departments who will be eliminated from the service 
under its provisions are men who have had long years of 
service in the National Guard and who have borne an 
active part in bringing it up to its present Btate of in- 
creased efficiency. By the changes which are made neces- 
sary in the staff corps and departments a number of most 
efficient officers are either eliminated or given the alter- 
native of continuing their active connection with the 
military service by accepting a reduction in rank. The 
importance of securing uniformity of organization 
throughout the National Guard is, of course, quite well 
understood, and it is a fact long admitted that the staff 
organization in this State has been in excess of what 
would be appropriate to the strength of the organized 
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force. Still, one of the most difficult problems in seeking 
to maintain the militia upon an efficient basis is that of 
securing capable and efficient officers, and especially is 
this true in the small and spa rcely settled States, and any 
changes in the plan of organization which results in a 
ii>s< uf experienced and well trained officers is greatly 
to be deplored. 

A provision of 1). M. A. Circular No. 8 which has occa- 
sioned wide comment and which seems certain to operate 
to the disadvantage of the National Guard is that which 
requires the discontinuance of the headquarters of any 
regiment in which a vacancy may exist for a period longer 
than six month*; and uf the headquarters of any battalion 
which may be deficient in the prescribed number of com 
panics for a similar period. 

Under the conditions which obtain in the National 
Guard it is not possible to keep every battalion and regi- 
ment fully organized at all times, and, when vacancies 
occur, as they must from time to time, new companies 
cannot always be immediately formed. The very process 
of accepting and mustering in a new company occupies 
in this State a period of from two to three months usual- 
ly. Under the role now prescribed by the War Depart- 
ment if a vacancy of one company exists within a regi 
luent for a period exceeding six months, the colonel. 
lieutenant colonel and all regimental staff officers must 
be mustered out and the headquarters of the regiment 
discontinued. It seems perfectly obvious that this plan, 
if strictly adhered to, will be disastrous to the National 
Guard, for the field officers of the regiment are the men 
of longest service and usually the most capable and ex 
perienced officers in the Guard. 

Prior to the issuance of D. M, A. Circular No. 8, it was 
proposed by the War Department to require the discon- 
tinuance of regimental headquarters where vacancies ex- 
isted for three months, and draft of the proposed rule 
having been submitted to this office by Tour Excellency 
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for (-iimmetit, the following memorandum was furnished 
upon this particular point: 

"It is thought that the rule to be prescribed under the 
contemplated War Department circular which will re- 
1 1 ti in- that where vacancies occur among the companies 
of a regiment reducing iheir number to less than twelve, 
and such vacancies are not supplied within three months 
thereafter, the headquarters of such regiment shall be di* 
continued, will work great injury to the military service. 
The iieriod to be allowed for the recruitment and forma 
(ion of additional companies is entirely too short. Under 
the law of this SSta^e it requires quite a considerable timi j 
to effect the formation and muster into the service of a 
new company. Petition must be prepared and forward 
i*d; officers selected; candidates for commission be exam 
iiitil: physical examination bo conducted, and other nee cs 
s;irv preliminaries be carried out which usually occupy a 
period of about two [nun t lis. Attention is invited to the 
fact that the discontinuance of a regimental headquarter- 
would have the effect of eliminating from the service a 
colonel. lieutenant colonel and five staff officers of the grade 
of captain, all of whom must have reached their positions 
after years <>f service and at considerable exjiense to the 
tiovernment for training. Without considering the mm 
ter of justice to the individuals concerned, it ma; be as 
sumed that the professional attainments of these officers 
make them of special value to the service, and in a Stab* 
where one of the greatest handicaps in attaining efncicno 
is the difficulty experienced in securing capable officers. 
it will lie seen Ilia I I his plan of eliminating senior line 
officers simply because their regiment may have fallen 
below twelve companies and unavoidably remained so for 
a period of three months, cannot but make the situation 
with regard to supplying competent officers even more 
difficult than if is at present." 

Changes in the staff OOTpt and departments: 
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Under the operation of I). M. A. Circular No. 8, as 
put in effect by General Order No. 35, c. s. G. H., N. G. 
F., the following changes in the staff corps and depart- 
ments of the National Guard of Florida will occur: 

Adjutant General's Department. 

The rank of The Adjutant General is required after No- 
vember, 1914, to be reduced to brigadier general. 

Quartermaster's Corps. 

All colonels discontinued. 

Number of majors reduced to two, one for duty as Act- 
ing Chief of the Quartermaster's Corps, and to be con- 
tinuously on duty in that capacity, and the other to per- 
form the duties which have hitherto devolved upon the 
Acting Commissary General and the Commissary of the 
brigade. 

One captain to be assigned the duties of paymaster. 

Medical Corps. 

Grade of colonel to be discontinued upon expiration of 
term of office of the incumljent. 

The number of majors (four) to be the same as hereto- 
fore allowed; their detail to be—one as Acting Surgeon 
General, one to duty with each regiment, and one to com- 
mand a field hospital should it be found practicable to 
organise such a unit. 

Ordnance Department. 

All officers to he discontinued upon expiration of their 
present terms of office except one major, to be detailed as 
Inspector of Small Arms Practice. 
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Changes in the line: 

No change in the organization of the Hoe is made neces- 
sary by D. M. A. Circular No. 8. 

INFANTRY. 

Several changes have occurred daring the year in the 
infantry organizations. The First Regiment is now short 
only one company and petitions are under consideration 
which may fill this vacancy. Several vacancies now exist 
in the Second Infantry, however, and the reduced strength 
of one or two other companies in that regiment make it 
seem probable that further vacancies will soon occur. 
There are a number of large cities in south Florida where 
infantry companies could be formed for this regiment, 
and it is believed that it will not long remain deficient. 

SANITARY TROOPS. 



No addition units of sanitary troops have been formed 
during the year, and the only organization of Hospital 
Corps men in the National Guard of Florida at this time 
is the detachment located at St. Petersburg and attached 
to the Second Infantry. It is an efficient nnit, with a 
completely equipped regimental infirmary. 

It is desired to form a similar unit for the First In- 
fantry, and, if possible, a field hospital. Efforts to that 
end have not so far proven successful. 

EFFICIENCY. 

Under this heading some comment may not be inajipro 
priate as to the effect upon the militia as a whole of the 
failure of the General Government to provide by leirisla 
tion such support for this branch of the military write 
aR will compensate for the present exactions of Fe lernl 
law and of the system of militia administration employed 
by the War Department. 
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During the past ten years the Organized Militia has 
been faithfully striving to approach, as nearly a3 possi- 
ble, the standard of military efficiency which it helped to 
prescribe for itself in securing the passage by Congress of 
the Act of January 21, 1903. It is admitted that during 
that period great progress has been made by the Organized 
.Miliiia. and that such improvement has been shown as to 
demonstrate its usefulness and valne to lie Government 
an a force fo rnaional defense. 

In putting into operation the uniform system of disci 
jiline. which is provided fur by law, methods of adminis- 
tration have been evolved which exact more of the citizen 
soldier in the way of time, study and labor than can con- 
sistently be asked or expected by the Government withmi! 
compensation. This is known by the officers who are 
cliarged with the management of the affairs of the Xa 
tional Guard in the several States, and it is to some 
extent conceded by the War Department; but for more 
than fonr years legislation to deal with this situation and 
designed to further promote the efficiency of the militia 
has been held up in Congress and action deferred from 
time to time upon one pretext or another, and the i-esulr 
is by no means certain. 

Two courses are open, one to enact into law the militiji 
bill now in the hands of the military committees of Con- 
gress and proceed with the development of the militia 
along the lines which have been mapped out by the War 
Department, and the other to discontinue the centralized 
or Federal supervision over the affairs of the militia and 
revert to the basis of State standards and absolute State 
control. The discouragement which has resulted from 
existing conditions has been hard to deal with and is 
making itself shown in many ways. 

Having commented upon the ill effect upon the miliiia 
of the present attitude %f the Federal Government toward 
this branch of the service, it is only proper to say that 
every possible effort is being made to carry out the plans 
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of the War Department in the matter of the training of 
the troops, and to realize, aa nearly as possible, the stand 
ards which are being fixed. 

THEORETICAL INSTRUCTION. 



The program of theoretical instruction prescribed for 
the troops daring the winter and spring season of 1912- 
1913, under General Order No. 42, series 1912 from the 
General Headquarters, National Guard of Florida, was 
tarried out under the supervision of the U. S. Inspector- 
fnHtructor on duly in this Btate. The results attained 
during this study period are shown in General Order No. 
37, published under date of November 12, 1913. Ab wa* 
the case last year, a number of post commanders failed 
to meet their responsibilities in the matter of conducting 
post schools and did not exact of their subordinates a full 
and faithful pursuance of the course of study prescribed. 
This is commented upon in General Order No. 37, above 
referred to. a copy of which order is submitted herewith 
as a part of Appendix K. and to which attention is in- 
vited. 

The new course of study for the current period is pre- 
scribed under General Order No. 38, series of 1913, G. H. 
and it is therein provided that officers who fail to pursue 
the course laid out and to submit the written exercise 
called for shall be required to stand examination upon the 
subjects covered in the course when the officers are as 
wembled for the annual camp of instruction; failing in 
which they will be ordered before a hoard under Section 
«82 of the Military Code. 

It may be stated in passing that the j*>st schools arc 
now being conducted in a more satisfactory manner, and 
that nearly all officers appear to be consistently applying 
themselves to the course prescribed. This is as it should 
l>e, for the course has been laid out with full considera- 
tion to the fact that militia officers have only a limited 
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time to devote to these matters, and the course of study 
is by no means difficult, and is only such as may be rea- 
sonably undertaken by a man of fair edncational qualifi- 
cations who has proper interest in the military service 
and a desire o discharge his official duties in a capable 
and efficient manner. 

OAM P OF INSTRUCTION FOB OFFICERS. 

A camp of instruction for infantry and medical officers 
of the National Ciuard of Florida was held this year again 
on the reservation adjoining the State Arsenal at St. 
Augustine during 1lie period from May 5 to 10. inclusive. 
Fifty- three officers and four enlisted men of the National 
Guard were present as students and the camp was com- 
manded by Colonel Albert H. Blanding. Second Infantry, 
the senior line officer present, whose report is submitted 
herewith as a part of Appendix A.

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PRACTICAL TRAINING. 



Under this heading will be taken up both the garrison 
and field training. The former, including as it dot's the 
armory work, is summarized in the "daily reports" reti 
dered by each post and organization at the clone of cadi 
calendar mouth, which reports are on file in this olnce.

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wanders conform to the prescribed course of indoor in- 
struction in the conduct of regular weekly drills, but the 
importance of following the plan laid ont will not fail to 
impress those who realize that to gain efficiency a delinite 
progressive scheme must be followed. To assemble a 
Company once each week and spend the time in repeating 
time and time again the simple field movements with 
which all organizations are more or less familiar, is not 
only a waste of valuable time. lmt a serious fax upon the 
patience of tire men in line, who become bored and lose 
Interest in the work. This offers the best explanation of 
lire falling olT "f a Hernia tire and lack of interest which 
company commanders sometimes complain of. There is 
enough to be laugh 1 in (he proper garrison training of 
the troops to afford constant novelty and to maintain 
constant interest among the men; but the company offi- 
cers must 1h* capable and must have initiative. The 
cnuise prescribe*] is progressive and will keep interest 
alive if the officers charged with carrying it out are suffi- 
ciently posted themselves to be able to impart the instruc- 
tion which it contemplates. 

A man would not want to go to the theatre if he was 
;ioing to see the same play over and over each time and 
if he was compiled lo go he would soon rebel: tints it is 
that the volunteer soldier will not want to attend drill 
if he is made to do the same tiresome things over and over 
again at each formation of the company. This Tact should 
certainly appeal to company commanders, and they 
should meet the situation by making the regular forma- 
rioi s of interest to the men. 

There are si ill a number of posts in the State in which 
gallery ranges have not been installed, and here again, 
as has been repeatedly pointed out in the reports of this 
department and by com mnni cations to organization com- 
manders, is a method of greatly promoting interest in the 
military service, as well as of promoting the efficiency of 
the men. A substantial advance has heen made, however. 
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in this branch of work, and with provision for a series 
of indoor competitions, as is contemplated for the coming 
year, a great improvement in rifle firing may reasonably 
be expected. The wise provision made under the new 
Small Arms Firing Manual that requires enlisted men to 
be qualified on the indoor rifle ranges before they can be 
sent on the outdoor ranges for practice, ought to result 
in great good. 

FIELD EXERCISE. 

The program of field exercises for the National Guard 
of Florida in 1913 opened with the camp of instruction for 
infantry and medical officers which was held at St. Au- 
gust iue in May last and to which reference has already 
been made. This was followed by a camp of instruction 
in rifle practice and the Annual State Rifle Competition, 
which was held on the range of the State Camp Grounds 
June 9 to 11, inclusive, and an encampment of the First 
and Second Regiments of Infantry held at the State 
Camp Grounds duly 7 to 14, inclusive. 

The State Bifle Competition was of more than llie usual 
interest, there being a very large number of coni|>etitors. 
The events are fully reported upon in General Order No. 
23 of the series of 1913 from General Headquarters, which 
is submitted herewith as a part of Appendix K. Special 
interest in the selection of the team selecled lo represent 
Florida in the National Matches by the plan under which 
thirty eligihles were elected by competition during the 
State Competition, these being given a supply of ammuni- 
tion and special program of practice which they were 
obligated to follow upon the local ranges at their home 
stations. Following this j>eriod of practice, which cover- 
ed sixty days, the entire number, or as many as still 
cared to compete, were again assembled for a final try- 
out by which the team was finally selected. 

It is to be regretted that the officer who commanded 
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the encampment of the First and Second Regiments of 
infantry did not render a service report covering that 
tour of duty. This was required under the orders for the 
camp and was subsequently called for repeatedly. The 
Adjutant General was present in cainp during the entire 
period, however, and had opportunity to note in person 
thai Hie program of exercises was consistently and suc- 
cessfully cairied oat. Detailed comment upon the im- 
port an I fea lines nf the camp is conveyed in the reports 
of the United States officers who were present as inspec- 
tors and instructors; these reports being submitted here- 
with as a part of Appendix A. 

The staff administration was conducted under the direct 
supervision of the Chief of Staff. Officers of the Quarter- 
masters Corps were detailed as Camp Quartermasters, 
("amp Commissary and Paymaster, respectively, and dis- 
chargeil these duties in a most efficient manner. All sup 
plies were purchased under contract after competitive 
bids, and the issuance of subsistence and supplies was in 
accordance with the standards prescribed for the Army. 

The command oT the camp devolved upon the senior 
regimental commander, the brigade formation having 
been discontinued last year. It is believed that it would 
be of advantage in the future to put the troops into camp 
liy regiment for instinct ion, rather than to assemble the 
entire force al one lime as was done this year. There will 
be occasions, perhaps, when it may he deemed desirable or 
advisable to have both regiments in camp at one lime, 
hul this plan involves the organization of a provisional 
brigade and nesults in taking officers away from (heir 
own particular commands, which is not well./ 

NATIONAL MATCHES. 

The team which represented Florida in the National 
Matches in August of this year was perhaps the strongest 
that has ever been sent out of the State. The prelim i

nary practice gave promise of marked improvement over 

the work of previous years, and, ia the opening events 
of the competition at Camp Perry this pmmise was real- 
ized. Exceptionally adverse weather conditions faced 
all of the competing teams of the last day of the mutch, 
however, and the Florida team was particularly uufor 
lunate in the all important feature of the skirmish rim. 
falling almost a hundred points below the average of 
practice scores. Not withstanding this ill luck the team 
duplicated its jtei-fomiiinceH of the year hefore and finish- 
ed again as fourth in Class B, which honor carried with 
it a bronze medal for each member of the team and a 
cash purse of $200.00. 

SMALL ARMS PRACTICE, 

A farther small increase in the number of qualified 
marksmen is the result of the target firing in the Onard 
for the year. This is shown by the annual reports of 
small arms practice received at this office, an examination 
of which gives the following number of qualifications: 

15 pistol experts. 
3 pistol first classmen. 
13 pistol second classmen. 
<6 expert riflemen. 
30 sharpshooters, and 
113 marksmen.

The National I>efense Trophy was won this year by 
Company A, First Infantry, as was. also, lite Florida 
National Guard Association Trophy, which is given for 
highest figure of merit in small arms practice. With a 
total strength of sixty-three, Company A qualified 10 
expert riflemen, 7 sharpshooters, thirty -two marksmen 
and 1+ first classmen. 

ADMINJSTRATIOX. 

There has been a very marked improvement in paper 
work throughout Hie Guard during the year. With few 
exceptions, officers from whom staled reports are requir- 
ed have been prompt in preparing and forwarding them. 
Several companies and one or two post commanders have 
been delinquent in sending in daily reports (formerly 
designated as morning reports), and this has involved 
much correspondence that might have been obviated; but, 
apparent ly, officers are at last beginning to realize that 
the paper work required of them is the minimum which 
may be exacted consistent with successful administra- 
tion and that it is much the easiest and best way to give 
a few momenls to the preparation of reports as soon as 
they become due, and that to delay only makes the work 
more difficult. 

It is still a matter for unfavorable comment that at 
many of the posts which are not commanded by company 
officers the post, commanders fail to meet their responsi- 
bilities to the fnll extent. Apparently they are not im- 
pressed with the fact that as post commanders they are 
responsible for the discipline and efficiency of all organ- 
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izations at such posts and that they should exercise super 
vision over such matters. In some cases, there is a din 
[>osition upon these officers to either do nothing and leave 
the running of things entirely to subordinate officers or 
else to pass up to superior authority minor details of 
discipline and management which they themselves should 
deal with and dispose of. This Is and has always been 
a serious defect in the administration work of the Na- 
tional Guard in this State. As has l>oen frequently stated 
in previous reports of this department, officers, appear i<> 
feel that when by length of service or other causes rlir.v 
have reached a grade above a company commander they 
have been promoted out of all responsibility and beyond 
the reach of actual work. It is not contemplated under 
(he system prescribed that such shall be the case. Length 
of service and promotion are, on the contrary, supposed 
to carry with them added responsibilities, as well as to 
increase the capacity of officers (o meet and deal with 
them. 

PROPERTY ACCOUNTABILITY. 

In accordance with the announcement made in the re 
port of this department last year, a complete change has 
been made in the policy of the department with relation 
to the accounting by officers and their responsibility for 
public military property entrusted to them for official 
use. Surety company bonds are now required of all offi- 
cers to whom funds and property are issued and a full 
and complete accounting is. required in accordance with 
the system which is prescribed by law. 

Old accounts have been or are being closed upon the 
most equitable basis possible under the varying condi- 
tions involved; but all differences which have arisen dur- 
ing the year, or which may hereafter arise, will be set 
tied in strict accord with existing regulations. More ihan 
a thousand dollars has been collected during the peat 
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year as the money vulne of public property which has 
been lost, and which loss, after survey proceedings was 
shown to have resulted from causes which could have 
been avoided by the exercise of reasonable care. These 
funds have been applied to the purchase of new property 
to replace that which was lost. 

The good effect of this more rigid enforcement of the 
law and regulations governing property accountability is 
already manifest, and as indicating this it may be stated 
(hat rerent inspections and verifications of property in 
one or two companies show that absolutely no property 
has been lost during the year. If it is possible to main- 
tain this system of management in one company it is in 
all, and as soon as officers realize that carelessness upon 
their part in the administration of the public property 
entrusted to them, and disregard of the regulations gov- 
erning such matters will result in a personal financial 
loss which they cannot escape, then the waste and de 
struction of military clothing and equipments will cease.

National Guard Association of thb United States. 

The fifteenth annual convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States was held this year at 
Chicago, October 6 to 8, inclusive, the convention meeting 
at the Congress Hotel, which was designated as the head- 
quarters for the association. 

In many respects this was the most remarkable meeting 
ever held by the association. There was an unusually 
large attendance and the proceedings were of extraor- 
dinary interest, and such, perhaps, as to exert a far-reach- 
ing influence upon the future of the National Guard. 
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This Stale was represented by The Adjutant General 
and Colonel Albert H. islanding, Second Infantry, the 
senior line officer of the Florida National Guard. 

The printed record of the proceedings of the Chicago 
convention have not yet been received, but it is expected 
that they will shortly be ready for distribution, when ft 
coin- will be laid before your Excellency. Copies will also 
be furnished each commanding officer of the National 
Guard. It is greatly to be regretted that the publication 
<il the actual proceedings of this meeting have been so 
long delayed; this for the reason that the discussion that 
took place at Chicago and the action of the association 
has been widely and erroneously reported in the press and 
unfairly commented upon by service papers. An incorrect 
impression of what occurred has, as a result of this delay, 
established itself in the minds of even those in the Na- 
timtal Guard, who may be expected to be reasonably in 
touch with those who represented them at the Chicago 
convention. 

In view of the probability, however, that the official 
report will soon be ready for distribution, only brief men- 
tion will be made of this matter. The differences which 
seemingly arose lietween the representatives of the War 
department and of the National Guard of the several 
States grew out of the consideration of two particular 
matters — (1) the so-called "Federal Mi'itia Pay Hill," and 
i2l Division Militia Affairs' Circular No. S. These dif- 
ferences were more or elss cumulative, but found ex- 
pression in the report of the Executive Committee of the 
association and in a paper read by Major General Edward 
i \ Young, the chairman of such committee. This report 
tnld of the unsuccessful efforts of the committee to reach 
an understanding or lasting agreement with the War 
Department officials as to details of the militia legislation 
jirojfosed by (be association, and it was followed by the 
reading of a com muni cat ion from the Secretary of War 
announcing withdrawal by the War Department from 
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any further consideration of the contemplated measure, 
and advising of his decision not to authorize the attend- 
reading of a communication from the Secretary of War 
the Chief of Staff of the Army and other War Deportment 
officials. 

This apparently unsympathetic, not to say unfriendh 
attitude of the War Department, was a distinctly disap- 
pointing surprise to the convention, and, the delegates 
could hardly have failed to connect ihe matters before 
them with the fact that more than four years had been 
occupied by the representatives of the Militia in trying to 
secure the favorable consideration by * 'ongress of a pay 
bill without success, notwithstanding I hat all during that 
time more than a majority of both branches of CnugresK 
were personally pledged to support snob a measure. The 
conclusion seems unavoidable that effective opposition 
was and is being exerted from sources that are not directly 
traceable. The attitude of the War Department as indi- 
cated by the report of the Executive Committee and by 
Hie letter of the Secretary of War furnished a text for 
some pretty plain expressions of resentment and afforded 
at least a reasonable excuse for some of the o]>en charges 
of bad faith which was voiced hy some of the delegates. 

The discussion of Division Militia Affairs' Circular So. 
8 and its effect uj>on the organization of the militia in 
certain of the States followed and drew forth further ex 
missions of disapproval of the policies of the War De- 
partment in dealing with militia affairs. 

Upon motion of one of the Florida delegates all of these 
matters were Anally referred to the Committee on Legi- 
lation for consideration and report, and that committee, 
after full consideration, tin ally submitted to the ninvcn- 
lion the following re]K»rt and recommendations; 

"That portion of the paper of General Mills relating to 
firiular ^. War Department, current series, the letter of 
Secretary of War Garrison, and the paper by General 
Your-;.' on the Pay Bill and other problems, having been 
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referred t>» your Committee on Legislation for considera- 
tion, they beg leave to report the following recouiiiifinla 
tiou : 

"First — That the Executive Committee be directed to 
prepare a bill and submit it to Congress providing for 
allowances for members of the Organized Militia for 
service at home stations. This hill to include such features 
only as are essential for this purpose and for securing the 
service of such members to the United States Government 
in the event of Tvar or other grave emergencies either 
within or without the boundaries of the United States, 

"Second — It is the sense of this Convention that the 
governing of the Organized Militia should rest in the 
States in time of peace, as provided for by the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

"Third — That the existing laws for the Organized 
Militia should be so amended as to more clearly define the 
requirements for the various units of organization in 
order to insure their greatest efficiency and development. 

"Fourth — That it is the sense of this Convention that 
there is not sufficient authority in law for defining the 
organization of the brigades and divisions as set forth in 
Circular 8, War Department, and that inasmuch as it 
has been physical iy impossible to secure these organiza- 
tions in the United States Army, and as like conditions 
in many States make it also physically impossible for 
these States to comply with the provisions of said Circular 
8, this Convention hereby protests against said Circular 8 
and directs the Executive Committee to request the revoca- 
tion of the same by the Secretary of War. 

"Fifth — That in order to increase the number of Field 
Artillery, Cavalry, Engineers, Signal Corps and Sanitary 
Troops, it will be necessary for the National ( J over nine m 
to make extra and specific appropriations to cover the 
cost of maintaining such troops. 

"Sixth— That the Division of Militia Affairs should he 
organized as a Bureau of the War Department directly 
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under the Secretary of War; the Chief of this Bureau 
should be appointed by the President from those com- 
missioned officers of the Organized Militia who have had 
ten years' service as Commissioned Officers in the Organ 
ized Militia, five of which shall have been in command of 
troops. The assistants in the Bureau shall he anointed 
either from the Begular Army or the Organized Militia. 
The said sixth section to take effect at the close of the 
term of the present officers in control of the Division of 
Militia Affairs.

There followed a lengthy discussion of the report upon 
the floor of the convention, after which the 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 
4th and 5th recommendations of the committee were 
adopted and the Gth was laid upon the table. The fol- 
lowing resolution was then offered by a delegate from 
Florida and was unanimously adopted by the convention: 

"Whereas, It was the purpose of this Association when 
it recommended to Congress the legislation trader which 
the National Militia Board was established, to give to t lie 
militia representation in the War Department and to 
afford the head of such department in dealing with militia 
matters the advantage of an advisory board composed of 
experienced militia officers. 

"But. whereas, under existing law and the conditions 
imposed upon if, such Board is precluded from realizing 
the purposes for which it was designed, and can render no 
appreciable service to the Organized Militia of the 
country: 

"Be it therefore resolved, that the Executive Committee 
of this Association be and is hereby directed to propose 
to Congress such amendment of the existing law as will 
give to this Board the power to initiate and recommend to 
the Secretary of War policies for the benefit and improve- 
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iiit'iii pf i lie Organized Militia, and the right to consider 
and submit rccinjmiendutious upon all regulations pro- 
pi i*nl for the government of the Organized Militia : and, if 
sin 1) legislation tan not be secured, then to ask that the 
provision of the law under which the Hoard now exists 
lie repealed." 

A number of most interesting papers upon technical 
subjects were read by officers from the Army and National 
Guard, and, on the third day the convention closed. 

Florida National Gijrd Association. 

The regular annual meeting of the Florida National 
Ouard Association was held at St. Augustine in May dur- 
ing (lie time that the officers were assembled at that jtoint 
in camp for instruction.

Active Pi-tv. 

The National (Juard has been called apOB to perform 
prat lically no active duty in support of the civil authori- 
ties during the year. Company A of the Second Infantry 
was placed on duty for a few hours at Ocala under a call 
from the County Judge of Marion County because of 
threatened disturbance at tliat point, and a report of the 
company commander covering this matter is submitted 
herewith. 

The Naval Mimtia, 

The strength of the Naval Militia is as stated in the 
opening paragraphs of this report. No new divisions 
have been formed during the year and the*battulion, of 
ship's company, still consists of the two divisions, one 
deck and one engineer, located at Key West. 

Early in the Spring an invitation was received from the 
Navy Department for the Naval Militia of this State to 
perform a tour of practice duty aboard a Fnited States 
warship. The Legislature being in session at the time. 
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recommendation was made that appropriation be made 
fur the necessary expenses of jiay and subsist en ee, bat the 
appropriation was not made until during the closing days 
of the session and it was then too late to arrange the 
cruise, the maneuver season of the Navy having closed. As 
the appropriation will remain available, however, it may 
be possible to provide for a cruise on a large ship during 
the summer of 1914. 

Several short cruises have been made during the year 
by detachments of the Florida Naval Militia on tin 1 I'nitwl 
States torpedo boat McKenzie, which is the vessel loaned 
the State for the use of its Naval Militia. The reports 
ii]Hin these cruises indicate that they have been most 
successful and very profitable as a means «>f instruction 
in seamanship. 

There lias been rented for the use of the naval battalion 
a building much more suitable for use as an armory than 
the one which was until recently used as such. The new 
building has suitable rooms for storing property, a hall 
of adequate size for necessary formaiions and indoor exer- 
cises, and which is reported by the battalion commander. 
Lieutenant Commander Oeorge B, Graham, as being the 
best building available for the purpose which could be 
found at Key West, 

It has not been practicable to provide for an inspection 
of the Naval Battalion during the year, but the divisions 
are understood to be in a satisfactory condition and rea- 
sonably efficient. Regulations have recently been put in 
force which will require the rendition of daily reports 
f formerly designated as "morning rejwrts") by each or- 
ganization commander, and, through this means, the 
department will be able to determine whether or not the 
discipline of the naval organizations is being maintained 
at a proper standard, and the character and extent of the 
instruction ivhicii is being given. 

There is landing before Congress at this time, with 
favorable outlook for its passage, a bill to promote the 



efficiency of the Naval Militia, and which is designed to 
give to tlie Navy Department about the same supervision 
and control over the organization and instruction of the 
naval militia as is exercised by the War Department over 
the land forces. The bill provides for the establishment 
in the Navy Department of a Division of Naval Mlitia 
Atfairs, and it may be exited that the enactment into 
lavs* of this measure will greatly improve this important 
branch of the militia. 

State Camp Gbouxds axd Kifi.e Range. 

Attention is invited to the report of the Secretary of 
the State Armory Board which is submitted herewith as 
Appendix H, 

Splendid progress has been and is being made in the 
development of this property, considering the means 
which have been available for the purpose. 

It is to be regretted that the Legislature of this year 
failed to make certain of the appropriations which were 
recommended by the State Armory Board for needed 
imju-ovements, or, rather, for the necessary equipment of 
the camp grounds and rifle range. 

Due particularly imi»ortant feature is the building and 
hard-surfacing of the system of roads throughout the 
reservation which is provided for under the plans adopted 
for tbe hiving out and equipment of the camp. A small 
appropriation which was asked for to commence this 
work w;is adversely reported upon by the Appropriations 
Committee of the House. There are about five miles of 
roadways within the reservation that require surfacing. 
The character of the ground being soft, the roads now in 
use are impassable for heavy vehicles during wet weather, 
and are sand heaps in dry weather. Considering the fact 
that the Army transportation is all heavy, and that the 
vast amount of work in progress on the rifle range involves 
the use of many heavy wagons at all seasons of the year, 
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the importance and ncnl of improving these roads is 
'apparent.

I'm swan t to ilie requirements of Section 7m4 of the -Mill 
tnry Code tbe following recommendations which have 
previously been made to your Excellency for improving 
the efficiency of the National Guard are renewed: 
Appointment of Aids on Personal Staff: 

Tlif recommendation made to your Excellency at the 
time of your inauguration as Governor that u detail of 
IK'iHonal aids be made from the officers of the staff corps 
and departments and from tbe line, is i-enewed. 

I'nder Section 66!) of (he Military Code, as ameuded, 
it is provided that the Governor's Staff shall consist of 
the senior officers of the staff turps and departments, and 
■ ■I" certain personal aids, not exceeding five, to he detailed 
from among the officers of the staff corps and departments 
and of the line. It is believed that there are numbers of 
officers in the National Guard of Florida who could most 
creditably discharge. the duties of military aids to the 
Governor, and that the selection and detail of officii- to 
serve in that capacity would convey an honor which 
would be highly appreciated by those so designated. It is 
customary for the commanders-in-chief of the militia of 
the several States to have such aids, and the officers M 
detailed are usually selected because, of their soldierly 
qualities and personal efficiency; their knowledge "f ihe 
social conventions and customs of the military service in 
relation to the exchange of official courtesies, etc, TUey 
slionld be men, of course, who have the mean* to provide 
themselves with the necessary uniforms and the time to 
accompany the Governor upon occasions of ceremony 
when the presence of a military staff would be appro- 
priate and proper. 
Regulations to Govern Active Service WiHtin the file* :

"The following regulations are ] ml dished for the information, 
Kitidaice mill jroveniiiieiil i)f the National Guard of Florida: 
"Mini.: service rx AID of the civil ai thohitjf.s. 

"Section 4 of Article 14 ol tlte Constitution of the state of 
Florida provides: The Governor shall have power to rail out 
the iiultlia in preserve the public peace, to execute the laws of the 
State, to suppress Insurrection, or to repel Invasion.' Section 716 
of t!ie General Statutes prescribes under what conditions ami in 
what maimer the troops may he called out for active duty hi aid 
uf Mi' civil authorities. Section 717 prescribe* the duty of an 
officer receiving an order to tall oul tlie troop* under him for such 
service and penalties for the Failure of any officer or enlisted man 
receiving; such ortlcra and failing to comply therewith, and Section 
718 defines the extent of the authority of civil and military author- 
ities when acting together, and what the conduct of the latter 
shall Ite. 

'.'Kin. Respect lor t lie civi) authority is exjieited of all cltb 
zens. J'ut il is especially due from those hi the military service. 

"881. The National Guard Is a constitutional aud iin|tnrtaiit 
division of Ihe State Government, its function belli)!, finally, to 
tusure the perpetuity and security of the State by enabling 'he 
ftWfflttve department of the State Government to faithfully 
exeentc the taws enacted l*y the legislative branch. The National 
Guardsman must, therefore, always have In mind that it is upon 
Miii. when I he civil power has fniled. that the State relics for the 
vindication of its taws and institutions, from whatever cause they 
m:i> t.e i mi ieri led. The service which the Guardsman is called 
npoti to render to tiie State is iuvarinhly of the most delicate and 
difficult clia racier, rciiuiring from him the highest type of patri- 
ot!" devotiim tu tlie imldic welfare; a thorough knowledge of his 
duties and resjmnsit ilities. and. also, that he shall constantly 
maintain a stale of efficiency and preparedness ho as to Insure 
prompt, intelligent and oiTeetive response when called upon. 

"8U2, A thorough knowledge of the ditties to he performed 
begets confidence and self-reliance — ipiaHties of Inestimable value 
in the military commaudcr. Officers and men. therefore, should 
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be frequently assembled for theoretical ami practical Instruction 
la subjects relating tit their duties when acting in aid of lire .-ivll 
authorities. The course of Instruction should ariMM rule* ami 
systems for hasty mobilization ; equipment ami dress fur riot 
service: traiis|mrtutt»ii arrangements, including nuihods for 
dealing with the difficulties which may arise when detraining 
after arriving in a riotous dlstrh I ; methods of im^ri-nsing 
through the street of a city wherein a moti lias displaced the .nil 
authority, ami. finally, such tactical problems as might lie cim-ouii- 
tered In (service of this" eh a meter. 

"3SJ3. Regimental, Imitation and p»ist commanders will have 
on file at their headquarters complete rosters of the TWmilllllllfclWrt 
officers of their respective organisations, who wine their business 
amt residence addresses, together with telephone immk'ni ami 
any other data which may he of assistance in locating officers 
when their services are hastily required. It Is of the utmost 
importance thai this information In- kept at I he headquarter* of 
every post commander. . 

'.*HM. Company eon inlanders should luive [nutted hi their 
armories nt nil times full ami complete rosters of Iheir organiza- 
tions, with every [losslble detail of information which art!) be of 
service in locating ami notifying the members of their ■ ,.muitiiids 
a in! which will assist In their rapid mobilization whenever their 
services are required. This roster should he so prepared as t« 
rllsdose the residence addresses; places of employment and 
whether day or night: telephone uumliers for day and night 
(if without telephone service the number of the nearest n.-l^hl or- 
ing telephone should tie noted* : places most frequented and where 
most likely to he found when not at work or nt home, together 
with any other data or Information which will l>e j-c rv I cea We- 
lti addition, a squad system, such as is elsewhere provfiled for 
under these re^ulatioi:s, should be effectively maintained hi each 
organisation. 

"S9o. As 11 menus for rapidly mobilizing their ft tiamis in 

emergency, post commanders will provide for n riot call Uy arrang- 
ing for the sou tiding Of a i-ertaln signal hy fire-alarni. or by the 
lu'll or steam whistle of MOM public instlttirion. one or the other 
of which will be found at every Nation of the troops. The adoption 
of such a syst, in for hasty mo| ilixni i- >r i. which shall U- known and 
t linn jhitI il v understood by the members of the command, is 
enjoined upon every isist commander, and failure to comply wild 
the provisions of this ami Hie preceding, paragraph will be regarded 
as a gross neglect of duty by (he resqionsihle officers. The w^i' of a 
public alarm for assembling troops is prohibited, however, at any 
post where a slate of great public excitement nl ready exists or 
whore resistance to the law and serious distil rhanee or the pence 
In threatened: this except In cases of extreme emergency where 
tin' neccssiry Tor Immediate mobilization outweighs the danger 
which might arise from the sounding of a general alarm and the 
Incidental increase of excitement. This method of mobilizing will 
preferably lie used when It is necessary to assemble the troops- 
without delay for service nt some other point. 

"3SX!. When insurrection Is threatened or when there In 
reason to apprehend thnt riot, tumult or mob is likely to menace 
Mi-> public peace and security ami set at defiance the civil author- 
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tty. u is tin' iluiy <>f tin* National fiuardsman to take such prudent 
precautionary measures as are necessary ro insure speedy and 
effective assistance sh.ni id demand for the same foe made by the 
eitrU authority. While in the atiseuce of specific orders from proper 
•authority u eoautwadlNg oltn-er is uot authorized to pur.-i.I.- or 
even to assemble hi.-* command fur the p urn-roe of intimidation or 
nf exerting ■ moral lnrtuein-e. miuilllnhWH. should he hove reason 
In lielieve that means of couimuuieatiou from higher authority 
hare lieeu uulowardly interrupted, or should he gain information 
from civil officials or from any creditable sources that the services 
i if Us •-••in it i >u ii I will foe required by those authorised to demand 
Bocfe service, it is his duty to avail liimself of every proper means 
wlii i-l i will facilitate prompt mobilization after receiving lawful 
orders calling upon his command. It is also the duty of a cont- 
ni.iudiitg officer, In times of actual or threatened public disorder, 
to take all necessary iirecautious looking to the safety and security 
of the arms, and other military and public property lit his care 
ami keeping, and to employ whatever means may be required to 
that end. 

"3S7. The jtei-uliar character of service which the National 
liiniril is required to perform, when acting in aid of the civil 
authorities, demands enforcement of most rigid military discipline, 
and sui-h exemplary conduct upon the part of both officers and 
enlisted men as will command the respect and confidence Of the 
lientil e. Enrollment as a soldier has relieved the Guardsman of 
none of the duties or obligations of citizenship, and in volun- 
teering for military service he is undertaking to perform, the 
highest tyjK* of public duty which the citizen can render his State ; 
hence the importance aud lofty character of his calling demand 
that the Guardsman ou duty shall present the Ideal soldier, and 
that his conduct and deportment shall be such ns to preclude 
criticism and increase the forcefulness of his efforts to demand 
similar conduct of others. In this connection it is Important and 
it is required that commanding officers, when engaged in sup- 
pressing domestic disturbances, shall not only prohibit, but shall 
take adequate steps to prevent the use of intoxicating liquors by 
those under them. 

"3tw. An order placing troops on duty for the purpose of 
aiding the civil authorities will be directed to the commanding 
officer of the |»st where the most available troops are located. 
As a rule the order will designate the exact force to be employed, 
and where the force so designated is smaller than the total 
strength of the garrison, the ]>ost commander will transmit the 
order to the commanding officer of the organization designated 
for duty and will require the same to lie promptly executed; but 
only in extreme emergency will the post commander place addi- 
tional trooj* or officers on duty without first obtaining authority 
to do so from General Headquarters. Where an order does uot 
designate the force to lie employed, the post commander should, if 
practicable, confer with the civil authorities, or by other means 
anjuaint himself with the situation, being governed in the tailing 
out of troops by the exigencies of the case and using only such 
uuitilier of troops as seem necessary to accomplish the purposes 
for which their services are required. Where only one company 



is employed, field and stuff officers will uot lie pim-ed mi duty 
without s|>ecial authority 

"3DS-a. Under Section 716 of the General Statutes it Is pro- 
vided that where necessity arises, and neither the tioveroor nor 
The Adjutant General ran t>e communicated with, n county Judge 
may Issue a call for troops, Such a call will lie made in writing 
uml addressed to the commanding officer of the nearest post. An 
officer receiving such u call will immediately acquaint himself 
with the situation and order out such number of troops as he may 
think necessary to meet the emergency. As whui thereafter as 
possible he will report direct to The Adjutant General — either by 
telegram or other quickest available means of coniiiimiicatlou — 
his action aud a brief statement of the causes ill ion which the call 
for troops was based. 

"SOS-b. Upon receiving orders to act In aid of the civil author- 
ities, unless such orders are received In person from the official 
authorized to give them, commanding officers should Immediately 
acknowledge by telegram, telephone or other exj>edItious menus, 
llie receipt of such orders; thus assuring the official making the 
call and to whom such information may be of the greatest bnporfc 
ance, Wlieu a call is received, 'f tie Adjutant General's office should 
he promptly and fully advised concerning all important Incidents 
aud developments connected with the service being performed. 

"390. When the service to l>e performed requires the employ- 
ment of organizations front more thati one station of the troops, 
the officer selected to cum maud will l>e directed to report with his 
troops to the proper civil official at destination, and all subor- 
dinate commanders will tie directed in their orders to report to 
the officer who is to command the military force. 

"400. An officer ordered to report with troops to a desig- 
nated civil official for duty In aid of the civil authorities, will 
communicate as promptly as possible with the official to whom he 
Is to report, advising him as to the progress of the movement 
ordered, the time of departure from home station, route to be 
traveled and probable hour of arrival. He should request the 
civil official to keep him fully advised as to conditions at the seat 
of trouble, and that he be informed, if possible, of all important 
developments. He should also request the civil official to meet 
the troops upon arrival, or to have present a deputy or other duly 
authorized representative with proper written credentials to 
identify him. 

"400-a. Subordinate commanders will in every ease report 
by wire to the office of The Adjutant General and also to the 
officer to whom they are to report at destination, the hour of 
departure, number of officers and enlisted men moving, route of 
travel and probable hour of arrival, 

"401. Commanding officers when called out In aid of the 
civil authorities will obtain from the civil officer, in conjunction 
with whom they are to act, written Instructions as to the general 
or si>eelflc purposes to be accomplished. The civil officer catling 
upon the military for aid communicates directly with the superior 
officer commanding the military force; subordinate military 
officers and enlisted men look only to their military superiors 
for orders. 

"402. The Instructions of the civil officer are given In general

terms, dint-ting the military officer to disperse rioters or clear a 
place, or prated a I nihil ng. :m iinlivii)ii:il or Individuals, or to 
insure safety in per son ami property. >>r to enforce due observance 
of taw. etc. Hut tin- civil offii-er is not authorized to interfere in 
any way wills the formal inn or details of tlie forte or its methods 
of procedure. The uiilitury officer being held re«|>ousible for the 
mi< i ess y f the operation to lie undertaken, it is for liltu alone to 
judge in what manner the troops shall effect the purjwse which 
the civil officer has indicated, and to direct the force in the execu- 
tion of the service in which it is engaged. 

"403. If, after being called into Berrfe e, no instructions be 
given to the military commander by the civil officer, or If there be 
a conflict of jurisdiction between public officers authorized to mil 
to their aid the military force, and who shall have made such 
call : or If contradictory, inconsistent or unlawful directions shall 
he given by such civil officer or officers, then the military com- 
mander will, if the occasion requires tlie use of a military force. 
himself so direct the Iroops as will secure the public peace and 
the due observance of the law, agreeably to the call made by the 
civil authorities. 1'nder conditions such as are herein described, 
the military coiumitiuler should immediately advise the Governor 
of the situation and reoucst instructions from him us to the 
method of procedure; but until such instructions have been 

i eived or until specific and projier orders are received from a 

lawful authority, t'ie military commander will continue to control 
ai'd govern affairs in such manner as will secure safety to person 
aid pro|ierty and due observance of the law. 

"44>i. After having lieen called into service in aid of the 
civil authorities, mmtuanditig officers will not iiermlt their com- 
mands to 1m- relieved from duty by any authority other than an 
older from the Goreraac communicated direct or through military 
channels, or from the authority by whose order they were placed 
on duty. 

"P4-a. Troops should not tie kept on duty longer than is 
alsf.lutely ma waty 1o accomplish the puri^Me for which they 
were called oat. Where troths are employed to pratocl prisoners. 
the co mma n di ng officer should at once suggi-st to the Sheriff or 
other civil officer having them in charge that he apply to tlie 
authority for permission to remove them to it |>oint of 
safety, and this should be done with as little delay as possible. 
Where only ■ small guard Is required, troops will not. ordinarily, 
be employed for ihis parpoae, as such service can be rendered by 
dej my sheriffs or other tsilice officers. 

tor., fouiitiaiiillng officers of troops acting In aid or the civil 
nnthotitles may detail officers or enlisted men to accompany or 
precede Die lnwpn, hi civilian dress, for the purpose of securing 
Informal ion unit performing such other duty as may be necessary 
to the success of the operations, and which, for obvious reasons, 
roni.i not be accomplished by soldiers in imifonu. fare should lie 
taken that only icen of good address and sound Judgment be 

ted for this important character of service. 

"4Cn;. ('oiiuuiinilluu officers may cause the troops to arrest 
nil rioters and other oej-soiis found In Open rcsistaii'-e to the ettfl 
authorities, or who, by words or actions, are eucou raging such 
resistum e or are endeavoring to incite the mob to deeds of violence. 
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If police or other civil officers are available, they should be 
.employed In making such arrests, uuder the protection of the 
troops, who should always Insure the success of their efforts. 
If jiolice or other civil peace officers are not available, or if, 
from indifference or other cause they refuse or neglect to act, 
then the military commander shall detail members of his force 
to make such arrests. Persons so arrested may be turned over 
to the civil authorities or they may be held or incarcerated by 
the troops and detained until such time as It may appear to the 
commanding officer that their release will in no wise menace 
public peace and security, nor interfere with the success of his 
o|ienitioiis. But the military are Dot authorized to punish jjersons 
so arrested, however amenable they may he to punishment; that 
duty belongs to the courts of justice. 

"40D-a. There will he kept at the headquarters of every 
IhkIj* of troops engaged in active service in aid of the civil author- 
ities a record showing the name of every person arrested by the 
military, the charge upon which held, the date, place and hour 
at which the violation of the law occurred, name, rank and organ- 
ization of the officer or soldier making the arrest, list of witnesses, 
and final disposition made of the prisoner by the military. It will 
be the duty of an officer or soldier making nu arrest to furnish 
this information at the time of turning over his prisoner, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable on the same day. and be will file a 
written and signed statement giving In detail the dfCnmat ttBCM 
of the case, 

"407. Commanding officers, when ordered to disperse a 
tumultous or riotous assemblage, will, unless special exigencies 
should intervene, observe the following method of procedure : 
On approaching the place where the mob has congregated or riot 
is iu progress, the military officer in command will request the 
civil officer to give notice. In a loud tone of voice, requiring all 
persons so assembled to dlsjierse forthwith. If such notice is not 
given by the* civil officer, the military cunmmndcr will himself 
give stn-h notice. After waiting a reasonable length of time to 
allow tiie mob or rioters to disperse, the troops will be advanced 
ami clear the place or disperse the rioters. In this effort they 
will obtain, if possible, the active aid of the civil force, and 
especially (he personnl presence and authority of the magistracy. 
If the troops shall then be attacked or resisted, so as to be 
unable otherwise to clear the ground or disperse the rioters, they 
may be ordered to fire or such other means may lie used as may 
be necessary to attain the desired end : but in no case will they 
lire without the orders of their proper military comma uder. 

"40S. The order to fire will he communicated to the lrooi*s 
by the superior military commander present on the spot. It is 
impossible to specify in advance the particulars or the nature of 
each case of resistance or attack by rioters or persons engaged 
in a breach of the peace which will justify the troops In taking 
life. In a case of apparent necessity, the honest and reasonable 
judgment of the commanding officer present is ail that is required 
by the law. and his lawful command will tie sufficient protection 
for all who are subject to bis orders. 

"409. The rule of the law is. that all persons who, by their 
presence, give countenance to a riot, are principals, whether tbey

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i Uemselves engage in active violence or not; especially after due 
uoticv is given to disperse. Yet it often happens that a large 
iu.>i"iiiiini of ;i mob are. in ttie first instance, mere spectators or 
idlers, not meaning to aid in a breach of the peace. For this 
reason, officers are enjoined, unless the exigencies of the occasion 
siuiulu render it impracticable, to see that the required notice 
and opport unity to disperse is given before proceeding to extrem- 
ities, to the end that those who are well disposed may retire in 
safety. 

"-AtXMi. Commanding Officers should l>e careful to avoid 
giving the impression, however, that the troops can be subjected 
to ;ii i us.- or he made targets of without opportunity for defense 
ur retaliation. Neither strict justice nor public poltcy demand 
that the legal agents of the State passiveiy submit to indignities 
or physical injury while engaged in their lawful and necessary 
functions and duties. Officers should, therefore, be prompt to 
resist every attack made upon the troops by a mob. L'nder no 
circumstances are the troops to fire into a crowd without orders, 
except that designated sharpshooters may shoot individual rioters 
who tire upon or throw missiles at the troops. The safe ruie to 
he followed by military commanders, when acting in aid of the 
civil authorities or in the suppression of domestic disturbances, 
is to use no unnecessary force, but to employ all the force of 
whatever kind may be necessary to accomplish the object for 
which their services have been required. 

"409-b. The question as to whether or not the military are 
needed to deal with a domestic disturbance Is one for the civil 
authorities to determine. The request for troops by those in 
authority is of itself a declaration that the civil i>eace officers 
are unable to deal with the situation, and when the military 
appear it is to be assumed that should they meet with resistance 
in the performance of the duty assigned them they will use the 
weapons with which they are armed. 

"40S>-c. As far as practicable in every case of firing, care will 
l>e taken to make it effective only against those who are actually 
engaged in the riot. If the mob be close to the troops the aim 
should be taken no higher than the center of the body ; if very 
close, it should be still lower ; having in mind that with the battle 
sight the rifle is sighted too high for the average riot distance, 
and that the object of the fire Is to wound rather to kill. The 
low firing is also a precaution against injury to Innocent persons 
at a distance. 

409-d. The troops are authorized to defend from attack their 
iMTsons. their arms and any place or building in which they may 
1» stationed. In case of any sudden onset upon the troops, or 
any place or building occupied by them, or other urgent circum- 
stances requiring instant attack or resistance, the notice and other 
measttres preliminary to the action of the troops may lie dispensed 
with: the order to fire will in this case be given by the military 
commander on the spot. 

409-e. Blank ammunition will never be issued to or used by 
troops called out in aid of the civil authorities. Firing above the 
heads of a inoh is also strictly prohibited. The reasons for these 
rules are manifest, and as the only eventually merciful measures 
are the severe ones, officers commanding troops engaged in the 
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suppression of riots and in enforcing the law will have tlieir men 
understand that in the event of their being ordered to tire ti]K>u 
the mi ill it must be done in the most effective manner. 

400-f. All communication with the troop* during u rlnl will 
be through the commanding officer present, and no soldier will 
lie permitted to enter Into a conversation or parley with tsemben 
of the uioh. The utmost silence will be observed by ihe troops 
that ail instructions and orders may be distinctly baud and under- 
stood. Civil officers charged with the execution of pt oe a a , awl 
having to pass through the militnry lines for that purpose, will, 
on makfng themselves known and staling their business, be con- 
ducted to the commanding officer, and will ii,v htm be permitted to 
pass and repass at reasonable times. 

"409-g. When troops are on duty because of domestic dis- 
turbance, involving differences between factions of citizens, and 
particularly in the case of labor troubles: officers and enlisted 
men are prohibited from, either by word or action, exhibiting 
any sign of partisanship. They will in no way enter Into or take 
part in any pending controversy and will concern themselves 
solely with the proper and faithful execution of the orders tinder 
which they may be operating, attending strictly to the perform 
ance of their official duties, and discharging them with at>sohite 
impartiality. 

"400-h. No information of any character bearing upon the 
operations of troops engaged in service in aid of the civil author- 
ities, or concerning in any way the duty such troops may be 
performing, will Iw given out or made public except hy the senior 
military authority present; and the latter, and no other, will lie 
the medium for communication between the civil authority with 
whom the military are acting and the troops themselves. 

"409-i. The regulations prescrilied in the preceding paragraphs 
contemplate only conditions likely to arise In service* which the 
troops may be required to perform in aid of the civil authority; 
this as distinguished from couditions under which the civil kov- 
ermnciii of a community, district or of the State have been 
over-turned and martial rule necessarily invoked. In the former 
case the civil power is supreme, and the military simply eo-o|>erate 
in the execution of the civil law. In the latter, the civil authority 
must have been entirely superceded by the military, the military 
commander exercising absolute control under martial law. 

"400-j. There is no necessity for extending these regulations 
to cover conditions which might arise under the exercise of 
martial law. The exigency must be extraordinary, involving 
total inability of the civil authorities to exercise the functions of 
the civil government and insure [K-ace and security of person and 
property, to warrant the setting aside of the civil authority and 
the institution of martial rule; hence It is plain that military 
force, as ordinarily employed in this State, will 1m* only in aid o( 
the civil authtiiities. The powers and duties of a military com- 
mander under martial law are clearly defined, and specific rules 
of eonduct for such sendee need only be prescribed when the 
occasion arises, and then by order from the proper military 
authority. 

"409-k. It is enjoined upon all officers of the National Quard 
of Florida that they thoroughly fanrtltariKe themselves with the 
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subject of military law, including, of course, the provisions of the 
State Military Code. 

- PREP A RATION FOB ACTIVE SERVICE. 

'•409-3. It is the duty of commanding officers of posts to see 
that all units of their commands are maintained in a state of 
preparedness for active duty in aid of the civil authorities. To 
that end they will at the statea insi>ectioiis, which, under these 
regulations, are required to be jheld, make such investigation as 
niity he necessary to determine whether or not the provisions of 
this Article are being faithfully and consistently complied with 
in every respect. Where deficiencies are noted, it will be their 
duty to Immediately take sucli measures as may be required to 
correct them. 

ACTIVE duty PACKETS. 

"40W-m. The commanding officer of every post and of every 
conijainy will keep on hand in his field desk, or other convenient 
place in his office at the armory, an Active Duty Packet, This 
packet will consist of a document envelope or other package 
wrapper of strong material and of extending design, and in it 
will at all iimes he kept the following: 

fi State Transportation liequests. and duplicate forms. 
1 copy of the general order in which is published the 
regulations governing service in aid of the civil 
authorities. 
1 copy of the prescribed test hook upon riot duty. 
6 forms for Voucher for Purchases or Services. 
6 forms No. T— Subsistence (State form), for purchases 
of subsistence stores. 

ration returns. 

1 form for morning report {such as appropriate for the 

command). 
1 duly roster. 
1 sick report. 

18 forms for charge sheet or summary court record. 
3 forms for pay roll. 

"The packets of company commanders who are not post 
commanders need not contain the forms for transportation 
requests. 

"400-n. The Active Service Packet will he transferred when- 
ever an officer absents himself from his command, even though 
such absence is to be only for a short period and of temporary 
character. The packet should always be in possession of the 
officer who is nt the time in actual command. 

MOBILIZATION. 

•'-Hiri-o, A conunaudmK Officer receiving an order to reiwrt 
with his command for duty in aid "f the civil authorities should 
at once assemble the troops under him. At such a time the 
immediate and chief considerations will her 3. To secure the 
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presence of the full strength of tlie command, or the largest pos- 
sible percentage thereof. 2. To accomplish the mobilization ami 
move within the least jwssible limit of time. S. To see that the 
command is fully armed and equipped for active service and 
I mi t it lias uh adequate mij '1>1 v of proper luiuumiltiim and sub- 
sistence. 

■■■!iJ!)-p. No person will l:e permitted to move with on ortMii- 
lsiatiou ordered oat for active duty In aid of the civil authorities 
who is not a regularly commissioned or enlisted member of the 
National Guard. 

UVCSBlMli 

■ -luD-ci. There will always lie kept on hand liy the command- 
ing officer of every company a supply of ammunition to lie known 
:is Reserve Ammunition fur Etot Duty, consisting of not less than 
two thousand rounds of 'guard cartridges. - or of the standard 
ainnuinitioti with reduced powder charge Issued for riot use, by 
whatever name it may be known and designated, and not less 
than fifty rounds of pistol cartridges for each officer and enlisted 
man armed with the pistol. Every field and staff officer will also 
keep on hand as reserve ammunition for riot duty not less than 
fifty rounds of pistol cartridges. When a company is formed to 
resjiond to a call for active duty in aid of the civil authorities 
each soldier should be issued at least thirty round« of riot ammu- 
nition. Failure to comply with the requirements of this para- 
graph will be regarded as a serious neglect of duty, and will he 
so dealt with. 

UNIFORMS ANO EQUIPMENTS. 

"400- r. The service uniform will be worn by troops ordered 
out for active duty in aid of the civil authorities, and, In addition 
to the clothing worn on the person, the following kit of clothing, 
etc., will he carried In the pack or clothing roll : 

1 change of underclothing. 

1 extra pair marching shoes. 

1 pair stockings. 

1 blanket, 

1 poncho. 

1 towel. 

1 tooth brush. 

1 comb. 

1 cake of soap, and, when available, a 'housewife.* When 
the ollve-drab cotton, or khaki clothing is worn, an extra breeches 
should te carried in the pack. 

"4Q&-B. Troops ordered out for active duty In aid of the civil 
authorities will move in heavy inarching order, and each soldier 
will he armed and equipped as follows :

'Sit rounds uuard cartridges,' 

1 bay on el. 

1 cartridge belt and fastener, with bayonet scabbard.

PA MP EQUIPAGE AM) p AGO AUK. 

"409-t. As the mobility of the command la an important 
ninsii]ei:ition for tlsis character of duty, and the jieHods of 
service art? likely to be abort, the baggage will be reduced to the 
minimum and no unnecessary impedimenta will he taken along. 
The personal baggage of officers will consist of what may properly 
be carried in the standard clothing and bedding rolls and will he 
II iniicd in weight to the prescribed field allowance for officers. 
The baggage of enlisted men will be limited, absolutely, to what 
may properly he carried in the pack or shelter teut roll. In addi- 
tion to this, and for the use of the entire company, there will only 
lie carried a field range and necessary cooking utensils. Camp 
rentage, field desks, finding camp furniture, entrenching tools, and 
other camp equipage will not I* taken unless specifically directed 
ill the order calling out the troops. 

"400-u. As a measure of preparation and to enable units of 
the National fiuard to make immediate response to emergency 
.■nils for active service, the field equipment "f every memlier of 
mi organization should be kept ready for use. In efficient com- 
panies the surplus clothing and toilet kit will he kept packed and 
in the lockers or with the jiersonal equipment of each soldier, 
and by this plan much delay may be avoided in mobilizing. 

"400-v. As it is of the utmost Importance that the troops, 
when employed upon active duty in aid of the civil authorities 
shall by their general appearance as well as by their discipline 
and deportment create a favorable impression upon the ]>eopte 
among whom they are to serve, commanding officers will make 
it a [Httur to see that their men arc clean and uniformly clothed. 
They should nor be |>ermitted to up|*ear in dirty or ill-fitting 
uniforms, or to be deficient in any of the articles prescribed for 
wear. By fixing a high standard hi these matters during the 
periods of garrison training the men will have a pride in their 
appearance and a better understanding of what it means to look 
as well its to act the soldier. 

SF.RVICES ANFV SUPPLIES. 

•'40!>-w. Commanding officers receiving orders calling out 
their commands for active duty in aid of the civil authorities 
are authorized to incur indebtedness in the name of the State 
for the following pu rposes ouly i 

1. For purchases of the subsistence authorized under 

this article. 

2. For wagon trans] >ort:ition from the armory to point 
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of eutraimuent or embarkation, to the extent of 
the allowance Used under theme regulations; and 
at destination. 

3. For telegraph and telephone service. 

4. Fur medical services and supplies as needed ; pro- 

vided, that where the services of a medical officer 

:ire olituiuatile. civilian physicians will not he em- 

ployed. 

The senior officer present in command of the troops will 

make the purchases <tnd employ the services nliove authorized, 

anil he may do so In person or through appropriate staff officers 

acting under him. 

"40W-X. Where a considerable force of troops is to he em- 
ployed and the term of service is likely to extend over ■ period 
longer tliau a day or two. appropriate staff officers will he desig- 
nated to act as purchasing commissaries and quartermasters, and 
to have charge of all matters of transportation. Such officers will 
take steps Immediately to supply themselves with the forms 
required for use. 

■'409-y. Before any action Is taken hy any person tn the 
military service, or order Issued hy any officer, which action or 
order will iuvolve expense to the State not contemplated or 
authorized under regulations or existing orders from General 
Headquarters, it is required that authority to do so he first 
applied for and obtained from The Adjutant General. An appli- 
cation for such authority will give all information required to 
show tile necessity for the purchase or engagement of service, 
and will Include an estimate of the probable expense involved. 
When the exigencies of the situation will permit, such application 
will he in the form of a letter and will he forwarded through 
military channels. No variation from the requirements of this 
regulation will be iiermited. except in extraordinary emergency 
involving loss of life or property, or imminent danger thereof, in 
which case action will he taken only u]K>n the authority of the 
senior military officer present and on duty. 

SUBSISTING THE TBOOPS. 

"410-a. The officer commanding a lstdy of troops ordered 
out for active duty tn aid of the civil authorities will designate 
an officer to act as commissary, or will himself purchase the 
necessary subsistence for his command. When travel is involved, 
the articles composing the standard travel ration of the Army 
will he purchased in quantities sufficient to subsist the command 
during the period of travel and for one meal after arrival at 
destination. 

■'410-h. When the active duty to lie performed is at the home 
station of the troops called out, or upon arrival in the district 
where the disturbance exists, the troops will lie subsisted upon 
the garrison ration, and Issues of the articles conqiosfng the same 
will he made. Purchases of the components of the standard Army 
garrison ration will be made to best advantage in open market, 
should there not be time for soliciting competitive bids ; hut only 
such quantities will he purchased for first issues as may be 
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required to subsist the troops until competitive prices can be 
obtained. should the troops be ordered into a district where there 
are nil dealers and where purchases of subsistence stores could 
BOt likely lie made, tlie i-onmiahding officer will estimate the 
situation and purchase a reasonable quantity of subststeuee stores 
in Milvniico, taking them with the command. 

"410-e. The State law provides thut when called out for 
active duty in the field the enlisted men of thu National Guard 
shall receive the same subsistence as is at the time allowed by 
law to the Regular Anuy; hence the methods of subsisting troops 
so i a I led out 10 aid the civil authorities, ns prescribed In the 
preceding para graphs, must he adhered to. and the purchasing of 
cooked meals, or contracting for meals for enlisted men lit hotels 
and restaurants. Is contrary to law and is prohibited. 

•■■m»-d. When purchases of subsistence stores have been 
iiiaclc, as provided for under the three preceding paragraphs, 
vouchers will lie prepared, in duplicate, upon State Konn No. 7 — 
Sul sistcuce; a supply of which should always he kept on hand by 
.every commanding officer. When duly prewired, showing authority 
for the purchase, return of strength, etc., they will lie sent in to 
the ottiee of The Adjutant General for payment, 

WAGON TRANSPORTATION. 

"410-c. The commanding officer of any body of troops ordered 
Sway from its home station for active service in aid of the civil 
authorities is authorized to hire wagons for the transportation of 
baggage ami equipage from the armory to the depot or point of 
eutraiument or embarkation, and for furnishing similar service on 
the return journey. One wagon load is allowed each company and 
an expenditure of not exceeding Jl.oO per load is authorized. 

"410- f. Where wagons or other means of transportation are 
required in the district where the troops are operating, the same 
will be provided through a designated Quartermaster ; but when 
there is no Quartermaster on duty and In charge of transporta- 
tion, commanding officers may hire wagons for the transportation 
of baggage and equipage from the depot or landing to the camp 
or place in which the troops are to he quartered, at the same rate 
and ii|K»i the same basis as provided for in the preceding para- 
graph. Where other means of transportation are required, ampli- 
cation for authority to employ the same must he made. 

BAILROAD OB BOAT TRANSPORT AT ION. 

"410-g. The commanding officer of the troops at each post 
of the National (Jnard of Florida wilt he supplied with not h>ss 
than six standard forms for State f la asportation request, to he 
used whenever the troops under him may be ordered away from 
their home station for active duty In aid of the civil authorities, 
and 1 1n- use of such requests for any other purpose is prohibited. 
These requests will bear number and will be formally invoiced to 
the accountable officer by number mid will 1 e so Recounted for by 
hiui upon his animal return of public military property. When 
they have been used for the authorized purpose, they may be 
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dropped from the Return of the accountable officer upou the 
Certificate of Articles Expended, uixrn which will lie entered tlie 
numbers of the forms which have lieen used and other appropriate 
explanatory notes. Including reference to the order which directed 
the travel and Its date. The transportation requests issued to 
commanding officers for this purpose will at all times he kept ill 
their Active Duty Packets, and they will permanently transfer 
sttL-h requests to their successors only by formally Invoicing them 
by number. 

"41U-h. When troops are to be moved under orders for active 
service in aid of the civil authorities, the necessary transportation 
requests will he issued by the senior military commander present. 
When two or more commands join for such service the suitor- 
dinate commanders are not authorised to issue transportation 
requests and are xtrictty prohibited from »o doing. In the latter 
ease transportation either for individuals or organizations ordered 
away from the rendezvous, or authorized to return to home 
stations, will lie issued only by direction of and under the orders 
of the senior military commander present. A violation of this 
regulation, or tlie use of any transportation request Issued to l>e 
kept In the Active Duty Packet for any purpose other than for 
active service In aid of the civil authorities, will constitute a 
grave breach of discipline and will l>e dealt with accordingly." 

The necessity for providing rules of action for the 
troops of the State that may be called upon for service 
under arms is indicated by the provision of Law which 
makes it the duty of The Adjutant General to prepare 
and submit such regulations for the consideration of the 
Governor and to promulgate tbem when approved. There 
is a manifest need for State regulations upon this im- 
portant subject, particularly with reference to the degrees 
of force which may be used and under what conditions 
and circumstances. The law provides that the militia 
shall not be called forth until the powers of the civil 
authorities have been overcome, or until it appears that 
they will not be able to execute the law and preserve the 
peace with the civil forces at their command. It is plain 
that the ordering out of a military force is the expression 
of a decision upon the part of the responsible authority 
that such a condition of lawlessness or threatened law- 
lessness exists as mav make the use of arms by a discip- 
lined military force necessary. It is happily true that in 
nearly every case the moral effect of tlie mere presence of 
troops under arms is sufficient to accnmplisli Hie desired 
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results, but, hi an exceptional or extreme emergency, 
there should be no doubt in either the minds of the mili- 
tary ov of the public that the amis iu the bauds of the 
miiltia are uot merely symbols of office, but are for actual 
use if resistance to the enforcement of the law is perse- 
vered iu and the public safety threatened. 

It is respectfully submitted that if this question of the 
use of a military force is of such delicacy as to be difficult 
to consider in the abstract, it is even more perplexing 
when exigencies arise which suddenly place this responsi- 
bility upon the military agents of the State, who are 
sometimes of limited experience, and it is believed that 
this furnishes a substantial reason why all questions iu 
this connection, and all matters about which doubt is 
likely to arise, should be settled and definitely outlined in 
advance as far as practicable. 

The proposed draft of order is resubmitted for your 
consideration and recommended for approval. The need 
of such regulations has been shown on every occasion of 
importance when troops have been called out, and it is 
believed that the public interests and the interests of the 
military service will be greatly promoted by their ap- 
proval aud promulgation. 

"Recom mendations. 

Legisla lion : 

Inasmuch as the Legislature of Florida does not meet 
in regular session until after the next report must be 
made for this department, no recommendations which 
involve needed legislation are presented at this time. 
Records : 

It is recommended that effort be made to establish in 
the office of The Adjutant General complete records of the 
service performed by Florida soldiers in the Indian wars 
and in the War between the States. This has been re- 
peatedly recommended and it can be accomplished by 
obtnininp copies of the original State, Federal and Con-

federate master rolls which arc on tile at (hi- Win- Depart- 
ment, h is believed iliat these copies can now be obtained 
al a fraction of the cast which lias previously Imh-ii esti- 
mated, ami tl»- importance of having these records am 
readily be appreciated. Keqnesis for informal ion as n> 
the military service of individuals are constantly being 
received ai tins office, ami. except in rare instances, I be 
desired information cannot be furnished from the records 
of this department. It is information to which the citi- 
zens of the State and those who have served I he Slate in 
a military capacity are entitled, and effort certainly 
should he made to make Hie records of the .Military He- 
pa rl men I as complete as [wssible. 
Autrndtttt'itt of Stilt* Comttitutkm : 

The Legislature of 1013 adopted a joint resolution pro- 
posing an amendmenl of the Stale Constitution wilh 
relation to the terms of commission of military officers 
and providing for a reduction in the rank or The Adjutant 
ili'iit'i-al; this to meet the reqiii cements of the Federal 
militia law, which exacts that the organization of the 
militia of the several States shall Ik* the same as that 
which is prescribed for ibe (tegular Army. I'nless the 
organization of the National (luard of Florida is mad.- so 
to conform the Srate will forfeit ils ri^bt to participate 
in l lie Federal appropriations made for the sup|>ori of 
the militia, and as the organised militia of Florida 
receives all of its arms, uiii forms and equipments, and 
substantial financial rapport from that source, the im 
porianee of securing the adoption at th egeneral election 
in ]!tl4. of the proponed amendment is apparent. The 
Secretary of IVar, exercising the authority given him 
under the Federal militia law. has extended the lime 
allowed the State of Florida to comply with these require- 
ments until after the date for holding the general election 
in lf>14. and attention is invited to the communication 
from the War Department advising of snch decision, as 
published in General Order No. 35. series of 1913 from 
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the Genera] Headqtiarters, X. G. F.. which order appears 
in Appendix X to tlii.-- report. 

Fit-id forn'ra: 

Tin- follmving program of encampmeats and field exer- 
cises is recommended for ihe National Guadr in litl4: 

1. Camps of instruction for infantry and medical 

officers, to be held early in May. 

2. Pari it- j pat ion by both regiments, if practicable, 

in the joint Army and Militia maneuvers which 
will probably be arranged for by the War De- 
partment to take place about the middle nf 
July. 

'■'>. If it is not found practicable for both regiments 
to participate in such maneuvers, then that 
one regiment be designated to take part, and 
the other ordered into camp at the Slate Camp 
Grounds about the same time. 

t, A camp of instruction for rifle practice and ihe 
Annual State Tliffe Competition to he held on 
the rifle range at the State Camp Grounds on 
some date after August 1. in connection with 
the annual matches of the Southeastern Inter 
state Eifle Association and any other matches 
which may be provided for by the War Depart- 
ment and the National It i fie Association of 
America; provided, of course, that Hie latter 
matches are to be fired on the Florida range.

Comments of Inspector: 

The field, staff, N. C. staff, band and seven companies 
were present in camp as indicated. The regiment wai 
commanded by the Lieut, Colonel, there being no Colonel 
in the regiment. 

1 was informed that the 1st Sergeant of Company L> 
A. B. Warren, an employee of the Post Office Department 
was not permitted to nttend the encampment, being held 
by the Post Office Department. If this is the case it is to 
be hoped that the emergency that caused his detention 
was a grave one. otherwise it is a matter of regret that 
a Department of the government should Bhow to civilian 
employers this example. 

Ihilt and Instruction: 

Drills — -■''Poor at first but improvement was noticed as 
the encampment progressed. Space in armories is limit- 
ed for company extended order and for batallion drills 
and where companies are separated, battalion drills are 
impossible. More attention to details on the jwrt of 
company commanders and "an avoidance of the desire to 
progress before elementary movements are understood, 
would improve the drill. 

Ceremonies: Guard Mount, "Fair." Parades, "Good," 
Keviewg, "Very Good." 

Combat —"One maneuver was held, this regiment 1>eing 
opjKised by the 2nd Florida Infantry. The maneuver 
was creditably execnted. Officers and men were careless 
in crossing fire swept zones; advantage of natural cover 
was not properly taken; little use was made of combal 
patrols." 

Marches — "One Rhort march was observed. The indi- 
viduals and organizations kept closed up well occupying 
a minimum of road space. There was no straggling." 

Security and Information— "Advance and rear guard 
and ontpost drills were held and were well executed. 
Patrols were sent out to attempt to break through the 
outpost lines, which some succeeded in doing." 

5— A.G. 
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Program and Suitability — "The program was an excel- 
lent one consisting of company, battalion and regimental 
drills, work in tlie services of security and information, 
I lie construction of Held fortifications, smalt arms prac- 
tice, a night march and bivouac with individual cooking 
and the combined maneuver referred to above. A school 
for officers and non-commissioned officers was held daily. 
Mornings and afternoons were devoted to work. Guard 
mounting parades and review w T ere held after the after- 
noon program was completed. In this manner the real 
work of the camp was not interferred with." 

Disciptitte: 

Observance of military courtesy — "Very good as re- 
gards lite officers, Fair as regards the men." 

Relation of officers and men— "The relations, difficult 
to avoid in the Organized Militia, is too fraternal to 
insure excellent discipline." 

Assembly for drill and instruction as to promptness 
and orderliness — "Poor." 

Keveille: Attendance of officers and men, "Very good-'' 
Promptness, "Poor." Completeness of uniform, — "Many 
men without leggings." 

Observance of taps — "Check roll call not carefully 
made and reports to officer receiving them not made 
promptly. Lights were noticed in some company streets 
after taps." 

Absentees from drill and instruction — "Sick, cooks, 
jruard and special duty men excused." 

Use of liquor in camp — "Moderate. 1 saw no case of 
intoxication in the camp." 

Conduct of men in camp and out of camp — "Very good." 

Straggling in marches — "None," In Maneuvers, "Very 
little." 

Esprit of organization — "Excellent. The officers have 
a splendid regimental spirit." 

Supervision by proper officers of records — "Good." Of 
rosters — "Poor." Of company messes — "Very good." 
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Arms, Uniforms, and Equipment: 

Condition of rifles— "Very rusty and dirty except in 
Companies C and I, where the condition wai fair; Of 
pistols — "Very good"; Of bayonets — '"Rusty, A great 
mnii.y are damaged so that they do uot fit the rifle''; Is 
sufficient cleaning material on hand? "Yea." 

Sufficiency and condition of Ordnance equipment — 
"No pouches for first aid packets on hand and some 
shortages of canteens and haversacks \>.ere noticed. The 
regiment is short on revolvers. The condition of the 
i nil nance equipment is good." 

Sufficiency and corn] i lion of Quartermaster equipment 

Tentage, "One company (L) had no shelter tent pins. 
Several men in regiment without shelter halves. Shelter 
tents in fair condition generally. Heavy tentage in ex- 
cellent condition." Camp equipment — "Good." Trans- 
portation- — "Wagons were not assigned to regiments hut 
were in charge of an officer of the State Q. M. Corps 
and were sent for when desired. Horses were hired for 
use of officers but were not tinder direct charge of the 
Regimental Quartermaster. Horses were cared for by 
civilians. There were not sufficient wagons in the State 
to equip the regiment." 

Clothing— "Many men not equipped with O. I>. shirts. 
Clothing did not fit well. About fifty per cent of the 
men wore non-regulation shoes, most of this number be- 
ing low quarter shoes. Many cases of sore feet resulted 
from the wearing of this style shoe. The clothing was 
generally in good condition." 

Officers equipment — "The officers were not equipped as 
required." 



Sanitation and Messing: 

General police of camp — "Fair." Of tents — "Poor." 
Of mess tents and kitchens — "Fair. Particles of food 
frequently seen scattered on ground." Latrines — Excreta 
carried off into sewer. Officers' latrine equipped with 
modern bowls, men's latrine equipped with trough 



through which How uf water was constant. Picket line — 
Animals were kept in a stable under charge of civilians. 
Siitliie kept in excellent condition." Garbage disposal — 
"Garbage placed in covered cans and battled off daily." 

Rations, kind — "Garrison": System of issuer — ''Issued 
to regimental commissary and by him reissued to cotn- 
)i;jnies; Preparation — "Generally good;" Sufficiency — 
"There was more complaint about insufficient rations 
than almitt any other one detail of the camp. The com- 
pany cooks may be partly to blame but not altogether. 
I do not believe the full ration was issued. The regi- 
mental commissi ry claimed that a greater amount of one 
article of the ration was issued and a compensating 
smaller amount of some other article. He did not know 
how this increase of one and decrease of another were 
tiirnred. Company commanders at first failed to check 
the amounts of articles received and when, towards the 
close of the ration [»erind, s applies ran short, there was 
no way to determine what hnd been received. Company 
commanders wen- roiitpHIed to make fretpient purchases 
in town in order to feed their men. The regimental 
commissary is to Ih» blamed for not seeing to the proper 
issue from the Camp Commissary on the consolidated 
ration return and company commanders, for not seeing 
thnt the proper amounts were issued to their companies 
by the regimental commissary, are not without fault." 

Cooks, enlisted— ''Yes. Negroes are enlisted as cooks 
in all organisations except Companies F and L, where 
white men are so enlisted." 

Condition and sufficiency of cooking nlensils — "The 
articles issued with the field range are in use, were gen- 
erally iu pood condition and were sufficient for the needs 
of the organizations." 

Comments of Inspector: 

"The Commanding Officer, Lieutenant Joseph P. 
Flickey, performed his duties creditably and efficiently. 
He took great interest in the instruction of his regiment 
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during the encampment, supervised his regiment well 
and has the interest of his regiment and the guard at 
heart." 

"The Adjutant— Captain It. Mcfi. West, The Quarter- 
master, Capt. Geoffgc H. Seavy, and The Chaplain, L. 
FitK James Hindrv. performed the duties of their res 
pectlve offices well. Some papers in the Adjutant's office 
were made out in lead pencil with a view to going over 
them in ink and there was no morning report of Field, 
Staff and Band owing to Inability to get the necessary 
blank forms. The Quartermaster had no opportunity to 
handle transportation in the field or to make issues." 

"The Ooinmissjii y, < ':i]>t:>in n. L. Covington, Jr.. issued 
ra lions to the regiment after drawing them from the 
Camp Commissary. His store tent was kept in good con- 
dition and Mis methods of issue were good. T believe he 
accepted tlie first issue by the Camp Commissary without 
checking the issue with his consolidated returns to deter- 
mine if he drew his full allowance of all articles. Tlie 
Camp Commissary admitted being short on some articles, 
so I am told, and Captain Coveington was not sufficiently 
insistent that the.-e shortages be made up promptly, 
<':iptain Covington has a great deal of ability, is enthu- 
siastic and will make a good commissary. The experience 
gained in this camp will aid him greatly," 

"Major R. C. Harrison, dr.. displayed commendable 
ability as a disciplinarian. He commands his battalion 
with firmness and fairness, is a zealous and an efficient 
officer and is deeply interested in the proper instruction 
of the guard and in general military matters." 

General Comments: 

"Adopting as a basis, a regiment perfect in every de- 
tail as regards the physical condition of its personnel, 
the military instruction of the officers, the training of 
officers and men in the use of fire in battle, of terrain, 
in the knowledge of the services of security and informa- 
tion, of supply and of the great many essentials that are 
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born of experience, the regiment is in poor condition for 
field service. To begin with, a great many of the men 
would be rejected physically, instruction of officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men would have to begin at 
the beginning and progress gradually and experience 
would only come with the passage of time." 

"No organization is. eminently superior or inferior to 
any other," 

"The minimum time required for the organization to 
take the field is an effective force, reckoning from the 
day it is called into the United States service, and as- 
suming its present personnel, the necssity of recruiting 
it to war strength, of training its personnel, and of per- 
forming the other countless incidents preparatory to 
field service would be not less than six months." 

"The weakest features are a lack of initiative among 
non-commissioned officers ; a desire to progress from one 
movement to another before the first is thoroughly under- 
stood or well executed." 

"Many features are encouraging. The excellent esprit 
that exists in the regiment and in the organizations there- 
in; the cheerfulness and the willingness with which the 
regiment look up its tasks, the desire to learn that pre- 
vails in all ranks and the general air of contentment that 
permeated the camp was especially gratifying." 

"The personnel of the officers was excellent. They are 
considerably above the average of Organized Militia x*egi- 
ments, and are a courteous set of gentlement who serve 
faithfully and well and are a credit to their State and 
to the Guard. I was much impressed with their excel- 
lent regimental esprit," 

"The personnel of the men was good."

The Adjutant: 

Sir: la compliance with the provisions of Army Regu- 
lations, I have the honor to report as follows on the 
sanitary condition of this camp during the period from 
July 7th to 14 th, III 13. 

1. Public buildings and grounds, or camps and their 
surroundings: State Camp Grounds at Black Point, 
Florida, on bluff overlooking St. Johns River. Soil sandy 
and well drained. Camp site partly shaded but not 
sufficient to cause dampness. Parade ground partly sod- 
ded in places sandy. 

2. Drainage, sewerage, and disposal of wastes : Modern 
sewerage and plumbing in baths aud latrines. Cement 
floors. Kitchen waste hauled off in galvanized cans. 
Horses kept in corral y 2 mile from camp site. Manure 
hauled away by farmers. 
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3. Water supply: Artesian. Excellent as to quality 
and sufficient as quantity. 

4. Clothing of the men: Khaki breeches and Olive 
drab shirts. Shoes mostly regulation hut a considerable 
portion still various as to kind and pattern. 

5. Habits of the men : Generally good. 

(J. Food supply and its preparation: Oarrison ration. 
Quantity sufficient. Quality excellent. I'reiiaraiiun 
good. 

7. Character and causes of prevailing diseases and 
measures taken to prevent them: The usual prevalence 
of constipation at the beginning of camp was easily cor- 
rected by the usual remedies. Malaria existed to some 
extent and an effort was made to keep such patient* under 
mosquito bars at night. No anopheles nio&quitos were 
seen however and such precautions were hardly neces- 
sary. 

8. Recommendations: It is recommended that the 
underbrush along the river be cut down. This would 
remove the cover and proliahly prevent the use of this 
jKirt of the camp as a latrine which was a daily occurence. 
It would allow a better circulation of air and make the 
camp cooler and diminish the number of mosquito*. It 
is ilmng! it that some better plan might be provided for 
the concessions. They should be screened and should 
have floors to facilitate cleaning. As this is to be a 
permanent camp site a building with cement floors might 
lie provided.

1. The following report of the ("amp of Instruction for 
Commissioned Officers held ;<t St. Augustine, May 5th 
to 10th, is rendered by me as commanding officer of the 
Camp. 

2. Under the provisions of General Order No. 15, c. s. 
General Headquarters. I took command of the camp on 
the evening of May 4th. and at a conference between the 
senior officers of each regiment and the Senior Instructor, 
the assignment of officers to classes was made that night 
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and work was commenced promptly on the morning of 
tlie 5th. 

3. The program arraigned by the Senior Instructor 
was practical and progressive and worked out smoothly 
and well, fewer tactical walks were made than in previous 
years, which is thought to have been an improvement as 
the ground in the vicinity of St Augustine has been well 
covered by most of the student officers, and there is an 
uninteresting sameness in going over the same ground 
year after year. 

4. Night sessions of the school were omitted, which 
is probably for the ln>t, although it would seem ilmt 
considering l!n' short time available for these schools. 
an enthusiastic officer would he glad to avail himself of 
all the time possible for acquiring a letter knowledge of 
the many and varied subjects necessary iu the military 
profession. One evening however was used to enable 
o Hicers who had not taken the examination prescribed for 
Post schools to complete them. 

">. The discipline and attention to duty in dosses, 
and in general was very good, and an improvement over 
last camp, the assign men I of the senior officer iu each 
class to the command of the class and holding them 
responsible for the discipline, as recommended in my 
report of last years camp, is believed to be chiefly respon- 
sible for the improvement, together with the elimination 
during the year of a few irresponsible officers. 

<». The messing arraingements were excellent and the 
messing most satisfactory. 

7. It is recommended that at the next camp the Field 
and Regimental Staff Officers, be allowed to devote prac- 
tically all their time to work iu the foitowiBg subjects, 
Messages and Field Orders, Combat Principles. War 
Came, and a discussion and working out of Tactical 
Problems and Principles along the line of Captain 
Kaunas work on ihe subject, in which it could lie used 
as a text book, with a neriod or 1wo on Conrta Martial 
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and Field Engineering. It is useless to have these 
officers gu over the minutia of drill, care of the rifle, etc., 
year after year, the work must he made more interest- 
ing.

(J. The following is a detailed account of the instruc- 
tion given: 

(a) Map Reading. One half day was devoted to tliis 
subject — the first half of the period being devoted to an 
explanation of the errors made in an examination recent- 
ly held at the different stations in that subject. This 
instruction was given to the three classes assembled by 
tin- Inspector-Instructor on duty with the state. 

The student officers had been divided into three classes 
and during the second jieriod of the instruction in this 
subject the instruction was taken up classes under the 
instructors assigned to the different classes. 

tb) Pai>er Work. In this subject the instructors were 
furnished copies of morning reports; property reports, 
summary court blanks, etc.. and the errors usually made 
and the proper methods of making out these reports were 
explained. The instruction included Ihe emphasizing of 
the necessity for promptness on the part of all in ren- 
dering the reports railed for and the necessity of kee]»- 
ing the records posted up to date so that the data called 
for would be ready to submit with little additional work 
and errors resulting from hastily complied reports from 
scattered or uncertain data would be avoided. It was 
also explained that a great deal of correspondence from 
the offices at headquarters was made necessary by the 
fact that officers were careless or uninformed regarding 
ilie matter of reports and returns. 
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(e) Tactical Walks. One half day periods were de- 
voted to such subjects as advance guards, outjmsts, con- 
voj-b, etc. 

(d) War Game Problems. The 12 inch map of 
Leavenworth was used and the problems were selected 
by the instructors. 

(e) Nomenclature and care of the rifle. Each student 
officer was required to bring with him to the camp the 
equipment of a private soldier and during this instruction 
the rifle was brought to the classes. 

(f) Infantry Drill. The period from 8:00 to 8:45 A. 
M., daily was devoted to instruction in Infantry Drill. 
The first and second day's drills were by classes in the 
school of the soldier and the school of the squad. For 
the remainder of the camp all the student officers were 
assembled as a Company under the instruction of 1st 
Lieut. L. L. Gregg and the instruction given was arranged 
progressively to include all movements in the school itf 
the Company. 

(g) Field Service Regulations. The instruction iu 
this subject included a discuBsion on the organization of 
the army, etc. 

(h) Messages and Field Orders. One and one-fourth 
hours was devoted to this subject. 

(i) Reconnaissance- One and one-fourth hours was 
devoted to this subject. 

(j) Combat Principles. The instruction in this sub- 
ject consisted of lectures based on Part 2 of the Infantry 
Drill Regulations and Article lx of the Field Service 
Regulations. 

(k) 1st Aid and Camp Hygiene. This subject was 
taken up in the form of a lecture to the assemblies com- 
panies by Major Baker, M. C, — the Instruction of the 
Medical Officers School. 

(I) Riot Duty, Some general instructions were given 
with reference to the duties of the National Guard when 
on riot duty. All officers are with "Troops on Riot Duty"

therein were explained in this instruction. 

(m) Company Administration. Cnder this subject 
was explained all those details that should be known by 
an officer in order to property assemble, recruit, outfit 
and transport his organization to a mobilization camp 
and having arrived in the camp to obtain the necessary 
supplies, rations, etc., — his responsibility regarding the 
cleanliness and condition of his cam]) and regarding (lie 
proper management of the messing of his organization, 
etc. 

nil Courts Martial. The instructors of the different 
classes took up the general subject of courls martial. 
Blanks were furnished and each student officer was re 
quired to make a complete record of a trial by summary 
court. In addition to the instruction given by the regular 
instructors the Adjutant General (Gen. J. C. B. Foster! 
gave a short lecture to the three classes mi the subject 
of the State laws and customs with reference to courts 
martial. 

(o) The supply Department. The knowledge of the 
National Guard officer on this subject is an uncertain 
quantity. So far as time permitted it was explained 
what are furnished by the different departments, what 
are required by organization in the field and how to 
get the supplies needed. The instruction with reference 
to the ration supply was given special attention. 

ipi Lost and Unserviceable Property. The instruc- 
tion in this subject included an explanation of circum- 
stances under which the loss of property would he con- 
sidered as having resulted through fault of -oglect and an 
explanation of circumstances where it would not lte con- 
sidered as having resulted through fault or neglect. The 
proper preparation of affidavits was explained. A num- 
ber of affidavits made by student officers were exhibited 
to the classes and errors in their preparation pointed 
out. 
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(q) Correspondence. The instruction in this subject 
was very much needed as many of the officers were not 
familiar with the new form of corres]*Hidencfc, 

7. The following is a consolidated statement of sug- 
gestions and recommendations of instructors and senior 
student officers: 

(a) By 1st Lieut. J. G. Boswel' — that Ihe course of 
instruction should be at least ten days as the present 
course is considered by him as too short. 

ibt By 1st Lieut. A. G. Goodwyn — That more prac- 
tical and less theoretical work be given. 

Kl By 1st Lieut. F. W. Bra bson— that the work 
should be more largely practical and that the instruction 
in administration should be given by the Inspector-lu- 
st rnctor on duty with the Htatc. 

Id) By Lt. Col. Hickey, N. G. P. — no special recom- 
mendations to make. 

(e- By Major Harley Cawthon, X. G. P. — that instruc- 
tion be given in field engineering and camp sanitation 
ami that staff officers have a sj»ccial coarse in their parti- 
cular line of work. 

(f) Major s. V. Harrison, X G. F. — that more time be 
devoted to practical instruction — that staff officers be 
given special instruction in their duties — that the period 
of instruction be lengthened and that as far as practi- 
cable the same instructor be returned from year to year, 

l g) By Major B landing. X. G. F. — that more advanced 
instruction be given to the senior officers — that more 
field work be taken up and that special classes be organ- 
ized for staff officers. 

ft. The student officers were divided into three classes 
and an instructor assigned to each class. 

9. The interest llirmighont was earnest and enthu- 
siastic and it is believed that all derived great benefit 
from the course pursued. 

HI. The program of instruction was. at the request 
of the Adjutant General of the State, so arranged as to 
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cover a number of administrative subjects in which the 
student officers were greatly in need of instruction. It 
is believed however that there will be no necessity for 
taking np many of these subjects next year but that 
more time may be devoted to tactical walks, map man- 
euvers and practical work in general. 

11. The camp was kept clean and was in a sanitary 
condition at all times] 

12. The program of instruction as originally approved 
was carried out. 

13. The instructor detailed to attend this camp de- 
serves great credit for the interesting and instructive 
manner in which they presented the various subjects as- 
signed to them.

F., to aid civil author- 
ities iu protecting said jail and one J. J. Johnson, a 
prisoner in charge of the Sheriff. Three other enlisted 
men rejiorted to me on Jan. Cth. 1913, making a total of 
twenty-six officers and enlisted men. 

With my company I remained on duty constantly until 
12 o'clock midnight Jan. 7, 1913, a period of three days, 
guarding said jail and prisoner, and escorting the pris- 
oner to and from Court House to trial. I purchased 
garrison rations and used field range to provide susten- 
ance for the men.

3. At the beginning of the year the regiment was 
short one company, "B", and has since lost three, "H". 
Gainesville; "K'', Daytona; and *'L", Miami, and gained 
one "B", at Brooksville, leaving a shortage at present of 
three companies, Efforts are now being made to organize 
companies at the following places ; Key West. Palm 
Beach, Sanford and Bunt a Gorda, and it is expected 
that we will shortly be able to take up the organization 
of one in Tampa. It is hoped that by securing companies 
at all of these places that not only can the present 
vacancies be filled, but that any weak organizations now 
in the regiment can be replaced. 

4. The principal {in fact it might be said the sole! 
cause for the loss of the above companies has been the 
impossibility of securing captains to command and keep 
them up. There are now three companies in the regi- 
ment without captains, and the resignations of three 
others have been tendered. There is also a shortage of 
two majors and four battalion staff officers. It is evi- 
dent that if the National Guard of this Ktate is to be 
kept up to at least a fair state of efficiency and strength 
the company commanders must be given a reasonable 
amount of assistance and encouragement. It is too much 
to exj>ecl that a capable man who has the weight of a 
business on his shoulders should in addition be required 
not only to spend his time, but a large amount of his 
(HTrsonal funds as well, to keep a company on an efficient 
basis, without reward or assistance even and with only 
the prospect ahead of lieing summarily dropped from the 
sen-ice when, after years of hard work, he has attained 
promotion to a higher rank, and this for causes that are 
entirely beyond his control. Tt is realized that The ^tate 
authorities are doing all that is within their power to 
ameliorate these conditions in so far as is consistent 
with efficiency in the troops, but it is believed that the

to war strength in not over a weeks time. It is also 
bettered that the efficiency of the officers is higher than 
at any previous period, due to their work in the various 
schools now maintained in the service, and to the steady 
eliminaii.ui of any who did not show a desire to attain 
the required standard of efficiency.

{it What is the efficiency of this organization in 
armory instruction ? 

The 2 officers and 24 enlisted men who were present at 
tlie inspection might be considered as efficient in armory 
instruction. I believe that the company as a whole 
con Id not be so considered. There were IB enlisted men 
absent out of a total enlisted strength of 40 men. The 
Captain of the Company states that he has prepared an 



application for the discharge of about 10 enlisted men 
on the ground that their work or business; prevents at- 
tendance at drills. He also states that he believes be 
could recruit the Company to ihc necessary BtVesgti) in 
about two months. 

There are two companies— I and M, 1st Infantry — at 
Pensaeoln. Each of these companies have now about 
30 men available each week for drills. I have recom- 
mended to The Adjutant General of the State that these 
two companies be consolidated into one company. Com- 
pany I has two officers — a captain and a 2nd Lieutenant, 
and Company M has one officer — a 1st Lieutenant. This 
consolidation would therefore necessitate no change in 
the com missioned personnel at Pensacola and it would 
give one company with an effective strength of about 
GO enlisted men after the discharge of those men who. 
on account of the nature of their business or because of 
removal from the city are not present at the weekly 
drills. If these companies are consolidated as recom- 
mended, the consolidation would probably be effected by 
the transfer of the officer and enlisted men of Company 
M to Company I, because of the fact that Company I 
is one of the oldest organizations of the National Guard 
of Florida.

Tlie captain has very little time to devote to the organ- 
ization, and (lie 2nd lieutenant and a large percentage of 
the enlisted men reside beyond the limits of the post.

The officers appear to appre- 
ciate the importance of small arms practice, and there 
is a general interest in rifle practice among the enlisted 
men. 

Remarks: 

This company made a very creditable showing at tlie 
inspection. The discipline, appearance, drill, etc., show- 
ed that the commanding officer has given time and at- 
tention to his company. 

The arrangement of stores in the pro|>ertv room was 
particularly good. The equipment of each enlisted m;in 
being in a separate bin, and could be. issued to him 
complete at a moments notice. The system of keeping 
property makes it almost imiHiasible for anything to get 
lost or to be stolen.

1. In compliance with the requirements of parargaph 
"e", Section 728 of the Military Code, as amended, tin- 
following is submitted as the Report of the Armory 
Hoard of the State ot Florida for the year 1913; 

■1. During the year several of tbe important features 
of the i amp ground improvements which were commenced 
in 1912, and which were referred to in the last report 
of this Hoard, have been completed, including the instal- 
lation of the Revenge system throughout the two regi- 
mental camps and connecting with the permanent build 
iugs on the reservation; the construction of the wharf. 
ami the erection of the buildings for latrines and shower 
baths, provision Tor which was made by legislative ap- 
propriation. It is to be regretted that the sum provided 
for the latter purpose was not sufficient to cover the 
cost of the full numlier of such buildings called for in tlie 
layout of the camp. Two large battalion latrines and 
shower-bath houses have l>een constructed at each regi- 
mental camp, one opposite the center and at the rear of 
each flanking battalion. These buildings are substantia 1 
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and tlie character of equipment is of the very best obtain- 
able and of a type designed especially for use in public 
buildings where sanitation is an important consideration. 
Officers' latrines for each regiment have been installed, 
and also a latrine ai the site for the headquarters camp, 
and another for t lie use of ladies, which is located near 
llie wharf at the river front. There remain to be built 
two additional large latrines one for each of the center 
battalions in the regimcutal camps and one of a smaller 
type near the center of the general firing line at the 
rille range. 

Sanitary equipment has also been installed at the 
tSnijerintendeurs cottage, the warehouse and the barn, 
and connection made with the main sewer lines. 

Tile wharf, as completed, is a most creditable piece of 
work, and is one of the largest and most substantial along 
the Si, Johns river above Jacksonville. 

Probably the greatest need of the present at the Camp 
(I rounds is a system of roads through the reservation. 
An estimate WW submitted to the Legislature with re- 
commendation for appropriation sufficient to cover the 
cost of building one mile of the main roadway within the 
reservation, but, unfortunately this appropriation was 
not made, and it has not been possible, therefore, to any 
road building. 

The funds available for caret aking and maintenance 
have been judiciously expended, and a general and mark 
ed improvement in the appearance of the reservation Is 
apparent. 

The construction of the rifle range has been satisfac- 
torily proceeded with, and there now remains only a cer- 
tain amount of grading on the 1000-yard range to be 
done, the construction of the remaining jHirtion of the 
butt at that range, the extension of the firing embank- 
ments and the installation of the signal and telephone 
system to complete the range. This work is now in 
progress and it is expected that the construction of the 
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range can be entirely completed within the next two or 
three months, and well in advance of the season for the 
summer field exercises of 1!)14, 

Frequent meetings of the Armory Board have In.-eu 
held during the year and visits of inspection to the 
camp grounds have been made at stated interval* by I he 
Hoard or designated members, so that all times there 
has beeu close supervision by tin* Board of the work in 
progress. The Board has held :i number of meeting* at 
Jacksonville for the purpose of taking up with the Com- 
missioners of Duval County, and with various civic or- 
ganizations there, the matter of paving the short section 
of public highway b etwe en Yukon station and the 
entrance to the Camp Qrovnd*. This important and 
necessary improvement has been urged ujm»d the atten- 
tion of Ihe County Commissioners by tin*; Hoard for the 
last four years, but without result to date. 

1'iider Section 3 of Chapter 5672, Laws of Florida, 
there is available at this time for carrying on the per- 
manent improvement work at the Camp Grounds some- 
thing over three thousand dollars; the same being a 
balance in the fund appropriated for expenses of en- 
campments and field exercises in 1013, which saving was 
accomplished by the use of certain Federal Funds to 
cover some of the encampment expenses this year; these 
Federal funds having been available for that purpose. 
The Board has decided to use this balance of funds in 
the purchase of certain machinery and materials and in 
labor preparatory to the building of the necessary main 
roads within the reservation. At a meeting held at Jack- 
sonville on December 18, orders were given for the pur- 
chase of a road scraping or grading machine, and the 
Secretary was directed to advertise for a five ton steam 
roller, to be used in road building and in the finishing 
of the graded portion of the camp ground reservation 
and upon the rifle range. 

The expenditures of public funds which have been made 



under the direct ioii uf this Board are reported by The 
Adjutant General in his statement of the several fund* 
appropriated for ramp ground improvements and for 
maintenance ; to which statement reference is hereby 
made. 

As stated in last year's report, the multitudinous duties 
devolving upon the Governor have prevented him from 
actively participating in the work of this Board, and 
thus deprived it of the benefit of his personal judgment 
in the conduct of the public business with which it is 
charged. Only three members were available for meet- 
i rtjj;. in the early months of the year and until the vacancy 
which had been occasioned by ibe abolishment of the 
office of Quartet-master General was cured by Act of the 
Legislature. Subsequent to the passage of such Act, on 
December 24, 1913, the Board was reconstituted by 
Kxecnl ive Order as follows :

THE MILITARY CODE STATE OF FLORIDA. 



ARTICLE 1. 

The Reserve Militia. 

662.™ Wfto subject to military duty. — All able-bodied 
male inhabitants of Florida, including those of foreign 
birth who have declared their intentions to become 
citizens of the United States, who are more than eighteen 
and less than forty-five years of age, who are not exempt- 
ed by the laws of the United States or of this State, shall 
be enrolled in the militia and be subject to military duty, 
in addition to those exempted by the laws of the United 
States, the following shall be exempt from military duty : 
Officers of the Stale government, judges of the supreme 
and all courts of record, members of the Legislature, all 
County officers except notaries public, all teachers en- 
gaged in public educational institutions and public 
schools, and ministers of the gospel. The militia shall l>e 
divided into two Masses — the organized militia and the 
remainder to lie known as the reserve militia. 

663. — When reserve militia subject to duty. — The re- 
serve militia shall not be subject to any active military 
duty, except when called into the service of the State or 
of the United States, in which case they, or so many of 
them as the necessity requires, shall be ordered out U\ 
draft or otherwise, as the Governor may direct. The 
portion, of the reserve militia ordered out, or accepted. 
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shall be mustered into service for such period as may be 
required, ami the Governor shall assign them to exist- 
ing organizations of Hie Rational Guard of Florida or 
organize tbem as the exigencies of the occasion may re- 
quire. 

661.— How enrol led. — The county assessor of each 
Counly shall, immediately upon receipt of an order from 
the Governor of this State to that effect, make a list in 
triplicate of tbe names of all persons residing in such 
County who are liable to military duty; such list shall 
state the name, residence, age and occupation of the 
persons enrolled, and their previous or existing military 
or naval service, and shall be arraioged alphabetically 
and each name numbered consecutively. One copy of tbe 
list shall be retained by the assessor, one shall be filed 
in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of the Coun- 
ty in which the enrollment is made, and one in the office 
of the Adjutant General. 

If the Governor so directs, such enrollment shall show 
separately all the seafaring men of whatever calling or 
occupation; all men engaged in the navigation of the 
rivers, lakes, and other waters of the State, or in con- 
struction and management of ships and crafts, together 
with ship owners and their employees, yacht owners, 
members of yacht clubs, and all other associations for 
aquatic pursuits. The assessor shall have authority to 
question under oath, which they are hereby authorized 
to administer, any person liable to perform military duty, 
but who denies the same; and if any person refuses to 
l>e sworn, tbe assessor shall enroll his name in the same 
manner as though he had admitted his liability. If any 
assessor shall neglect or refuse to perform the duty en- 
joined upon him by this section, he shall be subject to the 
same liabilities, penalties and punishments as are pre- 
scribed by law for a neglect or refusal to perform any 
other duties of his office. 

665. — Penalty for refusing information. — The assessor 
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in each city, village, town or ward in this State shall 
allow the county assessor when making an enrollment of 
militia, at all proper times, to examine their assessment 
rolls and take copies thereof, and the clerks of all coun- 
ties, towns, and cities shall in like manuer, at all proper 
times, allow him to examine and copy the poll lists on file 
in their offices. All persons shall upon the application 
of any county assessor making such enrollment, give the 
names of and all other proper information concerning any 
person within their knowledge liahle to be enrol let! ; and 
every person who shall refuse to give the information re- 
quested, or shall conceal such information, or shall give 
false information, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a flue 
of ten dollars for each offense. The assessor making the 
enrollment shall, within ten days, report to the Adjutant- 
General all persons who fail or neglect to give informa- 
tion when requested. 

666. — How called out. — Whenever any call is marie hy 
the President to repel invasion from any foreign nation, 
to suppress rebellion against the government of the 
United States or to execute the laws of the Union in any 
part thereof; or whenever necessary to preserve the puh- 
lic peace, to execute the laws of the State, to suppress 
insurrection or to repel invasion, the Governor shall call 
out the whole or as much of the militia of the State as 
the public necessity demands : Provided, That in the 
event of such call, or such necessity arising, the Floriihi 
State Troops as then organized, shall be the first troops 
to be called into actual service. Whenever it becomes 
necessary to call out any portion of the reserve militia 
the Governor may appoint the number by draft accord- 
ing to the population of the several counties of the State, 
or otherwise, and shall notify the Sheriff of each county, 
from which any draft is so required, of the number of 
persons his connty is to furnish, Upon the requisition of 
the Governor being received by the Sheriff he shall itn- 
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mediately notify the Clerk of the Circuit Court of the 
county, or in the absence of such clerk, or his inability 
to act, then his legally authorized deputy or deputies, 
who shall repair to the office of said clerk, and in public 
copy from the assessor's roll of such county, by name 
m* number, persons who are returned as liable for mili- 
tary duty; such names, or their corresponding numbers, 
shall be placed on slips of paper of the same size and ap- 
pearance, as near as practicable, which slips so named 
and numbered shall be placed in a box suitable for the 
purpose sad the number requited to fill such draft or 
requisition, drawn therefrom by the clerk. All persons 
so drawn and liable to perform duty shall be determined 
to be legally held to serve in the manner and for the 
time specified in the requisition, and the sheriff shall 
notify the persons so drafted, orally or in writing at what 
time and place they shall appear. The sheriff shall make 
return lo the clerk id' all persous drawn, who could not 
be found, and the clerk shall then draw as many addi- 
tional names as may lie required to complete the draft 
and continue in like manner until the draft is completed. 

i;i>7. — Penalty for failure to appear. — Every person so 
ordered out, and who shall not appear at the time and 
place designated by the sheriff or other proper officer, 
or who shall not produce some able or proper substitute, 
;ii smh time and place, unless physically incapacitated, 
shall he guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
I i,v :i fine of not exceeding five hundred dollars, and. by 
imprisonment not exceeding six months, one or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

ARTICLE 2. 

Organized Militia. 

Section C68. — The Commander-in-Chief.— The Governor 
shall be the Commander-in-Chief of the militia, except 
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when it is actually called into the service of the United 
States, and shall have all powers necessary to carry into 
full effect the provisions of this title. He shall commis- 
sion all officers, and shall, by and with the consent of the 
Senate, appoint all general officers of the line, and may 
fill any vacancy that occurs until the meeting of the 
Senate. All officers so appointed and commissioned 
shall hold office for four years, unless otherwise provided 
by law. 

Section 669.— The Governor's Staff.— The Staff of the 
Governor shall consist of the Adjutant General who shall 
be ex-officio Chief of Staff, the chief officer of each of the 
several staff departments, and such number of aids, not 
to exceed five, as may be detailed from the several staff 
corps and departments and from the line; Provided, That 
such detail as aid shall not operate as relieving the officers 
so detailed from the corps, department or command with 
which they may be serving, or from any duty connected 
therewith, except at ench times as their services may be 
exclusively required by the Governor, and that the detail 
of all aids shall terminate upon the expiration of the 
term of office of the Governor upon whose staff they may 
be serving; Provided, further, That the provisions of this 
Section shall in no way effect the commission of any 
officer holding appointment at the time of the passage of 
this Act, nor shall they apply to the staff of the present 
Governor. 

Section 670. — The National Guard of Florida.— That 
portion of the militia organized as a land force shall be 
known and designated as the National Guard of Florida, 
and shall be composed of able-bodied volunteers between 
eighteen and forty-five years of age. Every applicant for 
enlistment shall furnish satisfactory proof of good char- 
acter, and shall, before taking the oath of enlistment, 
be subjected to a physical examination conforming, as 
nearly as possible, to the requirements for enlistment in 
the United States Army; such examinations to be con- 
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ducted by medical o Hit-erg of tlie National Guard of Flor- 
ida, or, if this be impracticable, then by any reputab.e 
physician 01* surgeon who may be designated by the com- 
manding officer of the organization, which the applicant 
desires to join; and such medical office* shall furnish a 
certificate to the effect that the applicant is physically 
fitted to perforin the duties of a soldier, which certifi- 
cate shall be forwarded, together with the oath of enlist- 
ment, to the Adjutant General. 

Section HT1.—J-Juli#tntentx. — Before any j>ersou shall 
be mustered iuto (he military service of the State trader 
the provisions of this Chapter, he shall take the follow- 
ing oatli: "I do solemnly swear that I will support and 
defend the Constitution and the laws of the L'nited States 
and of the State of Florida, and that 1 will observe and 
obey the lawful order** of the I 'resident of the United 
States, the Governor of this state, and the officers ap- 
pointed over me according to (he articles and regula- 
tions provided for the jiovemmeul of the armies of the 
l'nited States and of the National Guard of Florida, for 
the period of three years, unless sooner lawfully 
discharged. And I consent to be mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States whenever during the term of 
my enlistment She l'nited States is invaded, or in danger 
of invasion, from any foreign nation, or of rebellion 
against the authority of the government of the United 
States, or the President is unable, with the other forces 
at Ins command, to execute the taws of the Union in any 
part thereof, ami the organization of which I am a mem- 
ber is called into the service of the l'nited States.'' All 
officers of the organized militia of this State shall be 
empowered to administer oaths of enlistment, and the 
same shall have (he same force and effect, as if made be- 
fore a magistrate or other civil officer competent to ad- 
minister oaths. 

{&)—T&m oi Enlist incut. — The term of service of an 
enlisted man shall be three vears: Provided. That anv 
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enlisted man serving Ms second term or other consecu- 
tive enlistment, shall, after the expiration of the first 
year thereof, lie entitled to an honorable discharge upon 
request therefor. Soldiers who re-enliBt within sixty 
days after the expiration of their former terms of enlist- 
ment shall be considered to have served continuously. 

(b)— -Fraudulent Enlistment. — It shall be unlawful for 
any person to misstate his age for the purpose of secur- 
ing enlistment in (lie militia of this State. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to enlist in two military organ- 
izations at the same time. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this paragraph shall be deemed guilty of fraud- 
ulent enlistment. 

(c) — Oath of Office. — Every officer commissioned for 
service in the National Guard of Florida shall, before 
entering upon his duties, take and subscribe to the 
prescribed constitutional oath of office, which oatli shall 
be filed with The Adjutant General. 

Section 672. — Armament, Discipline, Organization and 
Authorized Strength. — The organization, armament and 
discipline of the National Guard of Florida shall be the 
same as that which is now or may hereafter be prescribed 
for the regular or volunteer armies of the United States. 

(b) — The Governor, as Commander-in-Chief of the 
military forces of the Sfate, shall have the power and is 
hereby authorized to prescribe in orders the organization 
of the National Guard of Florida, in such manner and 
form as to make the said orsanizntion conform to the 
requirements for the organized militia under the laws 
of the United States; and, for that purpose, he shall 
have the power to alter, divide, annex, consolidate, dis- 
hand, organize or rt'-oignnize any corps, department or 
arm of the service, so as to conform to any organization, 
system, drill, instruction or discipline which is now or 
may hereafter be prescribed by the laws of the United 
States for the organization, government and discipline of 
the organized militia; and, for that purpose, the number 



of officers and non-commissioned officers of any grade, 
in any organization, department or corps, may be in- 
creased or diminished, and the grade of such officei'B or 
non-commissioned officers may be altered to the extent 
necessary to secure such uniformity. 

(b) — In time of peace, the strength of the National 
Guard of Florida shall not exceed three thousand enlist- 
ed men and such number of commissioned officers as may 
be required under the prescribed plan of organization. 
This force, and sucU naval militia as is now or may here- 
after be provided for by law, shall, in time of peace, con- 
stitute the only organized militia of this State; Provided, 
however, That in ca*e of war, insurrection, invasion, or 
imminent danger thereof, the Governor shall have power 
to increase this force beyond the maximum now estab- 
lished by law, and to organize the same, with proper 
officers, as the exigencies of the service may require. 

(c) — It shall be unlawful for any body of men whatso- 
ever, other than (lie regularly organized land and naval 
militia of this State, the troops of the United States, and 
the students of regularly chartered educational institu- 
tions, where military science is a prescribed part of the 
course of instruction, to associate themselves together as 
a military organization for drill or parade in public with 
fire-arms in Hits State, without special license from the 
Governor for each occasion; and application for such 
license must be approved by the Mayor and Board of 
Allien nan of the town or city where such organization 
may propose to parade. (For penalty for unlawfully 
participating in drill see Section 3246.) 

idi — The several staff corps and departments shall 
each consist of such number of officers and enlisted men 
as may he necessary to perform the duties relating to the 
several staff corps and detriments at General Head- 
quarters, on the stall's of brigades and divisions, and at 
camps, i«»sts, depots and other similar military establish- 
ments; and their grades and designations shall be the 
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same as prescribed for similar staff corps and depart- 
ments of the Regular Army. The Adjutant General shall 
be appointed by the Governor, and the remaining officers 
of the staff corps and departments shall be appointed by 
the Governor upon recommendation of The Adjutant 
General in his capacity as Chief of Staff. No person 
shall be apointed as chief officer of any staff corps or 
department who has not held commission in the Army 
or Navy of the United States, the Confederate States, 
or in the organized militia of this State for at least two 
years, 

(e) — The organization of each unit of the hospital 
corps, corps of engineers, signal corps, cavalry, infantry 
and coast artillery corps shall be the same as is now or 
may hereafter be prescribed for the Regular and Volun- 
teer Armies of the United States; Provided, That in 
time of peace the minimum number of enlisted men for 
a company or troop, and each unit of the hospital corps, 
corps of engineers, signal corps, etc., shall be such as 
may be fixed by order of the President of the United 
States. 

Section 673.— Appointment of XonCommissioned Offi- 
cers. — The appointment of non-commissioned officers in 
all staff corps and departments shall be made by The 
Adjutant General upon the recommendation of the chief 
officers of such staff corps or departments. The appoint- 
ment of all other non-commissioned officers shall be made 
in the same manner as like appointments are made in 
the Regular Army, and every non-commissioned officer 
so appointed shall receive a warrant of his rank from 
the officer by whom he is appointed. Non-commissioned 
officers may be reduced to the ranks by sentence of a 
court-martial or summary court, or upon the recommen- 
dation of their immediate commanding officer by order 
of the officer having authority to appoint them. The war- 
rant of a non-commissioned officer may be continued in 
force upon his discharge and re-enlistment is made within 
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ten days after Lis discharge; otherwise a vacancy is 
created in the non-com missioned office and re-enlistineut 
must he made as a private. 

Section 674.— The Medical Department. — The Medical 
Department shall consist of the officers necessary to per- 
form the duties relating to the Medical Department at 
General Headquarters, upon the staff of brigades and 
divisions, and at camps, depots, posts and other military 
establishments; of the surgeons and assistant surgeons 
required to be attached to each organization of the troops 
of the line in each arm of the service, in accordance with 
the prescribed plan of organization; and of the Hospital 
corps. No assistant Burgeon shall hold the rank of 
captain until lie has served at least three years as first 
lieutenant, and all surgeons shall be appointed from 
among the assistant surgeons of the Medical Department. 
No person shall be appointed sergeant, first-class, in the 
Hospital Corps, unless he be a regularly licensed physi- 
cian or pharmacist of this State. 

Section 675. — General Officers. — The Commander-in- 
Chief may organize a brigade in the National Guard of 
Florida and appoint one brigadier general to command 
it; but no other general officer of the line shall be ap 
pointed unless it becomes necessary to call the Reserve 
Militia into active service; Provided, however, That 
should there be organized more than twelve companies 
of coast artillery the chief of artillery may be given the 
rank of brigadier general. No person shall be eligible 
for appointment as a general officer in the National 
Guard of Florida who has not served for five years as 
si rdiiiiui.ssidiieil officer in the organized militia of this 
State or in the Regular or Volunteer forces of the T'nited 
States. 

Section 676.— Neir Companies, How Formed.— When- 
ever the minimum number of men who are eligible for 
military duty shall associate themselves together for the 
purpose of forming a military company, they may apply 



to the Comma nder-in-Chief, through The Adjutant *ien 
eral, to be organized ;is such, and shall designate the per 
sons selected as commissioned officers. If the application 
is approved, the persons so selected to be couumissi..iueil 
ofttcm shall be directed to appear before an examining 
board, and if found to be qualified, may be commissioned. 
An officer will then t»e detailed to muster the organiza- 
tion into the service. The muster roll will be made in 
duplicate, one copy to be retained by the company, and 
the other, together with the enlistment paper of each 
soldier, will be forwarded to The Adjutant General with 
I he report of the mustering officer. 

Section (»77.— (hniani:atioits Mttff t»< m pvrate.-^-Wheii 
any company or band has been organized under this act, 
ii may become a body Corporate, with power to sue and 
to be sued by its corporate name; to hold, own and ac 
qojn property, real. }>ersonal. and mixed, uud to disjmst 
of the same, by virtue of letters patent, which shall be 
issued by the Secretary of State upon the application of 
such company or battery or band. The officers of such 
company, or battery, ihe chief musician, principal musi- 
cian and drum major of such hand shall constitute the 
hoard of directors of such reactive organization. 

Section 678. — lHxb<i>t<hn' >tt nf Inefficient Organize 
lions. — The Comma nder-in -Chief may disband any organ 
ization of the National (Juard of Florida which falls he 
low the proper standard of efficiency. 

Section G70. — Discharge*, — No enlisted man shall be 
discharged prior to the expiration of his term of enlist- 
ment except by order of the Comma nder-in Chief. 

(a) — Every enlisted man shall l»e promptly discharged 
upon the expiration of his term of enlistment, unless 
under arrest or charges; but the expiration of his term 
of enlistment shall not ipso fart ft operate M a discharge 
and he shall be subject to military discipline until actual 
It discharged. 

(b) — Every enlisted man. on his discharge from the 
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service, shall be given a certificate of discharge signed 
by a field officer of bis regiment or corps, or by the com- 
manding officer when no field officer is present. When 
more than one field officer of the regiment or corps iB 
present, the commanding officer may designate the parti- 
cular field officer to perform this duty. Enlisted men of 
the respective staff corps and departments will, on their 
discharge, be given a certificate of discharge signed by 
the chief of the corpw or department to which they be- 
long. 

(c) — No duplicate, of a discharge certificate will ever 
lie made. 

Section 680. — G rounds for Discharge. — honorable Dis- 
charges will he given: First, upon completion of term of 
enlistment: second, ni>on acceptance of promotion by 
commission ; third, upon application of the soldier or his 
immediate commanding officer, based upon any of the fol- 
lowing grounds: Physical disability, supjrorted by a certi- 
ftcate of a medical officer, or of any other reputable physi- 
cian or surgeon, to the effect that the soldier is physically 
disipialfied for military service; engagement in business 
such as precludes the soldier from performinE; his mili- 
tary duties; removal of residence beyond the limits of 
the organization to which he belongs, and when specially 
ordered by the Commander-in-Chief for any other reason. 
Discharges without honor may be given : First, without 
trial on account of fraudulent enlistment; second, with- 
out triai on account of having become disqualified for 
service physically or in character through his own fault; 
third, on account of imprisonment under sentence of a 
civil court; fourth, where the service has not been honest 
and faithful, i. e., where the service does not warrant the 
re-enlistment of the soldier; fifth when especially order- 
ed by the Commander-in-Chief for any other reason. No 
dishonorable discharge will be given except by sentence of 
a court-martial. 

(a) — Soldiers under charges or undergoing trial shall 
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remain subject to the Articles of War and military law 
until tried and acquitted or convicted and sentence exe- 
cuted. 

(b) — Mo person shall be re-enlisted in the National 
Guard of Florida who did not receive an honorable dis- 
charge therefrom for his former term or terms of service, 
and no person who has previously served in the Regular 
or Volunteer Armies of the United States, or in the or- 
ganized militia of another State, shall be enlisted in the 
National Guard of Florida unless he holds an honorable 
discharge from the organization with which he previously 
served. Any person making a false statement as to his 
previous military service for the purpose of obtaining 
enlistment in the National Guard of Florida shall be 
deemed guilty of fraudulent enlistment. 

Section 681.— Contributing Members.— Not more than 
ten honorary contributing members may be enrolled in 
each company or battery, each of whom shall, upon pay- 
ment to such organization annually on or before the 
fifteenth day of December, of not less than ten .dollars, 
become exempt from jury duty for the next following 
calendar year. It shall be the duty of the commanding 
officers of companies and batteries to furnish the clerk of 
the court of their circuit, on or before the first day of 
January of each year, for the information of the county 
commissioners in making a list of persons to serve as 
jurors, a roll of all active and honorary members of their 
command. 

Section 682. — Examinations Required for Commission. 
— Every person commissioned as an officer of the Nation 
al Guard of Florida, except chaplains, shall, unless other- 
wise specially provided by law, be examined as to his 
qualifications for office, and no person shall be appointed 
until he has passed a satisfactory examination as to his 
capacity, general qualifications and knowk'dge of mili- 
tary affairs proportionate to the requirements of the 
office for which he has been selected. The Commander-

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iii-< 'hief may appoint examining boards lo conduct such 
examinations, and whenever any candidate for commis- 
sion shall fail to appear before a board, as directed, he 
shall he considered to have failed to qualify, and com- 
mission will not issue. The Commander-in-Chief may 
also convene examining boards to determine the fitness 
of officers for promotion. 

(a) — Whenever the Commander-in-Chief may deem it 
advisable, he may order an officer before an examining 
board for examination as to his fitness for practical ser 
vice. An officer who in the opinion of any superior com- 
manding officer, or the chief of any staff corps or de- 
partment, is incompetent or is impairing the efficiency of 
the organization lo which he may be attached by mis- 
management, neglect, or by misconduct in civil life for 
which he is mil amenable to court-martial, may, u[K>n 
the recommendation of such commanding officer or chief 
of staff corps or department, be ordered before a board 
for examination as to his fitness for holding office. S;ud 
board will inquire into the complaints filed against the 
officer antl may examine him as to his mental and mili- 
tary qualifications; but the defendant may produce any 
competent evidence by witnesses or otherwise and may 
be represented by counsel. The president of an examin- 
ing board convened under this paragraph may administcr 
oaths to witnesses, and may issue summons and require 
the presence of witnesses; the board having, in this res- 
pect, the same powers as are granted in courts-martial. 
A judge advocate may be detailed to attend the sittings 
of an examining board convened under this paragraph. 
Upon the conclusion of its investigation, the beard will 
report its findings, based upon the testimony presented 
to it, and its recommendations to the Commander-in-Chief 
who may, if the board so recommends, vacate the com- 
mission of the officer and discharge him from the ser- 
vice. Should an officer fail to appear before such a board, 
so ordered, the Commander-in-Chief may vacate his com- 
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mission and discbarge hint from the service. The pay of 
members on an examining board convened under this 
paragraph, fees of witnesses and allowance for traveling 
expenses; shall be the same as provided for courts martial. 

(b) — Examining boards shall consist of not less than 
three and not more than five officers; Provided, however, 
That a majority of the members of the board shall be 
com pe tent to conduct (he examination. 

(c) — An examining board shall report adversely upon 
any candidate for commission or officer ordered before it 
against whom there is sustained a charge of immorality, 
dishonesty, in tent iterance or other conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. 

Section Q8.1.— Assignment ami Transfer of Officers. — 
Officers of all grades in each arm of the service shall be 
assigned to organizations and artillery districts, trans- 
ferred from one organization «r district to another, as the 
interests of the service may require, by order of ihc 
Commander-in-Chief; and all appointments will be by 
commission in the staff corps or department, or in the 
arm of the service, and not by commission in any parti 
cular regiment or command. 

(a) — The Comma nder- in -Chief may divide the State 
into regimental and battalion districts and all field and 
staff officers of the line shall be residents of the military 
district in which their regiment or battalion is situated. 
Field and staff officers permanently removed from Hie 
military district of their organization shall be considered 
to have resigned, and, unless responsible for the military 
property or funds, or delinquent, the Commander in -Chief 
may discharge them and provide for filling the vacancy 
as in the manner prescribed by regulations. All company 
or troop officers must be residents of the station of their 
organization, or its immediate vicinity. 

(b) — The Commander in-Chief may, with the approval 
of the Secretary of War. assign officers or organizations 
of the Coast Artillery Corps. National Guard of Florida. 
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to the United States artillery districts within the State 
of Florida; this for purposes of administration and in- 
struction. 

Section G84. — Rank of Officers, — Commissions of offi- 
cers shall bear the date of actual appointment, but each 
officer shall, upon original appointment, take rank from 
the date on which he finishes his examination, which date 
shall be expressed iu his commission; Provided, however, 
That In the case of appointments made with out further 
examination from noncommissioned officers who have 
qualified as "candidates for commission," the rank shall 
he from the date on which the appointment is made. 

(a)— Officers of each grade shall take precedence ac- 
cording to the date of their rank, and when two of the 
same grade are of the same date, their precedence shall 
be determined by length of service, continuous or other- 
wise, in the military forces of the State, or of the United 
States; and if of equal service, then by lot. Officers who 
are re-appointed, serving continually in the same grade. 
shall rank from the date expressed in their original com- 
mission to such grade. 

ilii — In no case shall any colored officer command 
white troops. 

085, — The Supernumerary List. — Commissioned officers 
who shall lie rendered surplus by reduction or disband- 
ment of organizations, or by being relieved from duty 
while awaiting settlement of their accounts, or in any 
other manner, shall be withdrawn from actice sendee and 
placed on the supernumerary list. The Governor may 
detail supernumerary officers for active duty, and he may 
relieve them from such duty and return them to the sup 
ernumerary list at his discretion. 

Section 686.— Discharge and Removal of Officers. — An 
officer may be honorably discharged by the Commander- 
in-Chief upon the removal of his residence beyond the 
State; upon tender of resignation: upon the disbandment 
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of the organization to which he belongs, or upon tlie ex- 
■ i ration of his term of office. 

(a) — Every officer discharged from the service shall be 
entitled to a certificate of discharge. 

(b) — The Commander-in-Chief may vacate the com- 
mission of and drop from ihe rolls of the National Guard 
of Florida the name of any officer when he has been con- 
victed of an infamous crime by a civil court. 

(c) — The Commander-in-Chief may vacate the com- 
mission of and discharge from the National Guard of 
Florida any officer who shall disobey an order to appear 
before an examining board for examination; or upon the 
recommendation of a board of examiners when it appears 
that the officer is unable or unfit to discharge the duties 
of bis office or to exercise proper authority over inferior 
officers or enlisted men, 

(d) — When an officer has been absent from duly with 
out leave for more than thirty days, he shall be consider 
ed in desertion, and the Commander-in-Chief may vacate 
his commission and cause his name to be dropped from 
the rolls of the National Guard of Florida. 

(e) — No officer shall be dismissed from the service in 
time of peace except by sentence of a court-martial, and 
no officer who has been dismissed from the service- by 
sentence of a court-martial, properly approved by the 
reviewing authority, shall ever be restored to the sen-ice, 
except by the pardon of the Governor. 

Section 637, — Right of Officer Removed. — When any 
officer who has been removed from office by order of the 
Commander in-Chief makes, within thirty days after such 
removal, an application in writing for trial, setting forth, 
under oath, that he has been wrongfully removed, the 
Commander-in-Chief shall, as soon as practicable, con- 
vene a court-martial to fry such officer upon the charges 
upon which he shall have been removed; and if. as a 
result of such trial by court-martial, the officer is ae- 
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quitted, lie shall immediately be restored to his former 
status iii the service. 

Section 688.— The lie tired List. — When any commis- 
sioned offices or enlisted man has served ten consecutive 
years in the National Guard of Florida, he may, upou his 
own application, be placed upou the Retired List. An 
officer who, at the time of making application for retire- 
ment, has remained in the same grade for the period of 
ten years, or has served as a commissioned officer for 
more than fifieeu yi-ars, or, having served in the Army 
or Navy of the United States in time of war and been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and having also served 
in the National Guard of Florida for the period of fen 
years, may be retired with rank next above that held by 
him at the time of making such application. Any commis- 
sioned officer requesting retirement after twenty-five 
years of active service may be placed upon the Retired 
List with such rank as the Commander-in-Chief may 
direct. 

la I — Retired officers shall be commissioned on the Re- 
tired List by the Commander-in-Chief, and on occasions 
of ceremony may, and when acting under orders as here- 
inafter provided, shall wear the uniform of their retired 
rank, without corps, department or regimental designa 
tion. They shall be eligible to perform any military duty 
to the same extent as if not retired, and, the Commander- 
in-Chief may, in his discretion, require them to serve upon 
military hoards, courts of inquiry and courts-martial, ot- 
to perform any other special or temporary military diity, 
ami for such services they shall receive the same pay and 
allowances as may at the time be provided for officers of 
the active list; Provided, however. That they shall only 
reeeive pay and benefits under this act while on active 
duty. They shall be amenahle to courts-martial for mili- 
tary offenses as if upon the active list. Their names shall 
he kept upon a separate roster, under the supervision of 
The Adjutant General. They shall report to The Adjutant 
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General once a year by letter, during the month of Decem- 
ber, and, failing to do so, their names may be dropped 
from the rolls of the National Guard of Florida. They 
shall also report to The Adjutant General any change in 
their residence. 

(b) — When an officer or an enlisted man readies the 
age of sixty-two years, he may, in the discretion of the 
Commander-in-Chief, be placed upon the Retired List. 

(e)— When any officer becomes permanently disabled 
or is physically disqualified for the performance of mili- 
tary duty by reason of wounds, injuries or illness, he 
may, upon his own application, or iu the discretion of the 
Commander in-Chief , be ordered before a retiring board 
for examination, and upon the recommendation of sucli 
board, may be placed upon the Retired List; Provided, 
however, That no officer shall be so placed upon *ne 
Retired List because of physical disabilities which have 
resulted from intemperance or improper habits or con- 
duct upon his part. 

(d) — Any enlisted man who may be disabled and 
physically disqualified for the iierformance of military 
service by reason of wounds, injuries or illness, may, 
upon the certificate of a medical officer to that effect, und 
in the discretion of the Commander-in-Chief, be placed 
upon the Retired List; Provided, however. That no en- 
listed man shall be so placed upon the Retired List be- 
cause of x>hystcal disabilities which have resulted from 
intemperance or improper habits or conduct upon his 
part. 

(e) — For the purposes indicated under paragraph c 
of this section, tbe f 'ommander-in-Chief may appoint 
retiring boards; which boards shall be constituted and 
have cognizance of the same subjects and possess like 
powers as do similar boards organized under the laws 
of the United States and Regulations for the United 
States Army. The proceedings of retiring boards shall lie 
assimilated to the forms and mode of procedure prescribed

for like boards under the Regulations for the armies of 
the United States. 

(f) — A place on the Retired List being a distinction 
only given in recognition of long and meritorious service, 
no officer or enlisted man will ever be retired whose ser- 
vice has not been honest and faithful ; nor will any 
officer or soldier be retired as a means of punishment. 

Cg)— An officer upon the Retired List who accepts a 
.commission in the active militia may, at any time, upon 
his own application, be placed upon the Retired List with 
the rank with which he formerly retired; Provided, how- 
ever. That if his latest service iu the active militia was 
in a grade higher than that with which he was orginally 
retired, he may be given snch higher grade. 

Section 6S9.- — Attendance, Upon Military Schools of 
United Slates. — Upon the application of any officer of 
the National Guard of Florida, the Commander in-Chief 
may recommend that such officer be authorized to attend 
any college or military school of the United States, and 
may relieve him from duty with the militia for snch 
time as may be necessary for him to pursue the regular 
course of study at such college or school. While so en- 
gaged the officer will be entitled to such pay and allow- 
ances as may be provided for by Federal Law. 

Section 690 — The Uniform. —The uniform of the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida shall be the same as that pre- 
scribed for the United States Army, except that the Com- 
ma nder-in-Chief may order the use of stich insignia or 
collar device as will be distinctive of this State, 

Section 691. — Of fiver a Supply Oun Uniform.— \ll com- 
missioned officers shall provide themselves with such uni- 
forms and equipments as may be prescribed for their 
use. 

Section 692. — Uniforms. Anns and Equipment for En- 
listed Men. — Every enlisted man in the National Guard 
of Florida shall be furnished with a service uniform, and 
sin'h arms and equipments as are prescribed for the prop- 
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er performance of military duty. These supplies, and 
such camp and garrison equipage as may be necessary 
for the proper equipment of all organizations for service 
in the field, will be issued through the proper staff corps, 
and departments upon approved requisitions. 

(a) — Every officer or enlisted man shall be responsible 
for the care, safe-keeping and return of any uniform, arm 
or other military property delivered to him for his use. 
He shall use the same fon military purposes only, and 
upon receiving a discharge or otherwise leaving the mill- 
tary service, or upon the demand of his commanding offi- 
cer or other competent military authority, shall forthwith 
deliver such uniform, arm or other military property to 
the officer designated in the order directing him to linn 
such property in; the property so turned in to be in good 
order, reasonable use and ordinary wear thereof excepted. 
Any person violating the provisions of this paragraph 
will be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction before any court of competent jurisdiction, shall 
he punished by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of the 
court. 

Section 6(13. — Military Property to Be Accounted Fur. 
—The uniforms, arms, camp equipage and other military 
stores obtained through the appropriations by Congress 
for arming and equipping the militia, are and shall re- 
main the property of the United States; and all other 
military property, purchased from public funds, are and 
shall remain the property of the State of Florida. All 
public military property of the United States or of the 
State of Florida shall be accounted for and used under 
such conditions and restrictions and in accordance with 
such rules as may be prescribed by law and the Regula- 
tions of the National Guard of Florida. 

I a) — Commissioned officers shall exercise the strictest 
care and vigilance for the preservation of the uniforms, 
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arms, equipments and other military property furnished 
to their several commands, and issued by them to enlisted 
men; and in case of any loss thereof, or damage thereto, 
by their neglect or default, or because of their failure to 
observe and maintain the system for the care, use and 
accounting for public military property prescribed by 
law and the Regulations for the National (Jnard of Flor- 
ida, they shall be liable to punishment by sentence <>f a 
court-martial for neglect of duty. 

6!M. — Receipts for Public Funds and Property : Bonds. 
— Every officer to whom public funds or property is issued 
shall receipt for the same, and every officer who may be- 
come either accountable or responsible for public funds 
or property shall give a bond in such sum and with such 
snrety or sureties as may be required by the Governor 
for the pn>i>er expenditure of, and the care and safekeep- 
ing of all such public funds or public military property 
which may at any time be under his control or in his 
charge, and to account for the same; which bond shall be 
riled with The Adjutant General. Upon the discharge, 
removal, dismissal or death of an officer who has given 
bond for the safekeeping of public funds or property, he 
or his legal representative shall be released from respon- 
sibility upon riling with the proper officer of the Military 
Department the receipt of the officer succeeding him 
covering all public funds or property with which he is 
charged, and the certificate of such officer to the effect 
that the articles so transferred are, at the date of the cer- 
tificate, in good order and condition, reasonable use -and 
wear thereof excepted, or, when any deficiency or damage 
which may be found to exist shall have been made good 
or accounted for in the manner prescribed by law and 
military regulations, or is shown not to be due to any 
carelessness or neglect upon the part of the officer under 
bond; Provided, That all bonds shall remain in full force 
and effect until final settlement of an officer's accounts 
has been made, even though be may have passed out of 
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the military service. Upon the final settlement of an 
officers money and property accounts a certificate of uon- 
indcbtedness will tie issued him, 

695. — Penalty for Loss or Destruction of Mttitmrg Prop- 
erty. — Every- person who shall wantonly, carelessly or 
intentionally lose, injure or destroy any nniform, arm. 
equipment or other article of military projierty issued by 
the United States or Ktnte for military purposes, and 
refuse to make good such loss, or who shall sell and <l im- 
pose of, remove or secrete the same with intent to sell or 
dispose thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof before a court of competent 
jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding 
two hundred dollars, or by imprisonment no I exceeding 
six months or by both such tine and imprisonment, at I be 
discretion of the court. 

(a). — Whosoever wrongfully purchases, retains or has 
in bis possession any iirm. accoutrement, article <>!' uni- 
form, tool, implement, or other military property, marked 
or branded to indicate that it is the prone rtv of the 
United States or State of Florida, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof before a court 
of competent jurisdiction shall he fined not exceeding 
two hundred dollars, or imprisoned not exceeding -ix 
months, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

ilij. — Every officer of the National tluard of Florida 
shall, immediately upon his vacating an office, turn over 
to 1 1 is successor, or to such other officer as may lie deolg- 

tinted by the Commander-in-Chief or other c |"'<in 

authority, all records, retained copies of reports, public 
funds and public military property pertaining to his Corni- 
er officer or command, and any officer who shall fail or 
refuse to so turn over public funds or military properly 
when called upon to do so or, who shall abandon the 
same, or who shall fail or refuse to account for the same 
in the manner preserilied by law and regulations, shall 
be subject to trial by a court martial for ncjrlect of doty. 
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Ui>on the fail lire of an officer to make such transfer of 
public funds and military property within fifteen days 
afler he shall have been relieved from and vacated any 
office, it shall be the duly of his next superior commander 
present at the post, or in the absence of such commander, 
or upon his failure to act, of the Commander-in-Chief, to 
direct some proper officer to take charge of all such 
records, reports, funds and property that can be located 
and recovered, and to make true inventory of the same 
and report the result to The Adjutant General. Every 
officer abandoning the public funds or military property 
for which he may be accountable or responsible, or failing 
or refusing to transfer the same when relieved from office, 
or called upon to do so, shall be responsible under his 
bond for the money value of any discrepancy which may 
1k> determined to exist between the funds and property 
which were issued to hiiti nnd with which he stands 
charged, and that which may be located and recovered by 
his successor or other designated officer. Such money 
value to be determined upon the bnsis of the cost of re- 
placing the property lost or destroyed as determined by a 
surveying officer duly appointed by the Commander-in- 
Chief to investigate and report upon the case, and who 
shall submit with his report all evidence bearing npon the 
loss ur disposition ©f the funds and property. 

(el- — Acting upon the report of a surveying officer, the 
Commander-in-Chief may direct that an officer or enlisted 
m;m be charged with the money value of any- articles of 
military property required to be purchased to replace 
similar articles which have been lost, injured or destroyed 
through his fault or neglect, and the sum so charged 
against such officer or enlisted man may be deducted and 
Stopped from ;my pay, allowances or other moneys which 
may thereafter liecome due him from the United States 
or State. If there be no pay or allowances due or soon 
to become due such officer or enlisted man. the Command 
er-in Chief may direct him to pay in to the Military De- 
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kwt, destroyed or injured articles of military property for 
which he is held responsible, within a given time, and, 
njxin his failing to comply with such direction, the officer 
or enlisted man shall be snbject to trial by a court 
martial. Any moneys stopped or collected under this 
section on account of the loss, destruction or injury of 
public military property shall be paid over to The Adju- 
tant General, and shall be applied by the latter 1o the 
purchase of articles of military property to replace those 
which were lost or destroyed, or to repair those injured; 
Provided, however, That the failure to collect any sums 
charged against an officer or enlisted man as provided for 
under this paragraph shall not operate as relieving him 
from responsibility under his bond. 

Section 696, — Penalty /or Misuse of Nihility Property. 
Whoever nses or wears, except in the i>ei-formance of tuili 
tary duty, or upon public parades, by special permission; 
nf rlie commanding officer, any article, of the uniform or 
other article of military property issued by the State, or 
whoever shall lend the same, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be punished by 
a flue not exceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in 
a county jail not exceeding three months; and if the per 
son be in the military service of the State he shall also 
be deemed guilty of conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline, and may be punished by a 
military court. 

Section 697. — Penalty for Wearing the Uniform bt/ I n 
authorized Persons. — Any person who shall wear any 
uniform, or any device, strap, knot or insignia or any 
design or character used as a designation of rank, grade 
or office, such as hy law or by general regulation, duly 
promulgated, are prescribed for the use of the active 
militia; except members of the Army and Navy of the 
1'nited States, the organized militia of this or any other 
State, members of associations wholly composed of sol- 
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diet's honorably discharged from the service of the United 
Slates, Confederate States, or of any State, and members 
of I lie order of Sons of Veterans, or Sons of Confederate 
Veterans, and (he faculty and students of regularly char- 
tered educational institutions, where military science is 
a prescribed part of the course of instruction; shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall he punished by a fine of not less than ten and not 
more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding three months, or by both such fine and imprison- 
fuent at the discretion of the court. 

Section 698. — Colors and Flag to Be Furnished. — Each 
regiment shall l>e furnished by The Adjutant (leiieral 
upon requisition of the regimental commander, with the 
national colors and a regimental flag. 

Section Gi)9. — Articles of H'ar.— The- Articles of War 
governing the armies oT the United States shall be appli- 
cable to and .shall govern the National Guard of Florida 
insofar as they are not inconsistent with the Constitution 
and laws of this State. 

Section 70(1. — Regulations; How Promulgated. — The 
Adjutant General is hereby authorized to prepare and 
promulgate articles, rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment and discipline of the National Guard of Florida, 
not inconsistent with the Constitution and laws of the 
United States or of this State, which articles, rules and 
regulations, wheu approved by the Governor, shall be 
published to the troops and shall be enforced, and a copy 
of lite same shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of 
Slate. 

Section 701. — May Adept Constitution and By-Laws.— 
Any company, battery or band may adopt such constitu- 
tion and by-laws for its government and discipline, not 
inconsistent with this article and the regulations pre- 
scribed by The Adjutant General, as a majority of the 
members of such organization may deem proper, and such 
constitution and by-laws, when approved by The Adju- 
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tant iieueral, sliall have the force and effect of regula- 
tions. 

702. — Court-Martial. — Courts-martial in the State of 
Florida shall lie of three kinds, namely: First, general 
courts-martial; second, special courts-martial; and third, 
si m i run ry courts-martial. They shall be const ituted ;ind 
have cognizance of the same subjects, and possess like 
powers, except as to punishments, as similar courts pro- 
vided for by the laws of tlie United States and organized 
nadear the articles of war and the rules and regular inn » 
for the United States Army, The proceedings of courts- 
martini shall be assimilated to the forms and modes of 
procedure prescribed for like courts organized under the 
articles of war and the rules and regulations for the go* 
eminent of the armies of the United States. 

703. — Powers of General and Special Courts-Martial. — 
iieueral courts-martial may be convened by order of the 
Commander-in-Chief or of any general officer, and such 
courts shall have power to impose fines not exceeding two 
hundred dollars; to sentence to forfeiture of pay and al- 
lowances; to a reprimand; to dismissal or dishonorable 
discharge from the service; to reduce non-commissioned 
officers to the ranks; to sentence enlisted men to confine- 
ment when in the field in camps of instruction, at ren- 
demms for target practice, on practice marches, or when- 
ever engaged in active and continuous military duty; 
Provided, however, That such confinement shall not ex- 
tend beyond the time of its return to its home station of 
the organization to which such men belong and its relief 
from duty; or any two or more of such punishments 
may lie combined in the sentences imposed by such courts. 

(a). — The commanding officer of a district, garrison, 
camp or other place where troops are on duty, and the 
commanding officer of a brigade, regiment, detached bat- 
talion, or other detached command, may appoint special 
courts martial for his command ; but such special courts- 
martial may in any case be appointed by superior author- 
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itv wlien by the latter deemed desirable. Special courts- 
martial shall have ]>ower to try ant person subject to 
military law, except an officer, for any crime or offense 
made punishable by the laws of Florida, and such special 
courts-martial shall have the same powers of punishment 
as general courls martial, except that fines imposed by 
such courts shall tint exceed one hundred dollars. 

I hi. — No sentence of dismissal from the service or dis- 
honorable discharge shall be executed until approved by 
the Commander-in-Chief. 

(c). — Presidents of courts-martial .shall have power to 
issue warrants to the Sheriffs of the State to arrest ac- 
cused jiersons and bring them before the court for trial 
whenever such persons have disobeyed an order in writing 
from the convening authority to appear before such court, 
a copy of the charge or charges having been delivered to 
the accused with such order. Judge-advocates of all 
courts martial shall have authority to issue subpoenas 
for the attendance of witnesses, and courts martial shall 
have power to punish a refusal to he sworn or to answer, 
as provided in actions lief ore civil courts. 

Section 704. — Duties of Sheriffs. — The President of any 
coun martial assembled in pursuance of this article may 
make a requsition upon the Sheriff of the county id which 
the session is held for a Peputy Sheriff to attend upon the 
conrt. and such Deputy Sheriff shall receive for his at- 
tendance and services the same pay and fees and be sub- 
ject to the same responsibilities as when attending upon 
the sessions of the Circuit Court. 

70Ti. — Sentences of (lenenil and Sjn-cial Courts-Martial ; 
How Enforced. — No sentence of a courts-martial shall be 
carried into effect uniil the same shall have been approved 
by the officer ordering 1he court, or by the officer com- 
manding for the time being. When the officer ordering 
the court, or the officer commanding for the time being, 
approves a sentence of a court-martial imposing a fine 
on an offender, said offender shall have a period of ten 
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days from the publication of the finding and sentence "f 
said court-martial, and the approval t hereof l>y such offl 
eft-, within which to pay such tine to his immediate com 
u landing officer, who shall at once remit tin- amoral of 
said tine to The Adjutant General, OJ whom such moneys 
shall l»e applied toward the payment of the cnsi of eon- 
dm-ting the court-martial, or any other proper expenses 
of the Military Department. When such fine and Sheriff's 
feen are not paid within the time presented, it shall te 
the duty of the immediate commanding officer of the 
delinquent to report such fact to the officer who ordered 
the court, or to the commanding officer for the time being: 
and it shall he the duty of the officer who ordered the 
court, or the commanding officer for the time being, to 
then issue his warrant, directed to the Sheriff of the 
county where the offender is, commanding him to arrest 
the delinquent and keep him confined in I he jail of said 
eonnty until the fine and Sheriff's fees are paid, or until 
the delinquent has teen kept in confinement in said jail 
one day for each dollar, or fraction thereof, of the fine 
and sheriff's fees. It shall te the duty of the Sheriff re- 
ceiving such warrant to execute it promptly and make 
return of Imw he has executed the same to the officer hy 
whom it was issued. 

"lit;. — I'turers to Commute. Remit and Pardon. — The 
Coventor shall have j»ower to remit or commute sentences 
im]>osed by military courts, and to pardon the offenders. 
Every officer who has power to order a court -martial shall 
have power to remit or mitigate any punishment adjudged 
by it. except the dismissal of an officer. 

Section 707. — Con it -Martial Proceedings; ffoir Din- 
jHtsetl of. — The reviewing authority of courts-martial 
made tefore taking action in » case, submit the record 
of the proceedings to the Judge Advocate General's I>e 
partment through the office of The Adjutant General, for 
review and report as to their legality and regularity. The 
reviewing authority of every court-martial shall, with as

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much expedition as the opportunity of time and place 
will j>ermit, forward the original proceedings, finding 
and sentence of such court, with record of his action there 
on, to the office of The Adjutant General, where they 
shall be carefully preserved. 

Section 708.— The Summary Court. — The commanding 
officer of each garrison, fort, post or other place, regiment 
or corps, detached battalion, detached company or other 
detachment in the National Guard of Florida shall have 
jmwer lo a] ►point for such place or command a summary 
court to consist of one officer, who shall have power to 
administer oaths and to try the enlisted men of such 
garrison, fort, post or other place, or of such regiment or 
enrps, detached battalion, detached company or other de- 
tachment in the National Guard of Florida, for breaches 
of discipline and violations of the laws governing such 
organizations; and said court when satisfied of the guilt 
of an accused soldier, may impose fines not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for the same offense; may sentence 
mm commissioned officers to reduction to the ranks: may 
sentence to forfeiture of pay and allowances, or, when 
the troops are in the field in camps of instruction, at 
rendezvous for target practice, on practice marches, or 
otherwise engaged in active service, may sentence to con- 
finement; Provided, That such confinement shall not ex- 
tend beyond the time of the return to its home station 
of the command to which the soldier l>elongs; and its re- 
lief from duty. The proceedings of such courts shall l>e 
informal, and the minutes thereof shall be the same as 
is prescribed for summary courts in the Army of the 
United States. No sentence of a summary court shall 
be binding or of effect until appi-mcil by the officer a|>- 
jsomting the court, or the officer commanding for the 
time being. The summary court shall have power to issue 
warrants to the Sheriffs of the State to arrest acinse;l 
I»ersons and bring them before it for trial whenever such 
persons have disobeyed an order in writing from the 
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officer appointing such court, to appear Itefnre it; n copy 
of rhe charge or charges h-eiug delivered to the accused 
with said order. T!ie nummary court shalJ also have 
power to issue siibjxwnas for witnesses, to punish for 
i < ■ f 1 1 r- : 1 1 ro be sworn to answer, as in the cat* of other mili- 
tary courts. Tin* commanding officers authorized to a"p- 
prove the senteuces of summary courts, and superior 
authority, shall have |>ower to remit or mitigate ilie same. 

Section 7u.t. — 8etttenc«a of Summary Court, Hoir Exe- 
cuted. — f'pon the approval of any sentence of a summary 
court the officer ordering the court, or the officer com* 
uiaiiiling lor i Ik* time l>eing. shall at once notify the 
offender, liy registered mail or in jierson, of the sentence 
of said court and his approval thereof, aod said offender 
shall have a period of ten days from such notification in 
which to pay his immediate commanding officer the fine 
imjiosed by such court ;md Sheriff's fees. 'Whcu such 
fines and fees ,>v not paid within the period prescribed. 
said immediate commanding officer of the delinquent 
shall at once report the fact to the officer appointing said 
court, or the officer commanding for the time Wing, and 
it shall be tlte dot* of the officer appointing the court or 
the commandii.s officer for the time being, to issue his 
warrant, directed to the Sheriff of the county where the 
offender is, commanding him to arrest the delinquent and 
keep him confined in the jail of such county until the 
fine and ShenTs fees are [mid. or until such delinquent 
has ht'i'N kept confined in said jail one day for each dollar, 
or' fraction thereof, of said fine and fees. It shall he the 
duty of the Sheriff receiving such warrant to execute it 
promptly and in -ike proper return of how he has executed 
the same to the officer by whom is was issued. 

Section 710. — Summary Court Fines; Disposition of. — 
Alt fines imposed iijion any enlisted man by any summary 
court shall at one*' l>e paid over by the officer receiving 
the same to the cotumunding officer of the organization 
to which such enlisted man so fined belongs, and will be 
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treated by such cmnnniuding officer as public funds. Such 
funds so obtained may be ex j tended in maintaining the 
organ i Million and will be accounted for by the responsi- 
ble officer upon his account current. 

Section 711. — Additional Potrers. Military Courts. — 
Military courts are empowered to issue all processes and 
mandates, including writs and warrants necessary and 
proper to cany into roll effect the powers vested in said 
courts. Such mandates and processes may be directed to 
the Sheriff of any county, and shall be in such form as 
may, from time to time, he prescribed by the Judge- Advo- 
cate General and published by The Adjutant General in 
the rules and regulations issued by him under this act. 
It shall be the duty of all officers to whom such mandates 
and processes are so directed to execute the same and 
make return of their acts thereunder, according to the re- 
quirements of the same. Any officer who shall neglect 
or refuse to perform the duty enjoined upon him by 
this article shall be subject to the same liabilities, pen- 
alties and punishments as are prescribed by law for 
neglect or refusal to perform any other duty of his office. 

Section 712, — Members of Courts Not Liahle.So ac- 
tion or proceeding shall he prosecuted or maintained 
against a member of a military cottrl or officer or person 
aeting under its authority or reviewing its proceedings, 
on account of the approval or imposition or execution 
(tf any sentence, m* the imposition or collection of a fine 
or penalty, or the execution of any warrant, writ, execu- 
tion, process or mandate of any military court.- The 
jurisdiction of the courts and boards established by the 
code shall lie presumed, and the burden of proof will rest 
upon any person seeking to oust such courts or hoards of 
jurisdiction in any action or proceeding. 

Section 713. — Sheriff's Fees. — Fees to Sheriffs for the 
service of all process issuing out of military courts, and 
for the attendance of Deputy Sheriff's upon such courts, 
shall be the same as provided by law for the service of 
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similar process issued by the civil courts of the State. 
In trials by summary court, when the accused lias been 
acquitted, the Sheriff's costs and fees shall be paid out 
of the public funds in possession of the commanding offi- 
cer of the organization to which the accused belongs. In 
court -martial trials, the fees and pay of Sheriff's or !>*■ 
puty Sheriffs shall be upon an account certified as cor- 
rect by the Judge Advocate of the court and approved hv 
The Adjutant Geaeral. 

Section 714. — May Punish for Contempt. — Any person 
who shall be guilty of disorderly, contemptuous or in 
decorous language or expression to or before any military 
court, or any member of such court, in open court, lend 
ing to interrupt its proceed! a gs, pr to impair the rcsj>ect 
due its authority, or who shall commit any breach of the 
peace, or make any noises or other disturbances, directly 
tending to interrupt its proceedings, may be committed 
by warrant under the hand of the president of the court 
to tlie jail of the county in which said court shall sit, 
there to remain without bail in confinement for a time 
to be limited, not exceeding three days. 

Section 715. — Efficiency of Troops, Officers Rftt pons-i- 
ble For. — The officer commanding the organized militia 
of this State may cause those under his command to per 
form any military duty, and shall be responsible to the 
flovernoi* for the general efficiency of the organized mili- 
tia and for the drill, instruction, inspection, small-arms 
and artillery practice, and care of the troops. The com 
mantling officers of organizations shall l>e resfxinsible to 
their immediate commanders for the equipment, drill, 
instruction and efficiency of their respective commands. 
All commissioned officers and enlisted men shall be re 
sponsible to their immediate commanding officers for 
prompt and unhesitating obedience, proper drill, and the 
preservation and proper use of the property of the United 
States. State, or organization, in their possession. 

Section 71G, — ffoir Ordered Out. — When an invasion of 
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or insurrection in the State is made or threatened, nr 
whenever ihere exists a riot, mob, unlawful assembly, 
breach of the jwaee or resistance to the execution of the 
laws of the State, or imminent danger thereof, and the 
civil authorities are unable to suppress the same. It 
shall he the duly of the Commander-in-Chief, or in case 
lie cannot he reached and the emergency will not permit 
of awaiting his orders, it shall be the duty of The Adju- 
tant General to issue an order to the officer in command 
of The nearest foody of Hoops, commanding him to pro- 
ceed with the troops under him, or as many thereof, as 
may lie necessary, with all possible promptness, to sup- 
press the same. In auy case where neither the Command- 
er-in-Chief nor The Adjutant General can be reached, and 
the exigency of the occasion shall require it, the county 
judge of any county where there may exist a riot, mob, 
unlawful assembly, breach of the peace or resistance to 
the execution of the laws of the State, or imminent danger 
i hereof, ;ind the civil authorities are unable to suppress 
the same, shall have the power and authority, and it shall 
be the duty of such county judge, upon the application of 
the Sheriff or the mayor of any city or town in said 
county, to issue an order to the officer in command of any 
company, or body of troops, in such county, commanding 
him to proceed with the troops under him, or as many 
thereof as may l>e necessary, with all possible promptness 
to suppress the same. 

Stviion 717.— tuity When Ordered Out, ami Penalty 
for Failure to Comply. — Any officer receiving such orders 
shall immediately notify the officers and enlisted men 
under his command, and as soon as his troops can be as- 
sembled, proceed to the place where such mob or body of 
riotous persons assembled to break the law may be, and 
he or the Sheriff of the county or other peace officer ac- 
companying him, shall warn all such persons to desist and 
disperse, and use such force as may be necessary to re 
stoie [ieace and overcome resistance. Any officer failing 
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to comply with the provisions of this section and any 
officer or enlisted man so notified by Uis commanding 
officer, who shall fail to obey such order, unless prevent 
ed by physical disability, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and ii]H)ii conviction shall be punished by flue not exceed- 
ing Ave hundred dollars, and by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six moutlis, either or both, at the discretion of 
the court, and may also be dismissed or dishonorably 
discharged by sentence of a court-martial. 

Section 718. — Conduct nf Military Aiding Civil Author- 
ities. — When an armed force is called out in aiil of the 
civil authorities, the orders of the civil officer or officers 
may extend to a direction of the general or specitic ob- 
jects to be accomplished and the duration of service by 
the active militia, but the tactical direction of the troops, 
the. kind and extent of force to be used, and the parti- 
cular means to be employed to accomplish the objects 
specified by the civil officers are left solely to the officers 
of the active militia. Every endeavor must be made, 
both by the civil officers and officers con mm tiding the 
troops which can be, consistently with the preservation 
of life and property, to induce rioters or persons lawless- 
ly assembled to disperse before an attack is made upon 
them by which their lives may be endangered. 

Section 719. — Extent of Liability. — Members of the 
militia ordered into the active service of the State by 
any proper authority shall not be liable, civilly or crim- 
inally, for any lawful act or acts done by them in the jter- 
formance of their duty. 

Section 720. — Required to Participate in Drift*, Field 
Exercises and Par>i<? — Every company, troop ami de- 
tachment of the National Ouard of Florida, not excused 
by the Governor, shall participate in field exercises, 
whether it be a camp of instruction, rendezvous for tar- 
get practice, or practice march, for at least live cnnsi-i u 
five days each year, and shall assemble for instruction at 
company, battalion or regimental armories or other rem 
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dezvons at least twice each month, and of toner upon the 
order of commanding officers. Comma tiding officers shall 
iilsn have authority to order and provide for inspections, 
masters and other ceremonies and parades; and the Com- 
mander-in Chief may order out any part of the troops fir 
escort and other do lies. 

Section 7:21, — Governor May Order Troops Beyond 
State for Instruction, — The Commander-in-Chief is auth- 
orized to order oat the National Guard of Florida and, if 
necessary, to order them beyond the limits of the Stale, 
for the purpose of participating in any encampment, man 
euvcrs or field instruction of any part of the Regular 
Army of I he Co i ted States, at or near any military post 
or camp, or lake or seacoast defenses of the Cnite.l States. 
whenever participation in such encampment, maneuvers 
or field insf rnction is authorized by the Secretary of 
War. 

Section 722. — Pay for Parti ri 'potion in Field Bteercises, 
— When attending camps of instruction or participating 
in other field exercises, except as provided for under the 
foregoing Section, the members of the National Guard of 
Florida shall receive the following compensation: Officers, 
three dollars a day and such allowances for horse hire 
to those whose duties require vhem to he mounted and 
who actually are mounted as may be fixed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, not exceeding two dollars per day; en- 
listed men, such pay and subsistence as are at the time a I 
lowed' by law in the Cnited States Army for their res- 
]tertivc grades. The Comptroller shall, upon requisition 
of The Adjutant General, approved by the Commander- 
in-Chief, draw his warrant upon the Treasurer in favor 
of The Adjutant General for ssiiii expenditures as are 
authorized under this Section and such other expenses 
as may be necessary to the conduct of such encampment 
or field exercises, including costs of transportation lahor 
and supplies; which requisition shall be paid from any 
moneys in the Treasury appropriated for the expenses of 
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encampments and flelrl exercises during that year. When 
tlie appropriation is insufficient. Tlie Adjutant General 
may pay the troops pro rata; Provided, howeverj That 
nothing in this Section shall be construed as repealing 
or modifying the provisions of Chapter .KJTiT. La .v: of 
Florida. 

Section 723 — Pay. Courts-Martial, Aiding the Civil 
Authorities, Etc. — All officers serving on courts-martial 
shall be considered in actual service and shall be entitled 
to five cents per mile for traveling expenses, and the 
same pay as when in attendance at encampments. Wit- 
nesses shall be allowed five cents per mile for traveling 
expenses and the same pay as witnesses in attendance 
upOn civil courts. 

(a) — When called out under this article to aid the civil 
authorities, or when employed under t tit* orders of the 
Commander-in-Chief to preserve flic public peace, to exe- 
cute the laws of the State, to suppress insurrection or 
to rei>e] invasion, the National Guard of Florida, includ- 
ing both officers and enlisted men, shall receive the same 
pay and subsistence as are at the time allowed by law 
to those holding similar grades and positions in the 
United States Army, and shall be provided with trans- 
portation when ordered away from home. 

(h)— The Comptroller shall, upon requisition of The 
Adjutant General, approved by the Governor, draw his 
warrant ii|mui the Treasurer ror such expesditnres ;is are 
authorized under this Section, which shall be paid from 
any moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Section 724 — Pay Rolls. — Commanding officers shall, 
within ten days after being called on to perforin a in- 
active duty for which pay is provided by law, make and 
forward to The Adjutant General certified pay rolls, in 
triplicate, of the field and staff, non-commissioned staff 
and hand, company, troop or detachment, respectively, 
specifying the name and rank of each man and the num- 
ber of days that he was present and performing duty. 



One of these rolls will be tiled with the Comptroller, one 
with The Adjutant General and one with the retained 
copies of reports of the organization. 

Section 725 — Ej^vmes of the Military Deportment, — 
The general current expenses of the Military Department 
not otherwise specially appropriated and provided for 
shall be paid from the fund for current expenses &t the 
Military Department, by whatever uame or titte such 
fund shall be known and designated, upon requisition 
of The Adjutant General, approved by the Governor, aud 
no payments shall be made from such fund except upon 
such requisition so presented and signed by The Adjutant 
General and the Governor. 

Section 726. — AUuuunces, — There shall be aunually 
paid to the Quartermaster of the Brigade, each regiment 
and battalion, and quarterly to the commanding officer 
of each company, troop and machine gun platoon, to the 
medical officers commanding regimental detachments of 
the Hospital Corps, and to the chief musicians of bands, 
ujk>u their requisition, approved by the post commander 
and by The Adjutant General, the following sums for the 
maintenance or such organizations and for the care of all 
public property entrusted to their charge; Brigade, five 
hundred dollars; regiment, one hundred dollars; hntta- 
lion, twenty dollars; company, troop and band, twenty- 
five dollars; detachment of the Hospital Corps and ma- 
chine gun platoon, twelve and one-half dollars. There 
may also be paid to inspectors of small arms practice, 
upon their requisition, approved by the commanding 
officer of the organization to which they are attached and 
by The Adutant General, not exceeding fifty dollars; and 
to the Surgeon General, upon his requisition, approved 
by The Adjutant General, not exceeding twenty-live dol- 
lars, for the annual expenses of their respective offices; 
Provided, That the payment of these allowances shall be 
subject to such rules and restrictions as may be prescribed 
bv the Kegnlatious for the government of the National 
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Guard of Florida, and that all moneys so paid shall be 
treated as public funds and accounted for as also may be 
prescrilied by the Regulations. 

taj — The rent of armories sltnll be j»aid by i he Slate 
out of a fund to In? hi cnnially appropriated by the Lefje- 
lature. 

727 — Armory Hoard; Armorirts: Hoir Obtained. That 
there shall l>e appointed withiu the State of Florida an 
Armory Board, to consist of the Governor, The Adjutant 
General and three other persona to Ik> appointed by the 
Governor, who shall he commissioned ollicers of the or 
gnnized militia of the 81ute nf Florida, whose duty it 
shall he to consider and approve p'aiis for all armor. >- 
or other buildings to lie used for military parpen* before 
sii.'h buildings f-hall he either rented purchased or eoii- 
strueteil by the State. 

(a) — That whenever appropriation may be made by tin- 
State Legislature for the purpose, the Armory Hoard 
as appointed, if empowered to erect or provide upon micIi 
terms as may lie decided upon by such Armory Beard as 
being most advantageous to the State, an arsenal and 
armories for the use of the organized militia, and in 
which shall be stored and safely kept all property of the 
United States and of the State issued for military pur- 
poses, and which armories shall lie used for drills, meet- 
ings and as a place of rendezvous by the units of the 
organized militia assigned to the snine. 

(b) — The commanding officer at every station of Hie 
troops may, when authorized by the Armory Hoard, rent 
an armory for the use of the troops at his station: ant! 
if there be two or more organizations located in the 
same city or town, they shall, if practicable, be ipiarlereil 
in the same armory. lOach armory must contain an at) 
senibly room of suitable proportions, and such secure 
storing room?, as will accommodate all militarv property 
issued for the troops at that station, and must be other- 
wise constructed and equipped as may be prcscrilted by 
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Hie Armory Board. No armory shall be rented or ac- 
cepted fin- use by anv commanding officer until a plan or 
description of the building, showing dimensions and ap 
[Hiiiihnetifs, shall have been submitted to and approved 
by tin- Armory Board. 

(c) — The Armory Board shall have full power to pur- 
chase ground in the various localities throughout Hie 
Stale, whenever the erection of an armory may be author- 
ized, s;iiil ground, in each instance, to be purchased in the 
name and fur the use of the State of Florida. The Ar- 
mory Hoard shall have authority to receive from counties, 
municipalities and other sources, donations of land and 
emit rilnit ions of money to aid in providing, improving 
and maintaining an arsenal, armories, camp site, target 
ranges, etc.. throughout the State, and any property so 
donated f-hall he held as other property for the use of 
tlif Shite of Florida; and such counties and municipal- 
ities are lierehy authorized and empowered to make such 
donations and contributions for the purposes herein set 
forth. Whenever it may become necessary in the public 
interest lo acquire private property in order to provide 
necessary land for camp grounds, rifle ranges or armories 
for the organized militia of the State, and the same can- 
not lie acquired by agreement satisfactory to the Armory 
Board and the parlies interested in, or the owners of such 
private property, the Armory Board is hereby authorized 
and empowered to exercise the right of eminent domain, 
and to proceed to condemn such property in the manner 
provided by law. Any suits or actions brought by' the 
Armory Board to condemn property, as provided for 
uic'ei' this section, shall l>e brought in the name of the 
Armory Board, and it shall be the duty of the Attorney 
General of the State of Florida to conduct the proceed- 
ings fur and to act as the counsel of the said board in 
such matter. 

(dl — Upon any ground purchased or acquired as pro- 
vided for under this section, the Armory Board is author- 
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ized to erect armor ie* for the iikt of the organized militia 
stationed at the post where the armories are to lie local id. 
When such armories are ereetetl or provided, tlie Armory 
Hoard shall have ehurge thereof, and shall arrange for 
their occupancy and use under the direetion and respon 
sihility of the senior officer of the line in command at 
sn i'li post. 

Section T'JS — A n wp ff Board; Armartetj CoafroJ of—t 

fa) The armory Hoard shall also ronstitute si hoard 
for the general management and control of all armories 
when established and shall have the power to adopt ai.-.I 
preserilie rules for their government and management. 
All failed States and Slate property niust be kept there- 
in, and the commanders oT troops using the armories will 
be held resjsmsible for the safekeeping and pro|a*r care 
of such property and its protection against misappropria. 
tion or loss. Armories, while occupied by the troupe, 
shall be considered military posts, and be tinder exclusive 
control and jurisdiction of the officer commanding the 
jiost. 

tbi The Armory Hoard shall also be charged with the 
supervision and management of any permanent camp site, 
target range or ranges, which are now or may hereafter 
become the projierty of the State; or which. In'iiig the 
property of the Tinted States, may l>e turned over to the 
State to be used for military purposes; rack board shall 
have the authority to provide for the maintenance and 
ptojier equipment of the wime from any funds which may 
be available for the purjjose. 

hi The term of each member of the Armory Hoard, 
other than the Governor, Adjulant General and Quarter- 
master (Jeueral, shall be four years from the dale nf his 
appointment, and in case of a vacancy in such hoard, bv 
death or otherwise, the Governor shall have authority 
to fill the same. 

(d) The members of the Armory Board shall perform 
the duties imposed uj*on them hy the provisions of this 



at ■[ i\ ithout any special compensation for their services; 
Inn ilK'ir actual and necessary exposes, incident to the 
performance of their official duties, shall be borne by the 
Stale, and be payable from the appropriation for the 
expenses of the Florida State Troops. 

(e) The Armory Hoard shall make a report ami a ally 
of the proceedings incident to the location and manage- 
ment of armories, respectively, and also as to the manage 
ment of other property entrusted to its care, with a de- 
tailed account of all disbursements: which rejxirt shall 
lie filed in the office of The Adjutant General, and shall 
Ik* printed in the annual report of his department. 

Section 72!J — Inspections. — The Commander-in-Chief 
niiiv from time to time require inspections to he made by 
officers of the Inspector General's Department or other 
officer or officers of the National Guard of Florida, or by 
any officer or officers of the 1'nited States Army who may 
be detailed under authority from the Secretary of War. 

lai If it shall appear from the report of an inspecting 
officer, appointed under this Section, that any officer is 
incompetent or is impairing the efficiency of the organi- 
sation to which he belongs by mismanagement, neglect or 
misconduct, the Commander-in-Chief shall take the action 
provided for under Paragraph A, Section 682, of this 
Article. 

( in If it shall appear from the report of an inspect- 
ing officer, appointed under this Section, that any puhlic 
property which has been distributed to organizations for 
use, has not been safely kept or properly housed, handled, 
administered and aceounted for, or that it has been loan- 
ed or injured, or used for other than military purposes, 
the Com ii lander- in -Chief shall institute such disciplinary 
measures as are provided for by law, and may order the 
Judge- Advocate General, or other proper legal officer of 
the State, to prosecute the bond given by the responsible 
officer, and may, in his discretion, disband the organiza- 
tion. 
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Section 730 — Diaubvdirmt of Order*, Arrest For.— Any 
officer or enlisted man m military duty who shall dis- 
ubey the orders of his superiors, or misbehave or demean 
himself in a manner not becoming an officer or soldier, 
shall be immediately placed under arrest, and if an en- 
listed man, shall be disarmed and placed under guard, 
and shall be tried and punished by a court-martial at-co ril- 
ing to law and military usage. 

Section 731 — -Authority Over Civilians Interfering With 
Militia. — If any person shall interrupt, molest or insult, 
by abusive words or behavior, or shall obstruct or inter- 
fere with any officer or enlisted man while on duty at 
any parade, drill or meeting of his military organization, 
or while engaged in the performance of any other proper 
military duty, he shall immediately be put under guard 
and may be kept, at the discretion of the coiiflnuiidiug 
officer, until the parade, drill meeting or duty is con- 
cluded ; and the commamtteg officer may commil such 
person to any police officer or constable of any town or 
city where such parade, drill, meeting or duty is held, 
or to the Sheriff of the county, who shall detain him for 
examination before a court having jurisdiction of the 
place. 

■ Ik Every comma ncliug officer when on duty may fix 
necessary limits or bounds to bis parade or camp, not 
including a public road wfffcis HKh MtUttAa, in net Ml 
ner as to prevent traveling therein; and within such 
bounds and limits no jjerson shall enter withdut leave; 
nnd the commanding officer at any post may refuse to 
unauthorized persons entrance into any armory or other 
building in which troops may be quartered, whenever, in 
bis judgment, the exigencies of the service mnke this 
expedient. Whoever intrudes within the limits of any 
parade, camp, armory or building occupied as quarters, 
lifter being forbidden, may be ejected, forcibly if neces- 
sary, or may l>e confined tinder guard, as provided for in 
the foregoing paragraph ; and whoever resists a sentry 
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endeavoring to exclude him from such limits may be 
attested 1 > v order of the commanding officer, and tried 
upon bis complaint for assault,. 

(C) No person shall discriminate against any officer 
or unlisted man of tbe National Guard of Florida because 
uf his membership in the militia. No person shall pro- 
hibit or refuse entrance to any officer or enlisted man of 
the Army or Navy of the United States or of the Nation- 
al Guard of this State into any public entertainment or 
place of amusement because such officer or enlisted man 
is wearing the uniform of the organization to which he 
belongs. No employer or agent of any corporation, com- 
jKiny or firm shall discharge any person from employment 
under them because of being an officer or enlisted man 
of tbe organized militia, or because being a regularly com- 
missioned or enlisted member of tbe militia, he shall 
have been called away to perform some proper military 
duly legally required of bim. 

i d i Any person violating the provisions of the fore- 
going paragraph of this Section shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction before a court of 
competent jurisdiction, may be fined not exceeding two 
hundred dollars, or sentenced to confinement for not 
exceeding six months, or both, at the discretion of tbe 
Court. 

(ei It shall be unlawful for any association, club, 
society or other organised body, of a fraternal or social 
character, or organized for tbe mutual protection and 
benefit of its members, to incorporate in its charter, con 
stitutions or by-laws, or to adopt any rule seeking to or 
having the effect of debarring from its membership or 
from the equal enjoyment of its privileges, the members 
of tbe organized militia. Any association, club, society 
ur oilier organized body violating the provisions of this 
Section shall forfeit any charter granted it by tbe State 
and all privileges granted to or enjoyed by it under the 
State law. 



Section THi! — fYmjsM. — Any member of the National 
Guard of Florida who. while in active service under Sec- 
tion 716 of this Article, is wounded or disabled.

— The salary ef 
The Adjutant General shall be two thousand five hundred 
if 2,500.00) dollars a year. All orders and instructions 
emanating from the Commander-in-Chief, and all general 
regulations, shall be communicated to the troops and to 
the individuals in the military service through The Adju 
tant General, and he shall be the organ of nil written 
communications from the Florida State Troops to the 
Commander-in-Chief. He shall attend the Commander-in- 
Chief when required in reviews of the Florida Stnt?- 
Troops, or whenever ordered, in the performance of tutli 
tary duty, and shall obey and issue all orders in relation 
thereto, and to all other military matters, as the Com 
mander-in-Cliief may give. Me shall cause to lw prepared 
and issue to the different organizations of the organ ised 
militia all necessary books and blanks for reports, records, 
returns, and general administration, and shall, at the 
expense of the State, cause Hie military laws, military 
code and regulations in force, to be printed, bound in 
proper form, and distributed, one copy to each conn n is 
sinned officer, and to each Sheriff and county clerk, to he 
turned over by them to their successors in office, and 
shall procure and supply all necessary text hooks of drill 
and instruction. He shall prepare, attest and distribute 
all military commissions issued by the Governor, and

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shall keep a record of the same, and of all changes occur- 
ring in the commissioned force. He shall enroll the 
names of all enlisted soldiers, and shall keep and hie 
in his office all enlistments and descriptive lists, official 
hoods, the reports and returns of troops and heads of 
military departments, aud all other writings and papers 
which axe required to be transmitted to and preserved at 
the general headquarters of the State militia. 

Section 7.'U — Additional Duties of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral. — The Adjjutant General shall make returns to the 
Secretary of War. at such times and in such form as the 
latter shall from time to time prescribe, of the strength of 
the organized militia, and shall also make such 'reports 
as may from time to time be required hy the Secretary of 
War, He shall annually, on or before the second Mon- 
day in March, make and submit to the Commander-in- 
Chief, to he laid before the Legislature, a detailed report 
of the work of his department, containing a statement 
of all monies received and expended by him; showing 
the amount of military property received and on hand, 
its condition and in whose possession; showing the actual 
condition and strength of the organized militia ; making 
such recommendations as he may deem necessary to pro- 
mote the interests of the service, and transmitting the 
reports of the other military departments. 

Section 735 — Additional Duties of The Adjjutant Gen- 
eral. — In addition to the foregoing duties and all other 
duties properly pertaining to the office of The Adjutant 
General and Chief of Staff, he shall keep all records of 
Florida Volunteers commissioned or enlisted for the War 
between the States. Indian Wars, Spanish- American War, 
and all other wars or insurrections. He shall assist all 
persons residing in the State of Florida having claims 
against the United States for ] tension, bounty or hack 
pay, where such claims have arisen out of or by reason 
of service in any of the said wars or insurrections, and 
shall furnish, to claimants only, all necessary certificates 
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and certified adstraets from the records and documents 
in l.i is office: Provided, That any or all of the above ser- 
vices shall be rendered without charge to the claimant. 
The Adjutant General shall he provided with such ac- 
commodations as are furnished administrative and other 
State officers, and the printing of such forms, Masks and 
stationery sis may he necessary for the proper conduct 
and administration of his office shall be provided for as 
in other general public printing. He shall establish and 
maintain as part of his office a Bureau of Records of the 
services of Florida troojts during the said wars, and shall 
be the eustodian of all records, relics, trophies, colors 
and histories relating to such wars, now in possession of 
or which may be acquired by the State of Florida ; and 
such records, relies, trophies, colors and histories shall 
be catalogued and arranged or filed for general reference 
and protection in the office of The Adjutant General at 
the State Capitol. The Adjutant General shall have a 
seal of office, to be approved hy the Commander-in-rhicf, 
and all copies or papers in his office, duly certified and 
authenticated under the snid seal, shall be evidence in 
all cases in like manner as if the originals were produced. 

Section 736 — Duties of Other Of/?ee>-*.— The duties of 
the officers of the several staff corps and departments, 
other than those specially prescribed for The Adjutant 
General and Chief of Staff in the preceding Sections, shall 
be such as usually pertain to officers of like grades in 
similar staff corps and departments of the Regular Army 
of the United States, and such other proj»er military 
dnties as they may be ordered to perform by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief or Chief of Staff. 

(a) On or before the fifteenth day of December of each 
year, the commanding general of each brigade and divi- 
sion, the commanding officer of each regiment and other 
separate organization of the line, and the chiefs of the 
several staff corps and departments, shall prepare and 
forward to The Adjutant General a report of the opera- 
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tions and work of their respective commands, staff corps 
or departments, embodying therein such recommendations 
as they may deem pertinent and for the good of the mili- 
tury service. 

Section 737— Exemption from Jury Duty. — All officers 
and enlisted men shall he exempt from jury duty if they 
desire it. 

i Bjr Act of the Legislature approved June 7, 1909, it is 
provided "That wherever in the laws of Florida the term 
or title Florida State Troops' is used, it shall be under- 
stood as referring to and shall ally to the National Guard 
of Florida.") 

ARTICLE 3. 

Naval Militia. 

738. The Naval Force. — There may be organized a bat- 
talion of naval militia, to consist of not more than four 
divisions, and to be known as the Florida Naval Militia, 
which shall constitute a jiortioii of the militia force of 
this State. 

1'A'J. Where Divisions 31 ay Be Formed. — Di visions may 
he formed in the vicinity of any seaport in the State of 
Florida, and when so formed and offered to the State 
may, in the discretion of the Commander-in-Chief, be ac- 
cepted, until the battalion is complete as herein provided. 

740. Organization. — The officers of said battalion shall 
be one lieutenant commander, who shall command the 
same; one lieutenant, who shall act as battalion adjutant 
and executive officer; one lieutenant to act as navigator 
and ordnance officer; and one ensign to act as signal 
officer and assistant to navigator and ordnance officer. 
The comma ding officer of each division shall be a lien ten- 
ant, and in addition thereto there shall be one lieutenant 
junior grade, and one ensign, and also an engineer officer 
with the rank of ensign, and one surgeon and physician, 
with the rank of ensign; and each division shall consist 
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of such number of j>etty officers and men as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief may from time to time order and direct 

741. Xamt Secretary. — There shall be upon the staff 
of tlie Governor a Naval Seerelary, who shall have the 
naval rank of captain, and whose duties shall be such as 
tbe Governor may from time to time direct in the interest 
of the Florida Naval Militia. 

742. Stuff Officer*. — The commissioned staff of the bat- 
talion shall lie one paymaster, one surgeon and one chap- 
tain, each with the rank of lieutenant junior grade, and 
one assistant surgeon, with tbe rank of ensijin. There 
shall also he allowed to the battalion a petty staff to 
consist of such petty officers as the Commander in-Chief 
may order and direct. 

743. Manner of Forming Divisions. — A division of 
naval militia may be formed in the same manner as is 
provided for the formation of a company of the National 
Guard of Florida. The naval battalion shall be consti- 
tuted as soon as two divisions are completely organized. 

744. Officers, How Selected.— The lieutenant-command- 
er and lieutenant to act as navigator and ordnance offi- 
cer and the ensign to act as signal officer and assistant 
to navigator and ordnance officer, shall be selected by the 
commissioned officers of the battalion; lieutenants, lien- 
tenants Junior grade and ensigns shall be elected by bal- 
lots of the members of their respective divisions : Provided, 
That in all such elections a majority of the ballots of the 
qualified voters shall lie requisite to an election; The 
staff officers of tbe naval battalion shall be appointed 
upon the recommendation of the lieutenant-commander, 
and the petty officers by the lieutenant-commander. 

745. Organization and Discipline. — The organisation 
of the naval militia, and its system of discipline and 
exercise, shall conform, as nearly as possible, to that of 
the Navy of the Cnited States, It shall be governed by 
the laws and regulations as now provided for the govern- 
ing of the National Guard of Florida, as far as the same 
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may lie applicable; and the Governor as Commander-in- 
Chief, shall hare power to order, divide, annex, eonsoli 
dale or disband the said battalion whenever in his jud? 
iiient the efficiency of tiie State forces will be thereby 
increased: and be shall have power to make such rules 
and regulations as may be deemed proper for the use. 
government and instruction of said battalion. Snch rules 
and reputations shall conform to the provisions of this 
article, and as nearly as possible to those governing the 
United States Nary, 

74 fi. Uniform. — The uniform of the Florida Nasal 
Militia shall In* such as the Commander-in-Chief may 
direct. 

74 T. Relatirc Statu* of Land ami Naval Force*. — A 
battalion militia sltall be considered the equivalent of a 
battalion of land militia, and a division of naval militia 
shall be considered the equivalent of a company of land 
militia, and equally in the State's service, and they shall 
be entitled -to equal rights, privileges and allowances, 
excej it as otherwise provided in compliance with tKis 
article. 

74S. Relative Rank of Officer*. — The rank of officers in 
the n aval militia is naval rank, and corresponds with 
army rank as indicated in the United States Army and 
Navy Regulations. The relative position of seamen in 
the naval militia is that of privates in the National Guard 
of Florida : the relative position of petty officers.shall be 
fixed by the Commander-in-Chief. 

740. Am to Equipping the Natal Militia. — The Gov- 
ernor is authorized to make the necessary arrangements 
for carrying the provisions of this article into effect as 
BOOB as the government of the United States is ready 
to supply arms and equipments, and necessary material 
and opportunities for naval instruction and drill. And 
the Governor is further authorized to apply to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, or the Scretary of the Navy 
of the United States for the loan of a practice vessel for 
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use of the naval militia, and the detail of commissioned 
and petty officers of the Navy to act as inspectors and 
instructors. The duty of the naval militia may be per- 
formed afioat in the vessels of the United States, or else- 
where, as the Commander-in-Chief may direct. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS OF GENERAL 
STATUTES. 

Offenses Against the State Sovekekjnty. 

3197. Treason. — Treason against the State shall con 
feist only in levying war against the same, or adhering 
to the enemies thereof, and giving them aid and comfort. 
Whoever commits treason against the State shall he 
punished by imprisonment in the State prison for life at 
hard labor. 

3198. Misprision of Treason. — Whoever having knowl- 
edge of the commission of treason conceals the same, and 
does not, as soon as may he, disclose and make known 
snch treason to the Governor or one of the justices of the 
Supreme Court or a judge of the Circuit Court, shall be 
judged guilty of the offense of misprision of treason, and 
l>e punished by imprisonment in the State prison not ex- 
ceeding five years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

3199. Combination to Usurp Governmmt.^lf two or 
more persons shall combine by force fo usurp the govern- 
ment of this State, or to overturn the same, or interfere 
forcibly in the administration of the government or any 
department thereof, the person so offending shall be 
punished by imprisi rment in the State prison not ex- 
ceeding ten years. 

3200. Combination Against Part of the People of the 
State. — If two or more persons shall combine to levy war 
against any part of the people of this State, or to remove 
them forcibly out of the State, or to remove them from 
their habitations to any other part of the State by force, 
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or shall assemble for that purpose, every person so offend- 
ing shall he punished by imprisonment in the State 
prison not exceeding five years, or by fine not exceeding 
one thousand dollars. 

320L Exciting Insurrection, — If any person shall 
excite an insurrection or sedition amongst any jiortion 
or class of ihe population of tins State, or shall attempt 
hy writing, speaking or by any other means to excite 
such insurrection or sedition, the person or persons so 
offending shall he punished by imprisonment in the State 
prison not exceeding twenty years. 

Owexses Agaixst the Ptblic Peace, 

3239. I'unislimvnt of Affray. — All persons guilty of an 
affray or riot shall he punished by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding twelve months or by hue not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. 

3:240. Unlawful Assemblies, — 11' three or more persons 
meet together to commit a breach of peace, or to do any 
unlawful act, each of them shall he punished by imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months, or by fine not exceeding 
five hundred dollars. 

3241. Riots mid Routs. — If any jiersons unlawfully as- 
sembled demolish, pull down or destroy, or to begin to 
demolish, pull down or destroy, any dwelling house or 
other building, or any ship or vessel, each of them shall 
l>e punished by imprisonment in the State prison not ex- 
ceeding five years. 

3242. -Magistrate to Disperse Riotous Assembly.— It 
any number of persons, whether armed or not, are unlaw- 
fully, riotously or tumultously assembled in any city or 
town, it shall he the duty of the sheriff or his deputies, 
or of any constable or justice of the peace of the county, 
or of the mayor, or of any alderman of said city or town, 
to go among the persons so assembled, or as near to (hem 
as may be with safety, and in the name of the State to 
command all the persons so assembled immediately and 
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peaeeabty to disperse; and if such persons do not there- 
upon immediately and peaceably disperse, it shall be the 
duty of said officers to command the assistance at all 
persons in seizing, arresting and securing such persons in 
custody ; and if any person present, being so commanded 
to aid and assist in seizing and securing such rioter or 
persons so unlawfully assembled, or in suppressing such 
riot or unlawful assembly, refuses or neglect to obey such 
command, or, when required by such officers to depart 
from the place, refuses and neglects to do so, he shall l»e 
deemed one of the rioters or i>erson& unlawfully assem- 
bled, and may be prosecuted and punished accordingly. 

3243. When Killing Excused. — If, fay reason of the 
efforts made by any of said officers or by their direction 
to disperse such assembly, or to seize and secure the per- 
sons composing the same, who have refused to disperse, 
any such person or other person present is killed or 
wounded, the said officers and all persons acting by their 
order or under their direction shall be held guiltless and 
fully justified in Jaw; and if any of said officers or any 
person acting under or by their direction is killed or 
wounded, all persons so assembled and all other persons 
present who when commanded refused to aid and assist 
said officer shall be held answerable therefor. 

3244. Saloons to Be Closed in Time of Riot. — When- 
ever any riot or mob occurs in any town, city or village 
of this State, all persons therein who sell intoxicating 
liquors shall, upon being notified by the mayor, chief of 
police, marshal or any policeman, sheriff or constable, 
immediately close their barrooms, saloons, shops or other 
places where the sale of such intoxicating liquors is car- 
ried on, and keep them closed, and refrain from selling. 
bartering, lending or giving away any intoxicating liquors 
as above mentioned, until such time as public notice shall 
l>e given by the sheriff of the county, or mayor of any 
city, town or village where any mob or riot may occur, 
that such places may be opened and the sale of intoxicat- 
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ing liquors carried on. Any person failing to close up 
such barroom, saloon, shop at other plate where the sale 
of intoxicating liquors is carried on, or who barters, sells 
or gives away any intoxicating liquors as aforesaid, after 
receiving such notice that a mob or riot lias occured, or 
is then going on, shall forfeit his license, and shall be 
fitted not exceeding one thousand dollars, or be imprison- 
ed not exceeding one year. 

•124,1. Violating ProcJainathm of Mayor. — Whenever 
any riot or mob has occurred, or there is reasonable cause 
to apprehend an outbreak thereof in any town, city or 
village, or in the vicinity thereof, the mayor shall iinnie- 
diately issue his proclamation ordering the closing of all 
the places mentioned in foregoing section, forbidding the 
selling, lending, giving away bartering or otherwise dis- 
posing of any alcoholic, vinous or malt, or intoxicating 
bitters or beverages, or any other liquors or substances 
by whatsoever name it may be called, which produces or 
may produce intoxication, until such time as in his judg- 
ment the public peace and safety no longer requires such 
restrictions. Any person or persons knowingly violating 
tbe provisions of such proclamation, or suffering any 
person or persons in his employ to do so, or conniving 
with any other person or persons to evade tbe terms of 
such proclamation, shall be lined one thousand dollars, 
or be imprisoned not exceeding one year, 

:W1T. Calling Out Militia on Election Day. — If any 
officer or other person shall call out or order out any of 
the militia of this State to appear and exercise on any 
day during an election, except in cases of invasion or 
insurrection, or except in obedience to some civil mag 
istrate to suppress riots or to enforce the law. he shall 
be fined not exceding five hundred dollars, and he de- 
prived of bis office.

2, Paragraphs 291 to 303 of the Regulations for the National 
Guard of Florida, as published in General Order Xo. 17. series of 
1012, from these headquarters, are amended as follows: 

SMALL ARMS PBACTI4K. 

291. Small arms practice will be conducted and rei>orts 
thereon made in accordance with the provisions of these Regula- 
tions with the requirements of the United States small Anns 
Firing Manual and with orders whic: may be issued from time 
to time from General Headquarters. In all small anus practice 
the provisions of the United States Small Arms Firing Regulations 
will be strictly followed, and, to avoid mistakes, their careful siudy 
is enjoined. 

292, The purpose of rifle training for the soldier is to make 
him a good shot under war conditions. This is a very important 
and necessary part of the training of every combatant in the mili- 
tary service. Small arms practice is, therefore, compulsory, and 
will lie conducted under the supervision of post commanders, who 
are directly responsible for the instruction and proper training of 
the troops under them. Under no circumstances will target prac- 
tice be permitted except nnder the immediate direction of a com- 
missiond officer or specially selected non-commissioned officer. 

293. Particular attention should be paid to the Instruction of 
rceruits, and they slfould not be permitted to engage In practice 
upon either indoor or outdoor ranges until they are thoroughly 
familiar with the principles of shooting 

294. The annual allowance of ammunition for small arms 
practice will be announced from time to time in orders from Gen- 
eral Headquarters. Unless prevented by physical disability, each 
soldier should be required to fire to the extent of his allowance, but 
beyond that no person will be permitted to fire except at his own 
expense, or at the expense of tbe organization to which be belongs. 

295. Marking and scoring will he cou ducted as prescribed by 
the United States Small Arms Firing Manual. 

296. Alt information relating to small arms practice not ob- 
tainable by reference to prescribed regn hit Ions, should be applied 
for to the Inspector of Small Arms Practice of the regiment, and 
all questions or disputes arising in relation to small urine practice 
should be submitted to such officers for decision or settlement. 
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2! it. I us! itu in will ho awaited from the office of The Adjutant 
General to those who are shown by the annual reports of target 
firing to be entitled thereto, tmd such insignia will not ht> worn 
extent by those to whom they have lieen so awarded. 

INDOOR RIFLE PRACTICE, 

298. The period from October 1 to March 31 will be devoted 
to preliminary instruction and drills for rifle firing, Including sight- 
ing drills, position and aiming drills and gallery practice. This 
preliminary instruction is a necessary foundation for future effi- 
ciency on the range, and the instructors should therefore improve 
the opportunity afforded during the season for Indoor practice to 
explain the different theoretical principles, as far as the capacity 
and interest of the men appear to render it advantageous, and for 
conducting necessary exercises and gallery practice. 

298-a. A 50-foot gallery range will be installed in each aruiory 
of the National Guard of Florida and all officers and enlisted men 
at eaclt post (except Chaplains and officers anil enlisted men of 
the Medical Department and except officers and enlisted men who 
have qualified as 1st Class or better in a previous season) will be 
required to qualify upon such iudoor ranges under the provisions 
erf puragraph 319 of the U. S. Small Arms Firing Manual 1913, 
before they will be advanced to range practice. 

0UTI>008 RULE PRACTICE. 

299. The season for outdoor rifle practice will commence 
about April 1, or as soon as qualification has been attained In gal- 
lery practice, and will terminate September 30 each year. 

293-a. During the season for outdoor firing eac-h year, rifle 
pructice will be held at each post of the National Guard of Florida 
where there is a regularly established outdoor rifie range; pro- 
vided, however, that no firing will he permitted except upon regu- 
larly established ranges and under the direct supervision of a 
commissioned officer or specially selected non-commissioned officer. 

299-b. Authority to establish outdoor rifle ranges must be 
obtaiued from General Headquarters, and to obtain such authority 
application will be made by post commanders in a letter to The 
Adjutant General, setting forth in detail all necessary information 
as to the location of the proposed range, the firing distances avail- 
able, the ownership of the laud, the conditions under which its use 
may lie obtained and a general description of Its character aud sur- 
roundings. The post commander will further state in such applica- 
tion thin lie has personally inspected the site and believes it suit- 
able aud entirely safe for use as a rifle range with firing distances 
up to .... yards. If deemed necessary at General Headquarters, 
an inspector of small arms practice may be sent to inspect and 
report u|K>n the location proposed. Upon the submission to Gen- 
eral Headquarters of satisfactory evidence that a site proposed Is 
boil i suitable aud safe for use as a rifle range, authority to estab- 
lish the same may be granted. 

299-c. When it is possible for organizations of the National 
Guard of Florida to use rifle ranges at Regular Army Posts, or 
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United States naval stations, and permission from the proper Fed- 
eral authorities can he obtained, such fact will he reported by post 
commanders to The Adjutant General, who will authorise the 
holding of .State practice upon such ranges. 

290-d. The range at the State Camp Grounds will he ;>va lia- 
ble for use by all organizations at such times and under such 
conditions as may from time to time be prescribed in orders. 

Instruction and Record Practice* 

298-e. For outdoor rifle practice tn this State the Courses 
for the Organized Militia, published as Part a, t". S, Small Arms 
Firing Manual 1913, and the amendments thereto which may be 
announced from time to time, are prescribed 

Figure of Merit. 

299-f. There shall be a company, regimen la I and State figure 
of merit, to be calculated by the methods laid down In the United 
States Small Arms Firing Regulations; which figures of merit 
shall l>e published annually tn general orders. 

PISTOL COURSE. 

300. Every officer and enlisted man who is required to be 
armed with the revolver or pistol (except Chaplains and officers 
and enlisted men of the Medical Department) will fire the In- 
struction and Record practice prescribed under paragraph S88 of 
the U. 8. Small Arms Firing Manual 1913. 



301. As soon after September 30 as possible, and not later 
than October 10, the commanding officer of each organization shall 
forward Jo The Adjutant General a Report of Target Firing and 
Classification and a Report of Pistol Firing; sending, at the 
same time, duplicates of such reports to the inspector of rifle prac- 
tice, through the commanding officer of the regiment. These 
reports will also be made by post commanders for tif Id. staff and 
oilier unattached officers and enlisted men at such posts, except 
where there Is an inspector of small arms practice nt a post, when 
the reports will be prepared by that officer and forwarded through 
the post i ',ui inn i tuler. 

301-h. it is made the duty of all field, staff and other unat- 
tached officers and enlisted men to report their record firing to 
the peet commander or inspector of small arms practice; such 
report to be In the form of a score card signed by the commis- 
sioned officer who witnessed the firing. All firing for record 
which Is shown on reports must have been witnessed by a com- 
missioned officer. 

AMMUNITION, 

302. The use of blank ammunition is prohibited, except for 
authorized salutes and funeral ceremonies, except when author- 
ized from General Headquarters.

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302-a. There will tie kept on hand with each company at all 
times, not less than twenty rifle bail cartridges and twenty guard 
cartridges. |h.-l- inan, for the authorized maximum strength of the 
organization, and it will be the duty of post commanders to see 
that this is done. Ammunition for rifle practice will be required 
for in excess of that quantity. 

TARGETS AND TARGET SUPPLIES. 

303. Targets and all necessary target supplies will be issued 
to a designated accountable officer at each post upon properly 
approved requisition to The Adjutant General; provided, how- 
ever, that no targetB or other supplies will in any case he Issued 
to posts where target ranges have not been regularly established 
under the conditions prescribed by regulations. 

3. Paragraph 165 of the U. S. Small Arms Firing Manual, 

1613. is hereby published for the ir; forma: ion of all concerned. The 
method therein prescribed for computing Company and Regimen- 
tal figures of merit will be followed In the National Guard of 
Florida : 

165. Figure of Merit: In each State there will be a 
company and regimental figure of merit to be calculated by the 
methods herein laid down. A proficiency test similar to that pre- 
scribed for the Regular Army may be devised by the State authori- 
ties and applied by the Inspector of Small Arms Practice of each 
State, or by officers specially designated by the State authorities. 

COMPANY FIGURE OF MEBIT. 

The figure of merit will be computed by multiplying — 

(a) The number of expert riflemen by 120 

lb) The number of sharpshooters by 110 

(c) The number of marksmen by 100 

(d) The number of 1st Classmen by 60 

(e) The number of 2nd Classmen by 40 

(f ) The number of unqualified by 

and dividing thy sum of the products thus obtained by the total 
number in the five classes, provided the total firing is over 01, and 
by 61 provided the total firing is 61 or less. 

Officers aud enlisted tneu shall be included, but no company 
report shall include officers in excess of those authorized by the 
Militia Regulations. 

All who have failed to qualify as 2nd Classmen or better, or 
who have not fired, or, having fired, have failed to complete the 
course, shall be rated as unqualified, multiplied by 0, and shall be 
Included in the divisor in the computation of the figure of merit. 

REOIMENTAL FIGURE* OF MERIT. 

The figure of merit of a regiment shall be obtained by taking 
the total number of the different classes for the entire reirfment 
multiplied by the proper multiplier, and divided by the authorized 
minimum strength of officers and men (excluding chaplain and 
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band) where the number Bring Is lielow the minimum strength, 
and by the actual number tiring where the total is In excess of 
the minimum strength. Officers in excess of those authorised for 
a regiment will not be included in this report. The mitilmum 
strength for a regiment shall be taken from Par. 23ti. 11 LI I tin 
Regulations, and shall not include Chaplains, Medical officers, 
bands, or Hospital Corps men, who arc excluded from the regimen- 
tal figure of merit.

COMPANY SIGNAL FLAGS, INFANTBY. 

The company signal flags prescribed for use by companies of 
infantry under paragraph 45 of the I'. S. Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions, ltlll. are now ready ror distribution to organizations of the 
National Guard of Florida, and will be sent out from the State 
Arsenal, without requisition, to company commanders. 

The company signal flag kit consists of two company signal 
Hugs, two three-jointed staffs, and a carrying case for each flag. 

Paragraph 45 of the Infantry Drill Regulations prescribes : . 

'"The signal flags described below are carried by the company 
musicians in the field." 

and It Is required under the Field Service Regulations tmu the 
company musicians shall lie instructed in flag signaling. 

Paragraph 15lH of the I". S. Army Regulations, as amended, 
requires : "each troop, battery and company commander to have at 
all times at least two available enlisted men ahle to exchange 
messages at short distances by flag, tisiug the International Morse 
Code, which shall hereafter be known as the General Service 
Code." Agreeable with this requirement it is prescribed that in 
each company of infantry of the National Guard of Florida the 
company musicians, and at least four other enlisted nien shall be 
instructed and practiced in the sending and receiving of messages 
with the company signal flags until tbey become proficient in sueli 
signaling. It 1b very important that this be accomplished well in 
advance of the commencement of the season for summer field 
exercises, and the officers making the annual inspection of troops 
at their home stations will he required to ascertain what progress 
is being made in each company with the signaling. 

There will be issued immediately to the commanding officer 
of each company two copies of the "Signal Book, V. S. Army, 
1912," and the General Service Code (for International Morse Code) 
will lie found on pages 9 to 11, inclusive, of such book. The 
method of using tbe company signal flags in the transmission of 
messages is set out on pages 14. lo and 10. and should he carefully 
studied and then practiced until lest rued.

This 
unserviceable property so presented will lie surveyed by the officer 
making the Inspection for the State. 

LOST PHOCKRTY, 

ps. The iusi>ecting officers will have lists showing the exact 
amount and description of all public military property which has 
been issued to each organisation ; which should be on hand and for 
which comma udina and other of fliers art> accountable. The failure 
to present all of such property for Inspection will be accepted as 
indicating that it has been lost, and accountable or responsible 
officers will lie required to account for or replace it.

17. The system of issuing ami accounting for property within 
compunies will he carefully examined into by the Inspecting officers. 
A definite system has been prescribed under which recciiits rire 
required to be given by individuals for the arms, equipment and 
clothing issned to them for their official use, and where this is uot 
being done and there is no record showing to whom issues have 
la-en made and hy whom property is being held, the facts in the 
case will be reported by the fusim-ting officers, to the end that it 
may Ite determined whether or not the commanding officer has the 
capacity to discharge the duties and meet the responsibilities of 
the position which he holds, and that the Fnited States and State 
may lie protected against iwaslble loss.

18. A careful inspection will lw made of the ltooks and records 
of each organisation; including the retained Copies of reports and 
returns, tiles uf general and special orders, the correspondent -e tiles 
duty rosters, etc-. 

8COPK OF INSPECTION. 

19. In addition to the verification of public military property 
and insjuM-iiini to ascertain the condition of the siimc, which Is the 
primary purpose of the Federal Inspection, the general seojw of the 
inspection to lie made for State purposes will Include attendance, 
recruitment of organizations, general appearance, condition of uni- 
forms, arms and equipments, discipline, administration, en force* 
ment of the squad system, care of puhllc military property, con- 
dition and suitability of quarters, proficiency in drill in the ma una 1 
of arms, close order and extended order, and knowledge of guard 
duty.

General 
Orders. No. 109, War Department, 1907.' The type 'A' glasses 
which have been issued to officers should he returned to the com- 
panies for which thev were provided.

27. All Meld and staff officers will In* required to provide 
themselves with the mounts necessary for the proper perfornm nee 
Of their duties. 

2S. Quartermaster'* xupvUe*. — The Acting Chief of the Quar- 
termaster's Corps will purchase and provide fur the delivery at 
iiiniii. subject to requisition by the regimental quartermasters. 
rad fuel and forage aa may lie required, and he will make pur- 
ehases of any other quartermnscer's supplies that may be needed, 
provided, however, that requisition for supplies other than speeiflr- 
ally provided for under this order must be approved by the Chief 
Of Stan* before their purchase may be considered as authorised. 

_'■' Tile Camp Quartermaster will provide for the Issue. .11 
iiimp. it] Din memorandum receipts, of as many standard pattern 
folding oots as may tie required to supply one for the use of each 
offiivr and enlisted man. and of blankets for the use of field and 
staff officers only. 

30. Vrrtiflcate as to eondition of train aftffMMaA — It is made 
the duty or the commanding officer at each post to carefully iiuqect 
mtd examine the passenger roaches aud luggage cars assigned for 
the use of his command: such inspection to l« made at the time of 
eiitrainuieiit and in company with the train conductor, or other 
authorised representative of the railroad. Careful uote will be 
made of any broken glasses, damaged seats or other defects In the. 
train equipment, and such defects will be called tn tht ti Mention 
of I he railroad representative. At the end of the journey, ntid at 
the time of detraining, or just prior to detraining, a second hMBee- 
llon will lie made, and. If the roaches and cars have suffered 110 
ilauinge or injury at the hands of the trimjrs, (he train iiindm-tor 
or nnthorixed railroad representative will In* asked to accomplish 
a form of certificate to be supplied for that purpose; which certifi- 
cate will be promptly forwarded by mail to the Acting Chief of the 
Quartermaster's Corps. Should It be found that any tlamage has 
l>een done to t' e train equipment by the troo'rs. the extent of such 
injury will lie agreed upon by the commanding officer and the con- 
ductor or other representative .if the railroad, and report of the 
fji'-ts and circumstances will be made m the reverse side of the 
form of certificate and will be jointly signed. 
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All enlisted men will Ik- cautioned before leaving their home 
stations that they will be held responsible for any damage to the 
train wnii] mien t, and, should any such damage or injury be done, 
the commanding officer will immediately institute investigation to 
fix responsibility for the saine. and, this having been done, an 
amount will l-e collected from the responsible officer or soldier 
sufficient to cover the cost of such damages; and such disciplinary 
action as may seem prober will also he taken. 

31. Trurcl rations fur the- ffotng fourneff. — For the going 
Journey, where the movements provided for under this order neces- 
sitate travel during a per'od when meals will he required, the com- 
manding officer at each post is authorized to purchase, or to direct 
the purchase l>y a designated commissary, of such number of travel 
rations (as shown in General Order No. 8, series of 1911, from 
these headquarters) as may he required for the enlisted men of 
the post. 

32. Where one meal is required, a third of a ration will be 
purchased, for two meals, two-thirds, ete. ; but wherever it is pos- 
sible to do so, the travel will he so arranged as to avoid the 
necessity for purchasing rations. 

33. Purchases of the travel ration will he effected after com- 
petitive proposals, if practical ile. and at lowest market prices. 
Payment will he made at the office of The Adjutant General upon 
certified vouchers prepared on Subsistence form No. 7; blanks, and 
specimen prepared copies of which form will be furnished all 
concerned upon application. 

34. Where liquid coffee is purchased instead of the ground 
coffee and sugar components, a separate voucher covering the 
liquid <t>tTee alone, will he prepared. 

35. A iii refill study of the subjei-t of the travel ration, its 
components, apportionment and use. Is enjoined upon all com- 
manding officers, and they are cautioned that the vouchers for 
this service will be compared with the enlisted strength of their 
respective organizations as shown by morning reimrts at camp, 
and any ir regularities, purchases or expenditures involving expense 
to the State and not authorized under this order will lie charged 
against the responsible officer. 

,"!ii. The vouchers for travel rations, or liquid coffee, properly 
signed and certified to. will, upon tiir dajt nf arrival at catnp, he 
mailed to The Adjutant General, at the State Arsenal. St. Augus- 
tine, for settlement. 

37. Payment will not lie made by the State for articles of 
food supplies purchased that are not prescribed comiionents of the 
travel ration. Travel rations will only lie provided for enlisted 
men. 

3S. Ration* iti {•amp. — The Camp Commissary will make all 
necessary purchases of subsistence stores for the troops while In 
camp, including components of the travel ration for the return 
journey; making such purchases under contracts previously entered 
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into by the Acting Chief of the yiiarterimisterf Corps, to u'boiu he 
should apply for any information ui*ou this subject that may lie 
required. The necessary trnus|Mirtation for moving si 
stores to the Camp Grounds will lie furnished by tlie yuarter- 
mastcr's Corps, bat should in- applied for well in advance. 

3». The standard "garrison mite" of the i'tilti*] states 
Army (As shown In General Order So. 8, series of 1!>11, from these 
headquarters i will i«e issued. 

40. Trarei ratittn* far I hi- ntitnt juurntii, — The standard 
travel ration will lie issued through the regimental cnunilssiiriea 
to mull organizations us may require it fur the return Journey 
to their home stations. 

41. Pau. — The troops will lie |iaiil for eight days, troiu July 7 
lo 14. inclusive ; provided Unit Ihe neoetmary number of officers 
and enlisted men wlin iimy lie ordered from these heitdquartirs to 
proceed to the Camp Qrotmda in itdviiuw or the arrival of the 
troops will he allowed pay fi>r such service. 

42. As it will not lie practicable for the Quartermasters 
Cor|» to provide mounts for officers, all offii-ers whose duties 
require them to he mounted will provide themselves with necessary 
mounts, and those of such officers who are entitled to iidilltlnnnl 
pay for the monnts which they may provide will an-otupllsh anil 
submit with the pay roils upon which their names are carried a 
form of certiBcnte setting forth the fact that they have provided 
their own mounts and the number of days during which 
mounts were pro \i tied.

4,"V. Food stuffs procured for use as nourishment for I he siek 
will not be expended except under the direction of MU'KWIlM in 

charge of the field hospital mill fur the subsistence of patients 
requiring a special diet. 

40. If medical supplies and food stuffs for nourish i t are 

required, other than such as are contained iu the standard medical 
chests nnd eases pertaining to the Regimental Infirmary, ihey will 
be obtained by purchase in open market: hut not without reqiiisi- 
tion approved by the Chief of Staff. Such requisition will In each 
case lie forwarded with a letter from the senior medical officer 
of the regiment setting forth the circumstances which necessitate 
the purchase.

— Tlie Armory Board small have full [tower to purchase 
ground iu tbe various localities throughout the State, when- 
ever the erect iou of an armory may lie authorized, said ground, 
iu each Instance, to be purchased In the name and for the use 
of the State of Florida. The Armory Board shall have author- 
ity to receive from counties, municipalities and other sources, 
donations of laud and contributions of money to aid iu pro- 
viding, improving and mantaining an arsenal, armories, camp 
site, target ranges, etc, throughout the State, and any prop- 
erty so donated shall be held as other property for the use of 
the .State of Florida : and such counties and municipalities are 
hereby authorized ami empowered to make such donations and 
cuntr! hut ions for the purposes herein set forth. Whenever it 
may become necessary iu the public interest to acquire private 
property lu order to provide necessary land for camp grounds, 
rifle ranges or armories for the organized militia of the State, 
and the same canuot be acq tiled by agreement satisfactory to 
the Armory Board and the parties interested in, or the owners 
of such private property, the Armory Board is hereby author- 
ized and emjM>wered to exercise the right of eminent domain, 
and to proceed to condemn such property in the maum*r pro- 
vided by law. Any suits or actions brought by the Armory 
Board to condemn property, as provided for under this section, 
shall be brought in the name of the Armory Board, and it 
shall Ite the duty of the Attorney General of the State of Flor- 
ida to conduct the proceedings for and to act as the counsel 
of the said board in such matter.

1. Tbe following extracts from Division Militia Affairs cir- 
cular No, s, Issued from the War Department under date of AuguBt 
1, 19J8, is published for the information and guidance of the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida, and will he conformed to in tin- military 
establishment of this State, insofar as it la not iu coiiilH-t with 
Constitution and laws of this State:

"Section & of Mic amended Militia Laws reads in port as 
follow: 

"'On and after January 111. 1810, the organization * • * of 
(he Organized Militia In the several States, Territories and the 
District of Columbia, shall he the some as that which is now or 
may hereafter he prescribed for the Regular Army of the I'nited 
States, subject in time of (teace to such general except ions as may 
be authorized by tbe Secretary of War.' 

■•Exercising the discretion thus vested In him as to the general 
exceptions iu peace, and believing that a sufficient time has now 
elapsed to enable the States to more definitely conform in organ- 
ization to the Regular Army, the Recertary of War has prescribed 
tbe following : 

■'1, In time of peace tbe several States and Territories, and 
the Iiistrlet of Columbia will be considered as Territorial^Miiltia 
Departments, the respective governors ami the commanding general 
of the District of Columbia being, respectively, the eoniinander-lu- 
diief of each. These Department* may have administrative staffs, 
conforming in size and rank of personnel to the custom of the War 
Department in similar eases iu the Federal establishment, as Indi- 
cated later in this circular. From these staff departments will lie 
detailed the sta IT officers 'or tactical units as is done iu the Itegular 
Army. In addition to litis territorial organization, the Organized 
Militia of these departments coin [irises those tactical units whose 
organization, armament, and discipline conform to that which is 
prescribed for similar tactical units in the Regular Army, subject 
to the provisions of Section 3 of the .Mil it la I*aw In regard to the 
Inspectors of small-arms practice. When the Organized Militia of 
any State constitutes a division in accordance with the reoulre- 
meuts hereinafter prescribed and there are other units of (he 
Organized Militia attached thereto for instructive and adminiB- 
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trative purjwisos. the staff of t lie Major General commanding may- 
lie wo const billed as to meet the territorial anil tactical require- 
ments within tin? limits hereinafter prescribed. 

■'2. Officers OB the staff of the governor but who are not 

authorized members of either the Hue or one of (lie staff corps of 
Hi' i nganized Militia, are not considered as part of the Organized 
Militia Insofar as the provisions of the Militia Law are concerned. 

"::, The organization of the staff corps and departments of 
the Organized Militia of a State should he commensurate with 
the organisation of the tactical units of the Organized Militia of 
[he State. 

The number aud rank of the officers of the administrative 
staff corps and departments should lie sufficient— 

"(a > in carry on in the State, both in time of peace and war, 
the proper military administration at General Headquarters. 

"(b) tn provide the militia organizations, both tu times of 
jieaec and war. with the proper quota of staff officers to suit their 
legitimate needs. 

"in accordance with these principles, Table \V of this circular 
Is formulated as indicating what is an appropriate organization 
of the staff cor[is and departments of a State or Territory and to 
which they shall conform. 

"For each State, one Adjutant General, with the rank of not 
more than a brigadier general, all other staff officers to he officers 
of the Organised Militia of the State and in number and rank to 
coniorni with the strength of the Organised Militia of the par- 
ticular Slate and not to exceed those shown in Table 'A.' 



"5. An infant ry brigade consists of three regiments; a cav- 
alry brigade of two or three regiments, and a Field Arlillery 
brigade of two regiments. For administrative and tactical pur- 
poses, additional regiments and lesser units may be attached to 
a brigade. 

•A brigade is the command of a brigadier general, aud he 
in; iv have two aids (lieutenants) who must be selected from 
officers of the line or staff con's, on his personal staff. 

"The staff of a brigade, forming part of a division, consists of 
one brigade adjutant, major. Tt may also include one Inspector of 
Small-Amis rractiee with the rank of major, 

"Where a brigade exists independently of a division, the 
brigade may. when engaged in field or camp service for instruction, 
or hi tier sei-ib-e. have attached to it for administration and supply, 
such additional staff officers as may be necessary, not to exceed 
ttie number and rank authorized for a division, and all such officers 
to he selected from tin 1 staff officers authorized in paragraph 3 
hereof, or detailed fr.ua the Hoe or the troops in camp. 
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"0. The organization of divisions anil brigades ivlthlu u Slate 
is optional with the State; but, if organized they must conform to 
the provisions of this circular. 

"7. The organization of regiments and lesser units will he 
ns follows : 

"In fun try. — One company to be organ izcil us 1 separate com- 
pany; 2 companies to he organized as 2 separate companies; 3 
companies to he organized as 3 separate companies; 4 companies 
to lie organized as 1 separate battalion; 5 companies to lie organ- 
ized as 1 separate liattalion and 1 separate company; 8 companies 
to l>e organized as 1 separate battalion and 2 separate companies; 
7 companies to he organized as 1 separate ha tt a Don and '■'< separate 
companies; 8 companies to lie organized as 2 separate Imitations; 
!) companies to tie organized as 2 separate liatta lions and 1 sep- 
arate company; l(J companies to he organized as 2 separate bat- 
talions and 2 separate companies: 11 companies to be organized 
us 2 separate battalions and 3 separate companies; 12 companies 
to tie organized as 1 regiment of 3 liattations, 

"Separate companies may. for administrative and tactical 
purpose*, he attached to battalions. Thus, If 0, (J or 7 companies 
exist, the extra companies may he attached to the hat tat Ion ; if I) 
companies exist the extra com|ian.v may lie attached to either bat- 
talion; if 10 or 11 companies exist, the extra companies may be 
attached to either of the two complete battalions or part to one 
and part to the other liattalion. 

'■If. at any time, the niimlier of comjianies in a complete regi- 
ment falls lielow 12, exclusive of the machine gun company, the 
deficiency must be replaced within six months, or the reglnnntal 
organization lie considered as permanently abandoned, the officers 
and enlisted men of the Regimental Headquarters, the Head- 
quarter Detachment, the Mounted Scouts aud Orderlies, the 
machine gun company, the band, and one butts lion headquarters 
being mustered out or otherwise disjiosed of. 

"Machine gun companies, mounted scouts, and headquarter 
detachments are not specifically authorized by law for the Regular 
Army, hut under the provisions of Section 3 of the Miliiln Law. 
the Secretary of War has already authorized a number in ihe 
Organized Militia and will consider applications for authority to 
organize additional ones for each complete regiment of Infantry 
or Cavalry. Details of the organization of such units are pre- 
scribed in General Orders. War Department, and In Knlletins of 
Militia Notes, Division of Milttta Affairs. 

"Companies In excess of 12 (except machine gun companies), 
will he organized in the saine manner Into additional separate 
companies, separate battalions, or regiments. 



"Inspectors of SitiaU-Armx Practice are authorized as follows: 
For each regiment of infantry or cavalry (12 com] mutes, or troopa, 
exclusive of machine gun organizations), an assistant inspector 
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with the rank of captain, and (or each separate or unasslgned 
tin Tta lion of Infantry or engineers, or Squadron of cavalry (4 com- 
panies or troops), an assistant inspector with the rank of first 
Men tenant. These officers should be additional officers In their 
respective ni'gitinsDitioiis. ami derailed as Inspectors of Small-Arms 
Practice in the same manner as other regimental or hattallon 
staff officers. 



"litttutt. — Organised as prescribed by law for the same arm 
of the Regular Army, are authorised for complete regiments "of 
Infantry. Cavalry. Field Artillery, and regiments of Engineers. 
Under Section 3 of the Militia Law the Secretary of War will 
consider applications for authority to organize hands for separate 
battalions. 

"The foregoing provisions, except where otherwise stated, 
Itecuine effective January 1. 1014, and are promulgated for the 
Information and guidance of all concerned, particularly disbursing 
officers of the Organized Militia, No Federal funds will be 
expended directly for pay and transportation to, or indirectly by 
pen iiitting the use of Federal property by any officer of the Organ- 
ised Militia unless he properly comes within the organization 
prescritied in ibis circular.

If any officer at any post does not appear for examination at 
the lime prescribed and does not turn over liis examination papers 
to the post commander for transmission to headquarters it should 
be obvious to that post commander that his responsibility does not 
end until he has required the officer ro take the examination by 
personally issuing an order directing him to appear for the exam- 
ination, and In the event that he does not then appear for the 
examination the post commander should require him to submit a 
letter of explanation, and in the event that such letter of expluna- 
lon is nor furnished or is not a satisfactory explanation the past 
commander should then transmit to headquarters charges against 
the officer for disobedience of orders. 

In forwarding examination papers post commanders should 
explain in their letters of transmittal what steps have been taken 
in the ease of any officer under his command whose jiapers have 
not been forwarded. 

Under the provisions of Par. 15, G. Q. 42, series 1912, G. H., 
it was the duty of every officer who did not take the examination 
at the time prescribed to forward a report to general headquarters. 
This applied to junior officers as well as post commanders. A con- 
siderable number of officers did not take the examinations in all 
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of the subjects prescribed although none of these officers made 
any such report of their failure (o take the examination*. 

With reference to (he issue of certificates of itroncfeney: 
A special examination will lie held during the officer* catnp of 
instruction for all officers mho desire to take such examinations 
with a view of determining whether or not they arc entitled to a 
certificate of profk-ieucy exempting them from further school work 
In any given subject,

3. The Inspections mentioned above will be made as pre-

4. The practical instruction mentioned above should consist 
of 20-minute talks by the captain or one of the lieutenants on 
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the designated subjects taken in turn, sad where the subject 
l>erniits, should consist of practical demonstrations. The officer 
giving this Instruction should prepare himself in advance and 
should make every effort to make bis talk entertaining and 
instructive. He should use a blackboard when practicable to 
illustrate his subject. Matches or blocks of wood laid out on a 
table or floor are useful in Illustrating points in drill, advance and 
rear guards, outposts, etc. A 2-iuch or limb map of Leaven- 
worth should be used in the Instruction in map reading and to 
illustrate positions in advance and rear guards and outposts, 

5. The most painstaking care will be taken in the instruction 
in the school of the soldier and the school of the squad, absolute 
precision being insisted upon in all details, for ft is In these schools 
that the foundation is laid for the "habit of obedience," which 

means discipline. Proper squad instruction Is the basis of com- 
pany efficiency. 

6. Every effort will be made to develop the initiative and 
sense of responsibility in the corporals and sergeants for the 
instruction, discipline, military appearance, care of arms and 
equipments, etc.. of the members of their squads or platoons, and 
to this end the personnel of squads and platoons will be kept as 
permanent as possible. 

7. Noncommissioned officers must be practiced in the matter 
of leadership and drill and each noncommissioned officer should 
be required to drill a tiqtiad or platoon during a portion of the 
drill period. 

Forty minutes is assigned to squad drill. The captain should 
require the corporals to drill the squads for a portion of this time, 
supervised by the sergeants and lieutenants; the sergeants should 
then be required to drill the squads or platans, and Anally the lieu- 
tenants to drill them either as separate squads or combined into 
platoons. During company drill the captain should require officers 
and noncommissioned officers in the line of file-closers to correct 
errors oecuring In their vicinity. When errors occur that are not 
so corrected the attention of the officer or noncommissioned officer 
nearest the squad in which the error occurred should tie called to 
that fact — that in order to Impress upon file-closers that they have 
a distinct duty to perform, namely, to assist the captain in obtain- 
ing a correct execution of the command given. 

8. In all drills there should be frequent short rests, and the 
drills should be precise and snappy. 

9. Any command not thoroughly understood or any move- 
ment In drill not being properly executed should be explained by 
the Instructor. Troops should not be held at attention daring long 
explanations. It la better to give the command ''At ease" before 
giving such explanations. 

10. Success in drill depends upon the Instructor — on bis 
ability to give commands properly and to explain correctly, clearly 
and concisely the movement to be executed, and on his tact In 
varying the drills in such manner as to maintain interest instead 
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of subjecting bis men to the tiresome repetition of the same move- 
ments. 

11. A commander who simply gives commands to bis squad, 
platoon or company without explaining movements not thoroughly 
understood and without cor recti ng errors being made is of no value 
as an instructor and should not he permitted to assume charge of 
any drill until he is able to do more than simply give commands. 
Such men are generally a detriment to a company in that they 
destroy interest In the drill by tiresome repetitious of the same 
movements,

At posts where more than one company is 
stationed, an officer may he detailed by the Post Commander to 
Instruct all the noncommissioned officers at the post. 

14. The instruction should be practical whenever iwssfble. 
The l>est way to teach such subjects as the drill regulations Is to 
demonstrate the particular matter at baud by the use of matches 
or small blocks of wood or by drawing diagrams on a blackboard 
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or by forming the class Into squads and executing the movement, 
slowly. .Some movements may profitably be executed by the steps 
as "Squads right about — left, right, left." etc.. correcting nil errors 
of position before giving the command for the next step. 

15. A record will be kept in each school showing tbe name of 
the instructor, date on which school is held, lesson studied, :md 
names of those present and absent, with reasons for any absence. 
These records will be subject to inspection by post and other «HU 
manders and the authorized inspectors. 

1(1. These schools will be held preferably on drill nights, 
either before or after tbe regular drill. If through unavoidable 
causes school is not held In any week the lesson win be taken up 
the following week in addition to the work assigned for that week, 

POST SCHOOLS FOB COM MISSIONED Ol'FJCKBS. 

17. The school period will extend from December 1. 1013, to 
May 31, 15)14. The instruction will lie taken up in thi> form of a 
corres|jondence school under the supervision of the Inspector- 
Instructor nu duty with the State and will lie divided into weekly 
periods us prescribed for the post school for noncommissioned 
officers, except that the officers need not he assembled for the 
preparation of the written exercises assigned on alternate weeks 
but may prepare these written exercises at their homes. ,.. 

18. The following subjects constJtut* the course or instruction 
for the current year : 

Military Law. ' ' 

Minor Tactics. 

Militia Regulation!* and Itegnlatiotis for the National 
( titan] of Florida. 

10. A conference will be held under tbe super vkdon of the 
Post Commander every two weeks beginning with the week De- 
cember 7-13. 1013. On alternate weeks exercises to lie solved in 
writing will be furnished ench individual officer. These exercises 
will lie solved and forwarded to the Adjutant General and will be 
marked by the Inspector-Instructor and returned to the olft-cr 
with his comments on the solutions and answers. 

20. The conference following any preserilied written exercise 
will consist of a discussion of these papers which are returned to 
the officers and which should be brought to the conference, and in 
addition the lesson prescribed for that period which will form the 
basis for the next written exercise. 

21. The commanding officer at each post will lie the instructor 
and may hold the recitations Immediately after the weekly drill or 
at such other time within the week as will he most convenient to 
the majority of the officers concerned. If for any reason th«* 
instructor is absent, the senior present will take charge, 

22. A record of this school will he kept at each jiost showing 
the dates the school is held, the names of the officers present and 
absent with reasons for absences, the subject studied and a nota- 
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tlon as to whether or not the work of each officer has been 
■satisfactory. A copy of this record will be forwarded to these 
headquarters at the end of each month. 

23. Kach officer's grade fu any of the subjects prescribed will 
he the average of the grades attained by him in the written exer- 
cises in that subject. The si Finding of all officers will be published 
in General Orders at the end of the school period. 

24, In prepnring the written exercises officers may consult 

text-books but will lie required to certify that the answers they 
give Fire their own answers and tliiit they have received no help 
In the preparation of their answers from any other person.

The following Regulations for tbe National Guard of Florida 
are published for the government of all concerned, and they will 
be strictly observed: 

SURVEYS ON PUBLIC MILITARY PROPERTY. 

517. Whenever any public military property has been loat or 
destroyed, or has become unserviceable or unsuitable from use in 
service, or by any other cause, it shall lie examined by a disinter- 
ested officer of tbe active list, to lie apixdnted by the Governor, 

51S, Whenever an officer, who is responsible for public mili- 
tary property, shall discover that any of such property has t>een 
lost, stolen or destroyed, or has become unserviceable or unsuit- 
able, it shall be his duty to immediately report such fact to Tbe 
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Adjuttmt General, submitting a classified list of the articles 
involved and requesting the appointment of a surveying officer. 

Slit. Public military property which has been in transit will 
be carefully checked with the bill of lading or Invoices by the 
receiving officer immediately u[khi its arrival at destination, in 
order to determine whether or not the carrier has fully carried 
out all obligations imposed upon him. Should any discrepancy, 
loss or damage lie found, the receiving officer will at once make 
application for the ap|>ointment of a surveying officer, by whom 
the facts will be carefully considered (unless the carrier volun- 
tarily assumes liability for the loss), and by whom responsibility 
will be fixed for such discrepancy, loss or damage. 

520. The surveying officer can not condemn public military 
proi>erty. His action is purely advisory. He wilt ascertain and 
report facts, submitting opinions and mnklng recommendations 
upon questions of responsibility which may arise through accident, 
mistake or neglect. For example: he investigates and determines 
questions involving the character and causes of damage or de- 
ficiency which public military property may have sustained in 
transit, store, or use. and which is not the result of ordinary wear 
and tear of the service, and reports the investigation made, hiB 
opinions thereon, and fixes the responsibility for such damage or 
deficiency uiton the proper party. 

321. The surveying officer should fully investigate all matters 
submitted to him. culling for all evidence obtainable, and will not 
limit his inquiries to the testimony presented by interested parties, 
especially in the case of alleged theft or embezzlement, and he 
should nut recommend the relief of officers or soldiers from respon- 
sibility unless fully satisfied that those charged with the care of 
the property have performed their whole duty in regard to It. 

r>22. All testimony considered in survey proceedings will be 
submitted in the form of affidavits, each In triplicate. The officers 
resisinsible for the property to be surveyed will In all cases furnish 
the surveying officer with original affidavits by themselves and by 
such witnesses as they may rely upon to relieve them from respon- 
sibility, and three duly attested copies of each of such affidavits 
must be submitted in every survey. 

323. The following classification of the causes of damage to 
and of the loss and destruction of public military property will 
govern in all survey proceedings : 

1. Unavoidable came* — are those over which the respon- 
sible officers or soldiers had no control, occurring (a) in the 
ordinary coarse of service; (b) as Incident to active field 
service; (c) accident or destruction without fault or neglect 
uikmi the part of the resjionslMe officer or soldier. 

2. Avoidable eames — are those due to carelessness, will- 
fulness or neglect. 

524. Unserviceable property Is, with reference to its disposi- 
tion, divided into classes as follows: 



jL Property worn out in service and which has no salable 
value. 

2. Property worn oat by fair wear and tear in service 
which presumably has some salable value. 

3. Property which has been rendered unserviceable from 

causes other than fair wear and tear in the service. 

i 

525. In all survey proceedings, before the relief of nn officer 
from responsibility is recommended, it must be conclusively shown 
by the evidence submitted that the loss, destruction or damage to 
property was unavoidable. The burden of proof rests upon the 
officer responsible for the property, therefore, such general state- 
ments as "lost, stolen or destroyed In field service at various times, 
without fault or neglect upon the part of the responsible officer." 
can not be accepted as satisfactory evidence or be considered by I be 
surveying officer as sufficient to warrant a recommendation for 
relief. In all cases there must be set out in the testimony submitted 
the circumstances under which the loss, destruction or damage to 
property occurred, and in such detail as to enable the surveying 
officer, and the reviewing authorities, to determine conclusively 
whether or not it was avoidable, with the exercise of reasonable 
care, 

526. In the case of all property alleged to have been rendered 
unserviceable or unsuitable through fair wear and tear in service, 
the testimony submitted must show the length of lime that the 
property has been in use. and If this information can not be given 

exactly, it must be stated approximately. 

f>27. Tn case the testimony does not show the projierty to 
have been in use for such length of time as it might reasonably be 
expected to last with fair wear and tear under the ordinary condi- 
tions of service, and. In the case of clothing, for the time of wear 
prescribed under these Regulations, then the surveying officer wilt 
consider that the condition of the property Is due to other than the 
usual incidents of service and will call for such additional testi- 
mony as may be required to show whether or not the damage t<> the 
property could have been avoided by the exercise of reasonable 
care. 

528. Where prone rty Is destroyed by fire. It must be shown 
that reasonable precautions were adopted by the responsible officer 
to provide protection against fire. As the State law requires that 
all public property shall be kept In the armories, ft Is obvious that 
where public property has been kept at the home of an officer or 
soldier and there destroyed by Are. It was due to fault and neglect 
upon the part of the responsible officer and relief from respon- 
sibility could not consistently be recommended. 

"i2f>. The loss of clothing or other public military property 
by desertion will not he considered to have been unavoidable unless 
the testimony shows that the desertion occurred during a period 
of active service, when the men would properly hare their rlotbing 
and equipments in their personal possession : at all other times 
the clothing and equipments should be kept under official sur- 
veillance In the armories. 

28— A. G. 
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530. When property Is lost by theft, the evidence submitted 
for survey must show : (a) the security of the rooms in which the 
property was stored; (h) the maimer iu which it appears that 
tbe thief effected entrance; (c) whether or not the property was 
under lock and key at the time, and (d) the steps that were taken 
to apprehend the thief and recover the property. A general state 
ment that "every effort was made to locate and recover the 
property but without success" will not be accepted as satisfactory 
evidence. Tbe evidence must show, iu detail, just what action 
was hi ken. 

KS1. It is obvious that when property is lost, destroyed or 
damaged, full Information can best be obtained at that time, and 
that if the obtaining of testimony is deferred it may not be pos- 
sible later to secure It. For this reason it is required under these 
regulations that as soon as any loss, destruction to or damage of 
property is discovered survey proceedings will at once be Insti- 
tuted. Surveying officers will not recommend the relief from 
responsibility of officers who have not observed this rule and who 
bave not been otherwise governed by the law and the regulations 
respecting the care and accounting for puhlic military property. 
For example: where It appears that issues of clothing and equip- 
ments have been made to enlisted ttieu without requiring receipts 
therefor; where responsible officers have not held monthly inspec- 
tion: where they have not verified all of the property for which 
they are responsible once each quarter, and where they have not 
obtained the action of a surveying officer for more than a year 
after any loss occurred ; and where they have neglected to check 
In the public military property upon the return of their respective 
commands from tours of duty in the field so that any losses which 
may liaye occurred at such times could bave heen determined, it 
shall 1>e considered that there was fault and neglect upon their 
part. 

REI'OBTS OF SURVEYING OFFICERS. 

1532. iteijorts of surveying officers will be made upon Form 
No. 10, D.M.A., which may be obtained upon application to the 
office of The Adjutant General. Such reports will be made in 
triplicate for each class of property involved, namely: for Quarter- 
master's, medical, engineer's, ordnance, signal, T\ S. publications, 
and State property. In the case of Quartermaster's |>roj>erty. 
separate surveys will be made for clothing, and articles of the 
uniform will not be included in a survey upon other nrticles of 
Quartermaster's property. 

r"i33. In entering the inventory of property upon tbe form for 
report, the articles will be listed In tbe order of their nomen- 
clature in the form of Return of Public Military Property. 

Tt34. Each copy of the proceedings of a survey will he com- 
plete in itself and must agree exactly with the other two copies 
of the same reimrt. There will be attached to each a copy of each 
affidavit containing testimony which has tteen considered in the 
proceedings.

n&>. The report of the surveying officer will show In detail 
opposite each article on the report tne existing condition of the 
property; thfs to be indicated by such entries as "unserviceable," 
'•obsolete and unsuitable," "lost," "stolen," "destroyed," "dam- 
aged," or as the case may be. Following there will be entered a 
brief statement as to the manner in which the property became 
lost, destroyed, damaged, or how it been me unserviceable or un- 
suitable for service, 

536. Articles which have beeu lost or otherwise disposed of 
should not be grouped together and entered up' hi a report in one 
item with others of the same kind which are descrilied by ■ dif- 
ferent condition. For example, where a number of service lints 
have been worn out after fair wear und tear in service, and a 
certain other number of bats have been stolen; this should tie 
ma ilc the subject of two separate entries upon the repast, one 
following the other. 

537. The report of the survyeiug officer will also indicate in 
each case, for the guidance of the reviewing authorities, the dis- 
position which, in the opinion of the surveying officer, should be 
made of the property. This recommendation will be made by 
entries in the several columns provided for the purpose on Form 
No. 1(1, where, under appropriate beading, there will be entered 
the number of articles of each kind to be dropped, con tinned in 
service, destroyed, sold, or as the case may lie. 

538. Property will tie recommended "to be dropped" which 
has lieou lost or destroyed under circumstances whfch were appar- 
ently unavoidable, and when, in the opinion of the surveying officer, 
the responsible officer slum Id lie relieved. 

538. The recommendation "to be continued in service" will 
be used when property represented as heing unserviceable or 
unsuitable has been examined by the surviving officer and found 
to l« susceptible of repair, or fit for further service. 

540. Property will be recommended "to he destroyed" when 
It is found, ii]x>n examination by the surveying officer, to lie 
entirely unserviceable aud unsuitable for further use and to have 
no salable value, except I hat in the case of clothing which has been 
worn ont and is found to !>e unfit for further use ft will always tie 
recommended to be destroyed. 

541. Clothing will not he considered unserviceable, which Is 
not actually worn out. and when it fs found by the surveying 
officer that clothing submitted to him would be suitable for further 
use if cleaned, laundered or repaired, he will recommend that It 
be continued in service, stating under the heading "Remarks" the 
action necessary to restore it to proper condition. 

542. Property which Is submitted for examination by a sur- 
veying officer and found to lie new. or serviceable, but unsuitable 
for use by the organization by which It is held, may he rwota- 
mended "to be turned in to an arsenal or depot of the V. S." 
This action will also be recommended in the case of arms which 
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require repair or replacement of jiarts that can nor be effected at 

the home station of the organization. 

543. The recommendation "to be sold" will lie ust.'d In the 
case of atl property (except clothing) found to be unserviceable 
or unsuitable for further use, but believed to have some salable 
value. When this recommendation is made, the surveying officer 
will Indicate under the heading ".Remarks" whether the gale 
should be by auction or by inviting bids from dealers and others 
likely to purchase such articles, and will give reasons therefor. 

544. If after a full investigation of the facts concerning the 
loss or destruction of or damage to any public military property, 
the surveying officer shall find it to have resulted from avoidable 
causes, and the evidence submitted is not such as to show that 
the loss it destruction "f the property could imi have been avoided 
with the exercise of reasonable care, he will recommend, under the 
heading "Remarks," that the responsible officer he charged with 
the money value of the missing or damaged property and required 
to replace the same by purchase. 

545. The law does not give to surveying officers the authority 
to Appraise the value of articles rlint have been lost or destroyed 
in cases where such articles have been in use to some extent prior 
to their loss or destruction. It is required that property which 
has bees lost or destroyed through avoidable causes shall be 
replaced, and the money value of the missing articles must there- 
fore be computed at the existing list price of new articles. 

540. Surveys will be promptly conducted when ordered, and 
the report of the surveying officer. In triplicate, will be forwarded 
to The Adjutant (General for the consideration of the Governor. 
In the COM of Tnited States property, these survey reports must 
be submit ted for action by the Secretary of War, who is the final 
reviewing authority. 

547. When the recommendation by a surveying officer that 
projx'rty lie destroyed receives the approval of the reviewing 
authority, such property will be ordered to be destroyed in the 
presence of a disinterested officer, who will be required to furnish 
The Adjutant General with an affidavit (in triplicate! to the effect 
that the property has actually been destroyed in his presence. 
Order will then issue directing the accountable officer to fake 
credit for fhe property and to drop ft from hfs next return: but in 
no case will property which has been so destroyed be dropped until 
an order authorizing it has been received, and such order will be a 
voucher to the return of the accountable officer. 

fi4S. No property which has been submitted to a surveying 
officer will he disposed of or dropped from the return of the 
accountable officer until ordered by the Governor. 

549. Clothing infected with contagious diseases may be de- 
stroyed prior to the action of a surveying officer, provided the 
necessity for such destruction is certified to by a competent physi- 
cian cognizant of the facts. In such eases the apjwintment of a 
surveying officer will be applied for Immediately afterward, and 
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the certificate of tbe physician, setting forth the facts, will be 
made a i»art of the survey proceedings, 

550. Great care should be takeu to prevent property oik* 
condemned and ordered dropi>ed from the returns from treiug again 
presented for inspection. When property is presented to a survey- 
ing officer for examination tbe responsible officer will certify [n the 
inventory that the property has not been previously condemned.

The Commander-in-Chief regrets to announce the death of 
Major Sum ltd A. BawU, Adjutant General's Department, National 
Guard nf FlnrUHi. which occurred this morning at Jacksonville, 
Florida, after an illness of several months' duration. 

Major ItatrU was horn at Fernandiua, Florida, August 2tJ, 
1S72, lie entered the military service of the State in 1S87, when 
he enlisted In Company A. First (separate) Battalion, Florida 
State Troops ("Jacksonville Light Infantry") : re-enllstlng and 
serving through the grades of corporal and sergeant in this com- 
pany nntil Jnly 25, 1897, when he was discharged as sergeant. 
On March 23, 1898. he was appointed lieutenant, junior grade, in 
the First Division. First Battalion. Florida Naval Militia, which 
position lie resigned to enlist on July 2(i, 1898, In Company E, 
First Florida Volunteer Infantry ("Jacksonville Light Infantry") 
for the war with Spain. He was promoted corporal September*!, 
1898, and served until the muster out of the United States service 
of the company on December 3. 1898. 

After the war with Spain he removed to Cuha where lie 
resided for a number of years and was connected in a civil capacity 
with the Quartermaster's Department, C. S. Army, during the 
period of the America occupation of the Island. Returning to 
Jacksonville he became interested in the lumber and naval stores 
business, in which Held he became quite active and prominent. 
He had wide business connections and upon the formation of the 
State Chamber of Commerce, was elected President of that Ifody. 

On February 22. 1909. be re-entered the military service of 
tli State by appointment as major In the Inspector General's De- 
lia rl meat, and was assigned as Inspector General of the First 
Brigade. On January S. 1910, lie was transferred to the Adjutant 
General's" Department, as major, in which position he has since 
continuously served until this date. Major Rairls was an efficient 
officer, and was deservedly popular with his associates in the 
military service, who will receive the news of his untimely death 
with deep regret 

The funeral will take place from the late residence of the 
deceased at Jacksonville at S:4n o'clock, A. M., Tuesday, December 
Kith, and Interment will he at Fernandina. The Commanding 
Officer of the Post of Jacksonville will cause the flag at his post 
to lie displayed at half staff until and during the honr of the 
funeral, and will provide an appropriate funeral escort.

The following decisions of the Wnr Department included in a 
bulletin recently issued from the Division of Militia Affairs, are 
published for the information atid guidance of the National Guard 
of Florida : 

(Extract. ) 

ELIGIBILITY FOR NATIONAL RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 

8. The question having lieen raised as to what constitutes 
75 per cent, of duty for eligibility of the Organized Militia to par- 
ticipate in national competitions, the following is announced as 
the decision of the Wnr Department : 

(a) There must have been 75 per cent, of attendance both at 
garrison and Held instruction. 

(b) Twelve mouths continuous service Immediately preced- 
ing the* national competition is required for participation therein. 

(c) Where encampments, maneuvers, field exercises, or 
schools — In fact, any class of military duty — arc required by a 
State, seventy-five per cent, of such duty must have been per- 
formed- In order to qualify for participation in a competition.

In many of these in- 
stances, invesligaihiu bus develcqietf the fact that these sergeant- 
instructors have been delinquent in their duties for extended 
perhxls, and in some eases have been guilty of misconduct for 
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which they should have Iteen. and had they been with their regi- 
ments would hare been, promptly court-martialed and punished. 
Seldom has it been found, however, that The officers of the organi- 
zations to which they were attached, who were immediately con- 
cerned and were cognizant of their misdeeds, would consent to pro- 
ceed against the delinquents, although the desire of the War i>e- 
piutment to bring them to trial had been communicated to the 
Adjutant General of the State concerned. 

This attitude ou the part of the officers, while generous nut! 
commendable from a personal point of view, and while thoroughly 
appreciated by the War Department, represents, nevertheless. Inn 
one side of the question, and the other side is the one which it is 
desired herein to bring to the attention of those concerned. 

The aim of the Government is to scud a picked personnel from 
its enlisted strength to perform the important work designed for 
the sergea n t-i instructors. There Is much good material for such 
selection throughout the service in all of its branches, and as a 
rule it is believed that the results show the care with which the 
selections are made. However, mistakes will occur in this as in 
every other transaction, and occasionally weak or eveu virions 
characters may slip into these detnlls. and when this luipjieua it is 
to the interest not only of the State organisations, but to the Fed- 
eral Government Itself, that the character of such a detail shatt 
be discovered and reported as soon as possible with a view to his 
replacement by a worthy soldier. 

It is urgently desired, therefore, that such cases should be 
re]>oHpd immediately upon their development, and the Department 
expresses the hope that the officers concerned, in the future, will 
not only report such cases but will assist in the prosecution of the 
offenders when requested to do so. 

The publication of the ahove views of the War Department 

to commanding officers of organizations Is requested.

ft fa announced that the Ordnance Department is not prepared, 
nt present, to issue the new "C" and "D" targets, and it is proba- 
ble that they wilt not be available in time for use during the ap- 
proach int; season for outdoor practice. The difference, however, 
between these and the old pattern now on hand is so slight that 
no difficulty will be experienced in making the necessary altera- 
tions for firing the new courses. 



How to Alter Target "C". 

By comparing the description of the new Target "0", as given 
above, with the description of the old Target "C" as shown on 
page 16S of the Provisional Small Arms Firing Manual (190B) it 
will be noted that the only difference is that the new target Is two 
feet shorter than the old. The old Targets "C" can therefore be 
adapted by simply cutting one foot off of each end 
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How to Alter Target "£>". 

The old style Target "D" may be adapted for use by drawing 
a half-inch black line around and 4 inches away from the margin 
of the prone figure in the center of the target, and another half- 
Inch black line around and 8 inches beyond the first line. The 
value of the shots on this target will then be 5 for the figure, 4 for 
hits within the first line, and 3 for hits within the second line, and 
2 for all other hits on the target. In order to provide a pattern 
lor the alterations in this target, a quantity of paper Targets "!>'" 
will be altered at the State Arsenal to meet the new spec! Hen t ions, 
and one or two will then be sent to each Post Commander.

II. CSE OF If AVAL MILITIA VESSELS, 

1. Authority for Cruising. 

(hi Naval Militia vessels will he used for Instruction cruises 
miller iln> Commanding Officer derailed (hereto, 'and officers and 
men will he instructed in all branches of work pertinent to their 
i a nk or rating. Such vessels shall make as many practice cruises 
as possible, In order that the officers and men may receive the 
greatest amount of instruction in all branches of ihe naval 
profession. 

ill* Vessels of the I'uited States Navy assigned to the Naval 
Militia shall he navigated outside of harbors only hy officers who 
arc duly licensed as such, and only when a licensed engineer is in 
charge of the engine-room. 

(e) Practice cruises will he made only under the authority 
of orders from the Commanding Officer of the Naval Militia, and 
for cruises beyond the waters of the State authority must first be 
obtained from the Commander-in-Chief; application therefor to he 
made to The Adjutant General, 

2. Pilotage. 

Commanding officers of naval militia vessels may employ 
pilots whenever, in their judgment, their employment is necessary. 
When jdlots are employed they shall not he called on hoard until 
the ship Is ready to proceed to sea. nor when coming in from sea 
shall tln-y be kept on hoard after Ihe ship has reached her destina- 
tion. Preference shall be given to licensed idiots, ami they must 
not he paid more than local rates. Coast pilots shall not he 
employed except in special emergencies. A pilot is considered 
merely as an adviser to fcNe Commanding Officer and his presence 
aboard a vessel slial! not relieve the Commanding Officer or any of 
his subordinates from full responsibility for the proper perform- 
ance of the duties with which they or any of them may be charged 
i-oucerulng the navigation of the ship. 

3. Iiixcii>]htr. 

An officer or enlistd man on such a vessel shall he deemed to 
be on duty, and shall obey all orders received from his superiors 
and be held to responsibility for all breaches of disci] dine or mis- 
conduct of any kind. 1 Hiring the presence of the Commanding 
Officer of The vessel, all officers shall he subject to his authority, 
and shall occupy such positions and perform such duties as he 
may direct. The Commanding Officer shall have authority, if he 
deems it necessary, to assign officers to iiositions for duty or 
instruction, regardless of their relative rank, while on practice 
cruises. 
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4. Authuiity for Incurring Expense. 

No officer in command, or acting 111 any other capacity, on a 

uaviil niillriii vessel, shall incur any exjieuse to be paid by national 
government or liy the State except oh authority obtained through 
tbe OmmnandiBg Officer of the Naval Militia from The Adjutant 
General.

These reports will be rendered In duplicate, and one copy of 

eacb will he forwarded to The Adjutant General by the i.'iuii- 
nmttdiiig Officer of the Naval Militia, witb bis comments thereon. 

ft. Subsistence. 

(al When funds are available for the purchase of suli- 
sisieiice. (lie commanding i.itticer of n naval militia vessel will detail 
an officer or competent petty officer to have charge of the enlisted 
men's mess, and to be known as the "general mess caterer." The 
"general mess caterer" will purchase, or superintend the purchase 
of all supplies for the general mess. He will make known lo the 
paymaster tbe names of the merchants with whom he deals, and 
require such merchants to give him hills, in duplicate, for nil 
supplies furnished. He will forward the hills approved by himself 
to the paymaster for payment. He will prejuare the hill of fare, 
subject to the approval of the commanding officer. He will he 
required to keep bis purchases within the amounts available for 
mess expenditures, and the paymaster will report to the com- 
manding officer of the Naval Militia and to the commanding officer 
of the vessel if the "■general mess caterer" exceeds his allowance. 

(hi The payme- ter will on the fifteenth day of each month. 
send to the commanding officer of the vessel a statement showing 
the amount on hand at the beglning of the previous month, the 
allowances received during the mouth, the payments made for 
purchases on account of that month, and tbe balance on band to 
be carried forward into the next month. 

(c) The commanding officer of a naval militia vessel will 
exercise supervision over the conduct of the general mess, and 
correct abuses and Irregularities of any kind. 
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Id t Allowances for subsistence or commutation of sub- 
sistence in enlisted men during duty on naval militia vessels, when 
:i mess is maintained, and money received from payments of the 
['lifted States Navy for subsistence <rf en listed men of the T'nlted 
States Navy serving on such vessels, will be paid to the paymaster 
of the Naval Militia, 

(e>) Subsistence for men actually under Instruction on a 
naval militia vessel will lip paid at the rate of thirty-five ecnts for 
one ration of three meals. Subsistence ran lie drawn only when a 
ship is lacking a practice cruise, uo allowance* being paid to 
enlisted men under instruction while the ship is at anchor during 
the we**, or at the dock. Bills for subsistence of men should give 
the number of men anil the nninlier of meals used on each date. 
the total nunilicr of meals to lie divided by three, and the resulting 
number of rations to be figured at the price allowed above. 

(fi The number of officers and men returned for subsistence 
should correspond to those entered in the log as on duty. 

7. Laundry. 

I 'era nut I laundry bills of officers and men will be paid by 
them. Laundry bills for linen used by the officers' mess will lie 
paid by the mess. No laundry bills will be paid from State funds 
in the hands of i'u- accountable officer of the organization unless 
approved in advance by the Commanding Officer of the Naval 
Militia.
